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LITTLE DOING IN STOCKS. 


TRANSACTIONS LIGHT AND PRICES 
VIRTUALLY UNCHANGED. 


Rumors of a Plan to Retund New England 
Preferred—Trust Certificates Quiet, with 
the Eaception of Sugar, Which Scores 
an Advance—Chicago Gas Also on the 
Up Turn—UChicago Merchants Being Cut 
Out of Markets by the Railroad Rate— 
Fature of the Money Market. 


New York, June 22.—[Special.]—Trans- 
actions on the New York Stock Exchange 
today were exceedingly light and prices were 
virtually unchanged. Something seemed to 
be brewing among the manipulators of New 
England. Rumors reached the street ofa 
plan by which the preferred shares of this 
road will be taken up with a bond at a lower 
rate and a coincident agreement that no new 
preferred stocks shall be issued for at least 
one year. 

The trusts were quiet, with the exception 
of sugar, which ran up3 per cent in the first 
quarter of an hour and ended 4 per cent 
above yesterday’s closing figures. Cotton 
seed oil trusts were dull and a shade lower 
on Judge Richter’s decision. The officials of 
the concern claim that this is a victory for 
them, since itdoes not dissolve the trust, 
but merely prohibits tne latter from doing 
business in Louisiana, They argue that this 
is of no effect, because the business in that 
State is carried on by individual corporations 
under the trust and not by tne latter itself. 

Toward the close Chicago Gas moved up to 
5914 on light transactions, scoring the smart- 
est net advance of any stock on the regular 
list, and Chicago & Eastern Illinois rose 4 
on transactions in a few hundred shares. 
The bank statement was a surprise in that it 
showed a decrease of $1,300,000 in the surplus 
reserve. Bonds were relatively active and 
buoyant. 


COMPETITION AGAINST CHICAGO, 


Merchants Being Cut Out of Markets by 
the Railroad Rate Situation. 
Boston, Mass., June 22.—[Special. |—Cord- 
ley & Co., discussing the railroad situation, 
say: There is one tactor in the railroad 
rate situation which to our mind has not 
been sufficiently brought out. It is the fact 
that most of the managers of the granger 
roads are Chicago men, or largely under Chi- 
cago infiuence. Chicago merchants are to 
some extent being cut out of markets which 
have always been considered their property, 
and, in a measure, probably rightly so, con- 
sidered in the light that most of the goods go- 
ing West and particularly Northwest have 
had to pass through Chicago, and in- 
cidentally to pay toll to Chicago merchants 
tor their 2 Now, with the roads 
uilt around Chicago, and 
which are not in any sense tributary to it, 
or under such influence or dominion, cities 
like St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, Kansas 
City, Denver, Helena, Mont., and even 
smaller cities prefer to purchase directly 
from New York and foreign merchants to 
purchasing through Chicago, thus saving one 
set of profits, besides saving an extra hand- 
ling of the goods. Chicago merchants, of 
course, are extremely anxious to hold on to 
all of their trade, and bring to bear upon the 
managers of the granger roads influences 
and arguments looking to a policy of action 
on the part of those roads which shail enable 
Chicago to hold its own as against this new 
competition.“ 


FUTURE OF THE MONEY MARKET, 


An Immense Amount of Capital to Be 
Liberated on the Market Jaly L 

The approach of July 1, with its interest 
and dividend disbursements, is causing 
some talk among the brokers, who even yes- 
terday were figuring on another advance in 
the locai stock market based upon these pay- 
ments. The following estimates were made 
by George E. Wright and may be regarded 
as representing nearly the actual amounts 
that will be paid to investors in local securi- 
ties on or about July 1:

tempt to comprise the dividends and interest 
received on railroad stocks and bonds by in- 
vestors and speculators in this city. That 
the latter would roll up a large addition to 
the above figures cannot be doubted by 
any one cognizantof the large part played 
by Chicago in the New York stock market. 
Ine fact, however, that so large an amount 
as $4,000,000 will be paid out to local investors 
during the next two weeks is regarded by 
the brokers as sufficient reason for a rally in 
the local market, as a large part of this money 
must find its way back into the market to be 
reinvested in the various stocks and bonds 
that are now favorably regarded by the 
public. 

Tnere is yet another item that should not 
be overlooked, and that is the great number 
of joans coming due July 1. Now, many of 
these were made in January, when the money 
rate was higher, and will not be re- 
newed. Bankers generally report an incli- 
nation on the part of borrowers to cut 
down their loans. At any rate it may be 
conceded that except in isolated cases bor- 
rowers have already made their arrange- 
ments for taking up or renewing their paper. 
Hence that feature of the demand is past. 
On the other hand, after July 1 there wilire- 
main a large amount of capital not taken by 
borrowers, and which will require reinvest- 
ment. It may therefore be reasonably an- 
ticipated that the money market will next 
month show considerable easiness, and thus 
be favorable to the local bond stock busi- 
ness. 


The Day on the Board of Trade. 

Foreign advices yesterday were suggestive 
of higher prices for wheat, giving strength 
to the early dealing. Better prospects for 
the nome crops soon caused buyers to waver 
and sellers to become more aggressive, until 
the early gain of the bulls was turned into 
a loss and prices sagged until they had 
marked adecline of three-fourths of a cent 
below the opening figure. At this point the 
price was carried from 77/6 cents for 
July to 77% cents, at which it rested for the 
day. Trading was at no time active. Corn 
was firm and one-fourth of a cent higher un- 
der tne influence of small receipts and an 
active shipping demand. 


NO PROGRESS IN THE CURRAN CASE. 


The Extra Venire Not Yet Returned, and 
Court Adjourns Until Monday.

The court ordered 
the list of jurors drawn called, whichshowed 
all present. The prosecution objected to this 
proceeding in the absence of Curran, which 
might invalidate the trial. Finally defend- 
ant’s counsel was ordered to produce Henry 
Curran. At2 o’clock Curran returned, ac- 
companied by his wife and three children, 
and wasin court this afternoon. The jury 
was polled and admonished as to their con- 
duct during recess, and the court then ad- 
journed until Monday. 


Killed by a Failing Building. 

BOSTON, Mass., June 22.—A two-story wooden 
house on Fifth street, South Boston, collapsed 
this morning, burying several people in the ruins. 
Annie Mullen, aged 10, and Thomas Flaherty, 
aged 13, were taken out déad. Several other 
people were hurt, but not seriously. The house 
has been vacant for some time, and was con- 
demned by the Inspector of Buildings. The peo- 
pie of the neighborhood have been in the habit 
of going there for firewood, and had torn away 
about all of the underpinning. One of the boys 


was chopping away a portion of a beam when 
the house feil.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS, 


Nez Perces Indians Ask the Removal of 
Indian Agent Monteith. : 

Wasninetox, D. C., June 22.—James 
Reubens, a Nez Perces Indian from Idaho, 
called on Secretary Noble and Acting Indian 
Commissioner Belt today and warmly pro- 
tested, in the name of his tribe, against the 
retention in office of Charles E. Monteith as 
agent for his people. Mr. Monteith was 
the agent for the Nez Perces during the four 
years immediately prior to 1886, when he was 
succeeded by George W. Morris. His present 
appointment was made since the incoming of 
the present Administration. Reubens repre- 
sented that during Monteith’s former term he 
had forfeited the respect and good will of 
the tribe by repeated acts of cruelty ano on 
mary occasions he bad demonstrated the fact 
that he had no interest whatever in the wel- 
fare of the Indians. He said, further, that 
his people would persistently oppose the al- 
lotment of their lands in severalty unless 
Monteith was recalied and another and bet- 
ter man sent to them in his place. Secretary 
Noble, at the conclusion of Reuben's state- 
ment, assurea him that his charges against 
Mr. Monteith would receive his careful at- 
tention, and if it was found that Mr. Mon- 
teith was unfitted for the position to which 
he had been appointed he would not be per- 
mitied to continue in it. 

APPOINTED BY THE PRESIDENT. 

The following appointments were an- 
nounced today: . 

John L. Stephens of Maine to be Minister Resi- 
dent to the Hawaiian Islands, George Money of 
Tennessee to be Minister Resident to Paraguay 
and Uraguay, John Martin Crawford of Ohio to 
be Consul General at St. Petersburg. 

Mr. Stephéns was formerly Minister to Para- 
guay and Uraguay under the Administration of 
President Grant, and under the Hayes Adminis- 
tration he heid the post of Minister to Sweden 
and Norway. He has been a member of tne 
Maine Legisiature and has held other State of 
fices of importance. 

George Money of Tennessee was also in the 
diplomatic service before his present appoint- 
ment, having been Minister to the Republic of 
Colombia during Garfieid’s Administration. He 
was Chairman of the Tennessee delegation to 
the National Republican Convention of 1888, and 
has been a prominent figure in local politics. 

John Martin Crawford, who is appointed Con- 
sul General at St. Petersburg, is a scholar of 
distinction and translated with success the Scan- 
dinavian national epic. 

NO MONEY FOR P#NSIONERS. 

It was ascertained atthe Pension Bureau 
today that the Commissioner had already re- 
ceived telegrams from the United States Pen- 
sion Agents at Augusta, Me., Topeka, Kas., 
Detroit, Mich., Boston, Mass., and New York 
City that the funds with which to pay army 
pensions were exhausted, and no fur- 
ther payments of pensions could be made 
until after July 1. Mr Bell, the chief of the 
agents’ division, said tuat all of the other 
twelve agents would probable be out of 
money by the middie of next week, but that 
the soldiers and their dependents would only 
have to wait fora few days for their money, 
as it was the intention of the Commissioner 
to have ample funds with which to pay all 
Outstanding vouchers telegraphed to each of 
the agents not later than July 2. 

THE CLASSIFICATION OF LEAD ORES. 

Secretary Windom hada long conference 
today with Assistant Seeretary Tichenor in 
relation to the classification of lead ores con- 
taining silver, the drawback on jute bagging, 
and the classification of Canadian-buiit cars 
used on American railroads. In regard to 
the former question it is learned that the de- 
partment has received reports from special 
agents sent to the Mexican border for the 
purpose of investigating the subject of im- 
portations of lead ores from Mexico that ex- 
tensive frauds have been practiced and that 
the payment of the proper amount of duties 
on this commodity has been systematically 
evaded. Secretary Windom said this after- 
noon, in speaking of the conference, that 
they had reacbed conclusions in several of 
the questions under consideration, but that 
they would not be in shape for public an- 
nouncement before next week. 

MILWAUKEEZ’S PUBLIO BULLDING. 

Solicitor Hepburn has made a- special re- 
port to the Secretary of the Treasury in re- 
gard to the public builaing at Milwaukee, 
in which he gives it as his best judgment that 
the site originally selected, Block 23, is the 
most eligible of the several suggested, and 
he says that he knows of no good reason for 
reconsidering that selection. The Secretary 
nas accepted this opinion as final, and the 
original selection will stand. 

SPECIAL TREASURY AGENTS. 

Secretary Windom today appointed O, L. 
Spalding of Michigan and J. F. Evans of 
California Special Agents of the Treasury. 
Mr. Spalding is au ex-member of Congress. 
He will be stationed at Detroit and Mr. 
Evans will make his headquarters at San 
Francisco, 


NICK FOLEY LYNCHED AT ELGIN, NEB. 


The Murderer of Mrs. Clark Taken from 
the Officers and Hanged. 

ELalx, Neb., June 22—[Special.]—Nick 
Foley, the murderer of Mrs. Pomeroy Clark, 
was lynched by a mob at 9:30 this morning. 
Officers arrived at Petersburg last night with 
Foley, whom they had captured at Burwell. 
Fearing the mob they left town on foot with- 
out attracting attention and started for 
Neligh, the county seat, going across the 
fields. They stopped at a farmhouse about 
three miJes east of here this morning and 
went to bed. They were soon discovered. 
The mob 3 quickly and went to the 
place well prepared. The house was sur- 
rounded, but instead of taking immediate 
action messengers were sent throughout the 
surrounding country to invite everybody to 
the lynching. People soon began gathering 
from every direction, and by 9:30 nearly 
every man for miles around was on the 
ground. No attempt was made to defend 
Foley, and he was turned over to the moo 
without a struggie. A rope was secured and 
he was taken to the Neligh bridge over Cedar 
Creek, east of towu. Ihe noose was placed 
around his neck, and the other end attached 
toarafter. Then the murderer was pushed 
over the edge, talling about ten feet and 
breaking his neck. 


A YOUNG SWINDLER’S CLEVER SCHEME. 


He Tries to Work. It on a Dubuque Man 
and Gets Into Trouble. 

Dunvan, Ia., June 22.— [Special.] — This 
morning a neatly dressed young man giving 
his name as E. L. McDonald entered the 
ticket-office of the Illinois Central Road in 
this city and in a pleasant manner repre- 
sented himself to thé assistant agent, Tony 
Stolteben, as the traveling passenger agent 
of the Cincinnati, Wabash & Michigan Rail- 
road Company. He offered to fill out an an- 
nual pass on the road he claimed to represent 
for Mr. Stolteben and family. The latter’s 
suspicions were aroused, and he telegraphed 
the General Manager of the Cincinnati, Wa- 
bash & Michigan at Elkhart, Ind., and in 
reply received a message to have the young 
man arrested. 

Before getting the reply the fellow had 
left the city on the northoound train. He 
was arrested at North McGregor ano brought 
back to this city. His pian was to ingratiate 
himself with local ticket agents, give out 
passes on the railroads, and then have the 
ticket agent identify him at some bank, 
when he would obtain money on forged 
checks. The Wabash Road has been on the* 
lookout for him for some time. Itis said he 
has obtained thousands of dollars through 
this nefarious scheme, 


DANGER THREATENED BY ANOTHER DAM. 


Several Towns in New Jersey Menaced by 
the Pent Up Waters of Lake Hopatcong. 
LAKE Hopatcona, N. J., June 22.—Consid- 

erable anxiety is felt by the people of Stan- 
hope, Boonetown, and Dover in this State, 
about the condition of the dam at the outlet 
of Lake Hopatcong. Since the heavy rains 
of afew days ago experts have been exam- 
ing the dam. ( Lake Hopatcong is over three 
times as large as Conemaugh Lake, being 
nearly ten miles long, with an average width 
of three-quarters of a mile. In some places 
it has been sounded to a depth of 150 feet. 
The water has been raised by the dam twen- 
ty-six feet above its natural level, and the 
lake contains over 20,000, 000, 000 of gallons of 
water. The dam is about sixty feet high and 
about 900 above tide water. It is well built 
and has always been considered safe. It is 
said a new dam is to be built. 


Trying to Secure Bob Younger’s Pardon. 
STILLWATER, Minn., June 21.—[Special.]— 
There is an effort being made to secure the par- 
don of Bob Younger, youngest of the Missouri 
outlaws, who, with the James boys, robbed the 
Northfield bank and killed its cushier and two or 
three citizens in 1875.

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


CIRCUMVENTING THE TRUNK LINE 
SCH EMERS—THE PRORATE MUST GO, 


The Western Freight Association May 


Recommend the Abrogation of Prorat- 
ing Arrangements with Eastern Roads 
to Mississippi River Points North of 
Louis—But Little Opposition to the Plau 
— Will the Alton. Re-enter the Fold?— 
Other Railway News. 


The committee appointed by the meeting 
of the Western and Northwestern Divisions 
of tne Western Freicht Association last 
week to call upon the managers of all roads 
between Chicago and the Missouri River and 
get their consent, if possible, to the wlan for 
stopping prorating arrangements to the Mis- 
sissipi River with the Eastern roads finds less 
opposition to the scheme than was at first 
expected. The feeling is gaining ground 
that if the Chicago roads mean to prevent 
the trunk lines from manipulating Western 
freight rates so as to divert the bulk of the 
Eastern through traffic around Chicago they 
must take an entirely independent position and 
make such rates as will prevent the trunk 
lines from getting into their territory, either 
py way of Lake Superior and St. Paul or via 
Southwestern and Southern routes. The ac- 
uon taken last Friday regarding rates from 
Chicago to St. Paul finds favor with the ship- 
pers and merchants of this city, but it is 
their opinion that sim'lar action will have to 
be taken by the Western lines to protect the 
Mississippi River and Iowa traffic, as the low 
rates to St. Paul affect more or less all the 
mercantile interests at points west and 
southwest from St. Paul. Sioux City and 
Omaha merchants, for instance, have 
been competing with the St. Paul merchants 


for Western and Northwestern business, but 


they can no longer do so unless equally low 
rates are made on commodities from Chicago 
to the Missouri River as were agreed upon to 
St. Paul last Friday. The special committee 
will report tothe general meeting of tne 
Western Freight Association next Thursday, 
and it is gencrally believed that it will unan- 
imously recommend that prorating arrange- 
ments with the Eastern lines to the Missis- 
sippi River north of St. Louis be abrogated, 
and that the local and through rates from 
Chicago to the Missouri River be made uni- 
form with special low commodity rates 
on such articles for which the Western com- 
— centres compete with those in the 
ast. 


The Alton’s Withdrawal. 

The Inter-State Commerce Association 
agreement provides that iu case any road, 
member of the association, gives notice of 
withdrawal therefrom, the Chairman shail 
forthwith call the Presidents together to con- 
sider the matter. In view of the notice of 
withdrawal given by the Chicago & Alton a 
week ago, it was thought that in accordance 
with the above provision of the agreement 
Chairman Walker would at once call the 
Presidents together to decide what course 
should be pursued by the association. For 
some reason or other Chairman Walker has 
decided not to cali a special meeting of the 
Presidents, and he gave notice yesterday 
that the Altond notice of withdrawal from 
the association will not be considered until 
the next regular meeting of the Presidents, 
which will be held in the association rooms 
in this city Tuesday, July 9. The evident 
reason for postponing the consideration of 
the Alton’s notice of withdrawal is the belief 
that the Alton may yet be induced to recon- 
sider its action, and consequently too hasty 
action might doa great deal of harm. There 
isno earthly prospect, however, that the 
Alton will change its position. Its officials 
say that they are well satisfied with their 
action and that no inducements can be of- 
fered that would induce them to come back 
in the association. 


Rumored Redaction in “Soo” Rates. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 22.—It is pretty 
certain that the Soo“ will make a further 
reduction in all-rail rates from the seaboard 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis. An agreement 
has not yet beea reached as to just how great 
the reduction should be. At first a tariff 
quoting the following rates was agreed upon: 
75, 65, 50, 35, 30, and 25 cents. Later 
it was said the hitch was between 
the So“ people and the officials 
of the road’s Eastern connections. The lat- 
ter wanted the rates reduced to a basis of 60 
cents and scaled down to 22, while the Soo 
offivials thought 75 cents low enough. The 
present rates via the Soo“ are on a basis 
of 88 cents. The reduction in the Duluth 
rate to a basis of 60 cents is supposed to oc- 
casion this proposed action on the part of 
the **Soo.” If the rates are announced to- 
day,and they probably will be if favorable 
news is not received from Chicago, it is not 
2 that they will be met by the Chicago 
ines. 


The Circle Rallway Company. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 22.—[Special.]—

way Company, with its principal office ai 
Chicago, were -filed with the Secretary of 
State today.

FITZGdERALD'Ss BIG RAILROAD SUITS. 


An Effort to Compel the Missouri Pacific 
to Pay Over $1,500,000. 

Omana, Neb., June 22.—The legal battle 
being waged before Judge Dundy, in which 
Jonn Fitzgerald, President of the Irish 
National Land League, figures as plaintiff, 
is attracting considerable attention. There 
are virtually two suits. One is against the 
Fitzgerald-Mallory Construction Company, 
the other against the Missouri Pacific and 
Fitzgerald-Mallory Construction Company. 
The latter is the large and principal one. It 
involves a claim for 51.500, 000. The facts in 
brief, as stated both by the petition 
and attorneys are these: The con- 
struction company took a contract amount- 
ing to something like 7,000, 000 to 
build 600 miles of road for the Missouri Pa- 
cific in Kansas and Colorado. 
sufficient security that the work should be 
done satisfactorily, but when ready to turn 
it over the railroad people set up a charge 
thateeme of the road-bed was not finished 
according to agreement, and withheld $1,500,- 


000 until the defects should be remedied. As 


a creditor of the construction company Fitz- 
gerald brings these suits to recover this 
amount. The case now being tried, however, 
has reference to a contract in Wisconsin. In 
that the Missouri Pacific as a corporation is 
not interested, though some of the Missouri 
Pacific stockholders are also stockholders in 
the construction company. That makes 
them parties to the defense.

col. BOWIE AND HIS KNIFE, 


Interesting Reminiscences of One of the 

Ween: ag va of the Alamo. 

as hing ton Sunday Herald: I am glad to 
5 that the attempt made in Texas to raise 
unds for the erection of a snitable monu- 
ment to Cols. David Crockett and Bowie and 
the other brave men who were treacherous- 
ly killed in the defense of the Alamo March 
= 1836, has been successful. A braver deed 
an that defense does not live in the annals 
of American history. Of Crockett much hes 
been written and but little of James Bowie, 
omg was one of the most wonderful men of 
is day. The best account of him I have 
ever heard was related by Gov. James Madi- 
son Welis of Louisiana returning board 
fame. He knew Bowie intimately in his 
younger days and was present with his 
brother, Col. Jeff Wells of Rapides Parish, 
Louisiana, at one of the most terribie fights 
in Bowie's life, which took place on Natchez 
Island, almost opposite atchez, Miss., in

most interesting © called after Bowie is 
n 1525 James Bowie was a large owner 
of claims to Spanish grants of land,” said 
Gov. Weils, „and, gas many of them were 
then occupied by pianters who had to be 
ejected before he could get possession, Bowie 
Was constantly in danger of his life. He was 
a small man, not weighing more than 150 
pounds, 5 feet and 71g inches in hight, but of 
wonderful physical strength, and as lithe 
and quick asa panther. At the time he was 
living with his brother Stephen in 
Louisiana on a plantation situated on the di- 
viding line between the parishes of La- 
fourche and Assumption. Near them there 
Was a blacksmith and worker in iron and 
steel of great skill. He was ot Spanish or 
Portuguese blood and had been, according to 
local rumor, one of the Lafitte’s crew of 
pirates. The pistols of that day were not as 
accurate or sure of fireas they are now. 
They were flintlocks, as percussion cavs 
were not in general use until about 1836. 
Bowie had great faith ina knife. He de- 
clared that it wus the surest and most faith- 
ful of all weapons in the hands of a man who 
could rely on his nerves, but that he had 
never seen a weapon of that sort which came 
uv to his ideas of the most effective pattern. 
One day he and his brother Stephen were 
riding down the road and one of ine horses 
cast a Shoe. They stopped at the black- 
smith’s mentioned to have it repaired, 
While waiting Bowie saw some fine work- 
manship on a sword, or rather Spapisn 
machete, and the thought occurred to him to 
have a knife made for defense and offense 
according to his notion by this biacksmith. 
There was a bundie of shingles near 
at band, and, taking one, Bowie whittled out 
of tne soft thin pine a rough model 
in shape of what he wanted. The black- 
smith hada long, worn-out file, which was 
used in the heaviest iron work, and out of 
this he made the knife which James Bowie 
used in twenty-two bloody encounters, and 
finally died grasping it in his hand at the 
Alamo. 

Iwill describe it to you, for I have fre- 
quentiy seen and handled it,” continued 
Gov. Wells. “Itis seventeen and one-half 
inches in the blade, two inches in width un- 
til within five inches of the point, when it 
widened a half inch, and then curving back- 


Ward a little ran off suddenly to a point. In 


weight it was just three pounds. The handle 
Was made of the lower part of the Lorn of 
an elk sawed in two halves and neatly riv- 
eted onto the shank of the blade, the 
handle and blade being twenty-three 
inches in length, with a handsome 
cross-piece where the two joined. The 
knife was ground down and then put on an 
oil stone until it was so sharp that it would 
shave the hair off one’s hand, so admirable 
was its temper. The sheath was madeof two 
pieces of thin pine wood neatly covered with 
alligator skin. It could be used for both cut 
and thrust, and it never failed when Jim 
Bowie got a fair blow.“ 

This is an accurate description of the bowie 
knife, and, as it has never been in print, a 
desire to preserve an interesting incident 
made us produce it here. 

There were three Bowie brothers—James, 
Stephen, and Rezin. They were all “fight 
ing men.“ as aangerous individuals were de- 
nominated in those times, but were not bul- 
lies. They never commenced a difficulty, and 
in the ordinary intercourse with their neigh- 
bors were quiet and courteous and always 
ready todefend the weaker side. An oid 
Methodist minister, who died years ago, one 
ot the pioneers of Christianity in the early 
daysof the Southwest, also told mea story 
illustrating this characteristic. 

“I was holding a meeting at Church Hill, 
Miss., in 1830,” said the venerable preacher, 
When a lot of roughs, flatboatmen and oth- 
ers, disturbed the congregation to such a de- 
gree that I thought there would be serious 
trouble. So po befure the evening service 
was to begin I called together several gentle- 
men to know what should be done if the trov- 
bie was renewed. Among those present was 
a small man wnom I had not met before and 
about whom there was nothing remarkabie 
except his low, soft voice and peculiar ringed 
gray eyes. ‘I don’t think there will be any 
more trouble, parson,’ he said; ‘I will stay 
tonight and see you througn.’ I thanked 
him, and in the bustle forgot to ask my 
friends who he was. The congregation was 
just beginning the first hymn when a burly 
ruffian, half drunk, came steggering down 
the aisle of the church and, halting in front 
of the pulpit, gave an Indian war-whoop. In 
@ second the gentieman with the unusual 
eyes had him by the collar with one hand 
and au enormous Knife raised above his head 
in the other. ‘ Sit down, vou drunken devil, 
or by'—— 1 will cut your throat from ear to 
Sar!“ 

„Why, who are you?’ said the other, in 
shaky tones. 

My name is James Bowie,’ was the an- 
swer, and if I hear another whimper out of 
you or any member of your gang I will waste 
no words, but come back to you. Now go.’ 
And the man went without a word. and 
Bowie then joined in the singing of the hymn 
With an air that was edifying in the extreme. 
There was no more trouble that nignt nor 
ever after. The rougts had enougn.”’ 

Rezin Bowie died in Arkansas about 1846, 
and his brother in Louisiana outlived him 
only a few months. Thus ended one of the 
most wonderiul families in their time. 


DESTRUCTIVE FLAMES AT VANCOUVER 


About Thirty Buildings Barned—Saspicions. 


of Incendiarism. 

PORTLAND, Ore., June 22.— Fire broke out 
early this morning in Vancouver, W. T., and 
in less than two hours it had swept over 
nearly four blocks in the business portion of 
the town. The blocks fortunately were cov- 
ered with small frame buildings, and the 
loss will probably not reach $70,000. The in- 


surance is light. During the night there 


were two fires, both undoubtedly of incen- 
diary origin. Early in the evening the old 
Catholic church in the suburbs of the town 
was discovered in flames. There was every 
indication that the building had been 
set on fire. After the tiremen and 
citazens had returned home another fire was 
disoovered in an old building in another part 
of town. About2a.m.athird fire was dis- 
covered in the rearof a bakery. The wind 
sprang up, and before the flames could be 
brought under control it had devoured every- 
thing on four blocks. While the fire was at 
its hight Mayor Brown of Vancouver teie- 
graphed to Portland for aid, saying the town 
was burning up. Anengine was sent with 
all possible haste, but the fire was subdued 
before assistance arrived. About thirty 
buildings in all were destroyed. No one 
was injured during the fire. Ihe city jail 
was burned and two prisoners were removed 
with great difficulty. So great was the panic 
during the time the flames were raging that 
a great many persons blocks away removed 
their goods and personal effects into the 
streets. Many wild rumors were circulated 
during the fire about men being caught cut- 
ting hose, but the stories all proved without 
foundation. The losses fall mostly upon the 
poorer classes of shopkeepers, a number of 
whom lost their all. where will be some suf- 
fering, but outside help will hardly be re- 
uired.

|SOME RARE OLD vIoLIXS. 


A GENUINE STRADIVARIUS ei 
SOLD IN CHICAGO FOR $3,000. 


Herr Riechers of Berlin Sends Hig Son 
Here with a Choice Collection of Fid- 
dies Which Are Rapidly Disposed Of— 
Many Fine Specimens Owned by Rest- 
dents of This City—An Order Given for 
an Instrument to Cost from 86,000 to 
$10,000. 

A bit of wood was soldin Chicago a few 
daysago. It might have been laid in one pan 
of a pair of scaies and gold dollars dropped 
into the other pan till the scales balanced. 
Then the golden weights might have been 
doubied and trebled and increased to six- 
teen times what it had taken to counterbal- 
ance the bit of wood before the price which 
Was paid was reached. Sixteen times its 
weight in gold! That was wuat a violin sold 
for in the greatest pork packing centre of 
the world. The greatést sale of rare old vio- 
lins ever made in this country has been made 
here in the last ten days. Tuat Chicago 
might perhaps have a single amateur whose 
love for music would carry him so far as to 
purchase a violin the price of which was 
counted in thousands might be believea, but 
that there should be enough such lovers of 
music to absorb a dozen masterpieces of the 
violinmaker’s art may be surprising. It 
was at least surprising to Riechers, the fa- 
mous violinmaker of Berlin. ) 

> THE FAMOUS VIOLINMAKER. 

Herr August Riechers is known as one of 
the greatest violinmakers of modern times. 
His hand is without doubt the most skillful 
of any maker now living. Prof. Joachim not 
only thinks him the best maker of the day 
but says of him that he is also among the best 
judges of elassical instruments. Mr. William 
Lewis of Chicago has been in correspondence 
with Riechers for months endeavoring to in- 
duce him to send to Chicago a number of 
famous violins. Mr. Lewis was confident 
that there was a market here for them. Herr 
Riechers ridiculed the idea that such gems 


could be sold anywhere in this country even. 


But Mr. Lewis was versistent. The result 
was that when Herr Kiechers sailed for this 
country recently he brought with him a num- 

ber of violins with which to test the Chicago 

market. Riechers’ son was seat on here 

from New York when the precious load was 

landed. He has been here ten days and in 

that time Mr. Lewis has sold for him eleven 

instruments. 

The masterpiece of the collection brought 
$8,000. Nothing but a genuine “Strad”’ 
could have brought such a sum of course. 
This was a beautiful example of the work 
of the master of violin making—an unques- 
tionably authentic Stradivarius bearing the 
date of 1713. Itis in perfect condition. It 
was the property of the well known virtuoso 
Herr Herrman of Frankfort-on-the-Main. 
The Chicago purchaser is modest and does 
not care to be known as the possessor of the 


em. 
° GENUINE “STRADS” IN CHICAGO. 

There are two other genuine Strads“ in 
Chicago, both owned by the same man, who 
in his hobby of collecting lamous violins bas 
brought together perhaps the finest coliec- 
tion in this country. This collector has placed 
an order with Riechers for another Strad- 
ivarius, but no common $3,000 one will do. 
He wants something with a wonderful 
history—such a one as Riechers recently sold 
to Waidemer Meyer for 25,000 marks. That 
instrument was made especiaily for King 
George L. in 1716, and was long in the royal 
family, but at last passed into tne hands of a 
Scotch nobleman, who valued it so highly 
chat he always carried it with him in his 
baggage, and even had it with him at the 
battle ot Waterloo. The Chicago collector, 
who wants some such famous instrument as 
that, gave his order to Riechers while here, 
and there is to be little limit as to price— 
five, six, ten thousand dollars if necessary. 

Among the other sales made here by 
Riechers was a Bergonuzi * Strad’’—that is a 
violin made by Stradivarius’ pupil Bergonzi. 
Tuat one brought $1,000. Then there was a 
Sanctus Seraphim, which brought $300; a 
Joseph Guarnerius, filius Andreas, which sold 
for $350; two Montaguana—one for $300 and 
the other for $350; an A. Gaglianus for $300, 
and a Joseph Guarnerius for $200. Four of 
these went to one man. There were also 
three new Riechers, which brougat $150 each. 
Then Mr. Lewis found a man who would pay 
$100 for a fiddle bow. It was a genuine 
Tourte bow, and nothing more perfect could 


de made. 


Mr. Lewis owns a famous violin. It is a 
Nicholas Amati, and was owned by Tasso. 
On this violin was composed the Arkansaw 
Traveler.“ 


THE QUEER WAYS OF OUIDA. 


A Crank of a Woman, Who Makes Herself a 
Terror. 

„I think, by all odds, the most grotesque 
and absurd little creature who ever came to 
London was the novelist Ouida,” said a Lon- 
don woman of fashion toa New York Sun 
correspondent. “*She was dere two years 
ago, and there was a constant reign of terror 
among tne women until she left; everybody 
was afraid of being putinto her next book. 
Talk about her beautiful eyes or tempestuous 
maoner is talk of the most absurd kind. She 
is almost small enough to be a dwarf. with 
no particular color to her eves or hair, ill- 
fitting gowns, and the most extraordinary in- 
dependence that has ever been known. In- 
stead of stopping with the many people who 
invited her to stay with them, she went off 
and lived alone at the Langham Hotel, be- 
cause she felt that there her movements 
would be unrestricted. She was the 
great womap of the season here, and 
the most intractable and unmanageable 
one we ever had. She went to see whoever 
interested her without waiting for the form 
of aa invitation or even an introduction. For 
instanve, one day early in the afternoon she 
took an umbrella, put on a pair of sturdy 
walking boots, anu walked down to the city 
and all around St. Paul's churchyard, and 


back to the Langham Hotel for exercise. Her 


squat little figure attracted some attention 
on the streets, and apparently the physical 
exertion set ber brain going, for she made 
up her mind offhand to go and see two or 
three people whose names were known to 
her, and to whom she was more or less at- 
tracted on that account. She came up from 
St. James on her way to the city, stopped at 
Ariington street and told tne man that she 
wished to see the Marchioness of Salisbury. 
Tne man took Ouida’s vard, sauntered up- 
stairs with it to the drawing-room, and, when 
he got there, found that Oulda was stalking 
calmly along at his heels. As he entered the 
drawing-room with the card Ouida pushed 
by him, and went up to the Marchioness and 
shook her warmly by the hand. As the Mar- 
chioness had never seen her, and had not yet 
seen the card, she was rather surprised; but 
after a few minutes’ pause she Was more or 
less interested in the whimsical novelist, and 
they chatted along for nearly an hour. 

“Then Ouida rose, took her umbrella, 
started to go, and, changing her mind, sat 
down again, and told the Marchioness that if 
she would send for Lord Salisbury she would 
see him. This manner of asking for che 
Prime Ministerof England as though he were 
kept on tap as it were, and ready to be pro- 
duced at a moment’s notice to any one who 
cared to drop in at Arlington street, was too 
much for the Marchioness. She would have 
stood anything but that; but she was the 
wife of a diplomat, and she toid Ouida gravely 
that tho Marquis had gone to Downing 
street and hence could not be seen. There- 
upon the novelist expressed a slight regret, 
seized her umbrella and drifted out. That 
was a specimen of the way she passed her 
time in Kogland. It isa curious thing, oy 
the way, that a woman with such a wonder- 
ful fount of bumor as Ouida displays in her 
little book, ‘A Rainy Month in June,’ shoula 
be so utterly destitute of humor herself. 
Once in a while, in talking, she is odd and 
grotesque, but never in the least degree 
witty. I dined with her several times, but I 
never discovered any of the gleams of humor 
in her taik which are so prevalent in that odd 
little book. By tune way, before she leit sue 
announced that there was only oue man in 
England wno was worth looking at or talk- 
ing to, and he was Oscar Wilde.“

BUSINESS IN THE COURTS. 


A Receiver for Clark, Longley & Co.—The 
Ga Trust Case. 

The Fort Dearborn National Bank, a creditor 

ot the Clark & Longley Company for $22,000, ap- 


plied to Judge Collins for a receiver for the com- 
pany. F. J. Williams, another creditor, showed 
that he filed a bill prior to that filed py the Fort 
Dearborn Bank, on which Charles G. Perkins 
was appointed receiver. The company’s assets 
were sold by Frank H. Collier, an assignee ap- 
pointed by the County Court, for about $7,000. 
which sum was turned over a he of 
the County Court to County er ultt. 
The attorneys for the, bank said that 
the bill of Williams might have 
been filed before that of the bank was, but tne 
latter bad the first lien on the proceeds of the 
sale of assets, and was therefore entitled to a re- 
ceiver of its own. Judge Collins said one re- 
ceiver was about enough for one firm, and he di- 
rected County Clerk Wulff to turn over to 
Perkins the fund in his hands. As to who had 
a prior claim to the fund, he said that question 
could be settled hereafter. 

Judge Baker will issue a final orderin the gas 
trust case tomorrow morning. Attorney General 
Hunt yesterday withdrew his demurrer to the 
— count of his plea of Dec. 14, 1888, and 
filed a replication, admitting the soundness in 
the law of the gas trust's plea, but denying the 
truth of the statements init. It is understood 
that this action was the result of an agreement 
between Attorney General Hunt and the coun- 
sel for the gas trust. It dispenses wittfurther 
delay in the rendering of a final decision of the 
court and allows the people to take an appeal at 
once. 

Maurice L. Steinhardt filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court for an accounting against E. A. Mul- 
ford, the ticket broker. Steinhardt says that he 
and Mulford formed a copartnership to conduct 
Mulford’s Railroad Ticket Agency at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. The copartnership ended May 1, 1888, 
and Mulford sold the assets, took possession of 
the books, and refused to account. No settle- 
ment between them has ever been made.

EviIpENTLY the last scholastic year has been 
a fortunate one for the universities in the 
way of donations, and their announcement 
has been one of the pleasantest features of 
commencement week. The Madison (N. Y.) 
University has received a new $150,000 library 
building, and will change its name to Colgate 
University in honor of the donor, James B. 
Colgate of New York City. Princeton Col- 
lege has received property to the value of 
$250,000 during the first year of Dr. Patton’s 
administration, and is going to have a new 
chemical hall, dormitory, and school of elec- 
Brown University, be- 
sides largely increasing its endowment fund 
and multiplymg its buildings, gets a new 
physical laboratory and an astronomical ob- 
servatory ali equipped, the latter the gift of 
the Govérnor of Rhode Island. Rochester 
(N. V.) University is glad over a cash con- 
tribution of $20,000, and Tufts College, Som- 
erville, Mass., five times gladder over one of 
$100,000. Brother Moody’s seminary at North- 
field, Mass., is to nave a new hall in memory 
of his mother. What plums Vale and Harvard 
will carry off remains to be seen. 


Jvpor Rieuton of the Civil District Court 
of Louisiana has issued a perpetual injunc- 


tion against the American Cotton Oil Trust 


and its officers and employés from doing 
business in that State. This result is ob- 
tained after about two years of considera- 
tion and suspense. It muy be regarded as 
the second blow administered by a court in 
the United States against trusts and their 
methods, the. first being that delivered a few 
weeks ago between the eyes of the bag 
monopolists in California. In this connec- 
tion it may be noted that the French courts 
have taken up the case of the men in 
Paris who essayed to control the market 
for tallow, the result being a decided 
drop in prices last week. The tallow men 
may have thought themselves secure against 
punishment under the law pronibiting ma- 
nipulation. But recent advices say it is 
probable they will be adjudged guilty of a 
penal offense. Perhaps the operations of 
the trusts in this country will lead at no dis- 
tant day to the passage of a law similar to 
that which France has provided for shutting 
up those who rob the people collectively on 
its soil.. In the meantime it is pleasant to 
see that some of the courts on this side of 
the Atlantic show themselves willing to de- 
cide against trust grabs, and reasonable to 
hope that others will see their way clear to 
follow the example set in Louisiana and Cali- 
fornia.

A WESTERN paper reports that a miner in 
Montana nas invented a novel bit of ma- 
chinery for washing gold.“ The contrivance 
consists of a board covered with a blanket. 
This he places across the gold-bearing s:ream 
so that the silt of the river bed will wash 


against it. The particles of dust adhere to 


the blanket, which is washed at convenient 
intervals, and the metal particles transferred 
to the pocket of the discoverer of the new 
process. It happens, however, that the 
method described is not only ‘as old as the 
hills,” but is believed to have been the one 
first employed thousands of years ago for 
obtaining gold from streams. The only dif- 
ference is that the modern discoverer of the 
process uses wool that is woven into blanket 
shape, while the semi-barbarians of the old 
world suspended in the stream me hide 
with the wool still adhering to it. A suffl- 
cient amount of exposure to the wash of 
water made the fleece literally a golden one, 
and there is little room to doubt that the 
much lauded journey of Jason and his com- 
panions in quest of the golden fleece was in 
reality a search for the waters in which the 
seemingly magic transformation was effected. 
It is probable the story of that expedition is 
a partly mythical account of the first re- 
corded hunt for what was till recently the 
most precious metal known. The miner re- 
ferred to will have to try again if he wishes 
to invent something that is new. 


THE SECRET CITIZENS.” 

Up to that time when a minority, using 
methods which have been often described 
and as often condemned, stole from the ma- 
jority the control of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, that organization, as was but natural in 
view of its public objects, was a quasi-public 
body. Its membership roll was open to the 
inspection of the world. It was thought de- 
sirable that the names of its members shouid 
be known, that the public might see how 
fully all parties, all classes, all professions 
were represented and might ynderstand that 
when it spoke it spoke with the voice of the 
best men in the community. f 

But that day has gone by. It is as difficult 


now to find out who the members are as for 


the grand jury to learn who belong to Camp 
No. 20 of the Clau-nu-Gael. The officers and 
the Secretary alone are permitted to know 
who belong to the Citizens’ Association of 
today. Their names are jealously hidden 
from the public. Why? Is the association 
ashamed of its members or are they of 
it? Has it no longer on its rolls persons 
whose names have weight with the pub- 
lic, or are the objects it now aims at such that 
secrecy is desirable or necessary? Do those 
who still belong wish not to be known as 
aimsgivers to Ambler, or are they 
unwilling to assume public responsi- 
bility for him and his practices? 
Perhaps the domgs of the association 
are unknown to the members, and only 
The Triangle“ and its trusted subordinates 
are aware of what is going on. Does the 
association, like the Clan-na-Gael, have to 
employ agents to do its “fine work’? Does 
it have to hire them when it wants to re- 
move“ obnoxious bills at Springfield, and is 
it preferred that the members should be 
ignorant of the work, the workers, and their 
methods, so that they cannot figure as 
„ squealers ! The secrecyof the Citizens“ 
Association as now managed is essentially 
un-American if it is laboring, as it claims it 
is, for tne good of the public. The public 
likes to know who its would-be benefactors 
are and why they are so anxious to do good 
to mankind. 

It is quite possible, however, that the Citi- 
zens’ Association, in spite of its secrecy, is 
no more dangerous than the Sons of Malta, 
and that it veils in mystery the names of its 
members and what it does because the com- 
munity would laugh at both were they 
known. It is possible that all it does is to 
send Ambler to Springfield at the beginning 
of a session of the Legislature with money 
to pay his bills and with orders to look wise. 
There he remains, looking down on the legis- 
lators from the gallery with the solemnity of 
an owl perched on the rafters of a barn. At 
intervals he winks owlishly and blinks 
knowingly. In the hotel lobbies he hints that 
“fine work” is being done and that he 
knows the workers. He suggests that there 
are boodlers there, but that he is on their 
trail. Green listeners get the impression 
that Ambler is in a death grapple with a vor- 
rupt Legislature, but that the chances favor 


Ambler. When a bill: is defeated he says 
modestiy that he knows who did it; when 
one is passed he hints that he could make 
revelations if he chose. As a matter of fact 
he has no more influence with the members 
of the Legislature than Beggs had with 
Aleck Sullivan. He can neither beat bad 
pills nor get good ones through. Should it 
be known that he tavored a bill that would 
defeat it, so universaliy detested is he. 

But when the session is over lie reports to 
his principals, and they to the public, that 
the association had its “agent’’ at Spring- 
field; that he defeated this and that thing— 
which would have been beaten anyway; that 
he got this and that through—wnich would 
have passed anyway; and that he was una- 
bie to get others through—because they were 
unfortunate enough to have Ambler as an ad- 
vocate. If this is all the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion is for, if this is all it does, its desire for 
secrecy is not to be wondered at. If it has 
other and more important purposes the 
sooner it drops the methods of the Clan-na- 
Gael and adopts those of American citizens 
the better. Turn on the calcium light and 
let Chicagoans know who you are and what 
you are up to—if you are not ashamed, 


DERBY DAY. 

The sixth American Derby Day, which 
opened the racing season at Washington 
Park yesterday afternoon, was the event of 
Chicago’s summer outdoor sports, as it was 
the event of the turfin the West and of the 
country. It is the universal testimony of the 
old racing men who were present yesterday 
that they haa never seen such a crowd, such 
a course, or such a brilliant race in all their 
experience before. It is estimated that 30,000 
persons—making all due allowances for ex- 
aggerations and foolish brag—witnessed the 
race. Some papers today will say 50,000, but 
Tue TRIBUNE is more anxious to state the 
truth than to exalt the importance of the 
race. Tbe horses that took partin the race 


were heroes, the thousands who attended to 


witness the contest for the blue ribbon of 
the turf, if not heroes, were the fortunate 
witnesses of turf heroism, and it is safe to 
say that the eguine participants enjoyed it 
as keenly as the spectators. Notwithstand- 
ing the drawback of anything but a sum- 
mer atmosphere or ideal racing environ- 
ments, and the offset of umbrellas and over- 
coats, it was as much of a gala occasion as if 
the skies were clear and the thermometers up 
to racing point, 

All Chicago was at the Derby, getting there 
in cable cars, steam cars, drags, carts, lan- 
daus, hansoms, surreys, or coaches, any 
way to get there, and even the gray skies 
could not diminish the brilliancy of the turn- 
outs or the enthusiasm of the occasion. At 
3 o’clock the city had emptied itself not only 
of the professional patrons of the turf but 
of all those to whom Derby Day is a duty, 
like a grand reception, a first night at the 
opera, or an Easter Sunday—a necessity of 
fashions, or a crowning responsibility of 
the social standards. True, there were 
many left behind, for some one 
must take care of the city while 
the Derbyites were away. Some must work 
and some must weep.“ Some must earn their 
day’s salt. There were left behind the toil- 
ers and delvers, the Gradgrinds whose prac- 
ticality cannot be satisfied witha show that 
only lasts two or three minutes after hours 
of waiting, all the witnessesin the Cronin 
case, the money-grubbers who might lose a 
day’s raking-in of pelf, the schemers and 
plotters, and the unhappy. beings who make 
hard work of enjoying themselves, and see 
no possibilities of sport in Spokane, Sorrento, 
Retrieve, Proctor Knott, Once Again, or any 
other four-legged performer on the turf. 

Those who went had little sympathy with 
the sentiments of those who staid at home, 
and enjoyed themselves to their hearts’ con- 
tent. it was a notable day’s outing and it 
was a healthy, beneficial, exhilarating thing 
to do. It is only a pity that there are not 
more of such outings, more opportunities to 
got away from desks and counters, cares and 
duties, and have a day of sport and relaxa- 
tion in the open air. It is a pity that we do 
hot have more outdoor sports and that we do 
not nationalize them and that business oan- 
not be so arranged as to have a day off every 
week or so in the summer season. We have 
made an advance toward it in the 
Saturday half holiday, but even that 
short interim between jobs is not as 
general as it should be. Every year, how- 
ever, witnesses an advance, and such outings 
as the Derby Day may yet become as Na- 


Uonal as the Derby in England or the Grand 


Prize in France. It will be better all round 
when this happens—better for the National 
heaith, the National temper, and the Na- 
tional pocket, for these rests, devoted to 
pleasure, are remedies for dyspepsia and 
mental bile, and result in better and more 
enthusiastic work arter the sport. If the 
preachers and philosophers, instead of en- 
joining ideas of duty and responsibility and 
sentimentalizing on the solemnity of life, 
would take a more cheerful view of things 
and preach the duty of fun and folly now 
and then it would be a much brighter world 
and the burden of life would not be half so 
heavy. If the preachers ana philosophers 
would only go to the Derby, or even to the 
present uncertain exhibitions in the ball 
park, the former would preach better ser- 
mons and the latter would soon abandon 
their pessimism. More than any other class 
they need these outings and the bracing in- 
fluences of outdoor sports. 


SIMON CAMERON’S POLITICAL CAREER. 

Simon Cameron, who, when this was writ- 
ten, was lying atthe ooint of death, is the 
only survivor of Mr. Lincoln’s first Cabinet, 
the oldest ex-Senater of the United States, 
and the oldest American politician who has 
more than a purely local reputation. He is 
one of the few men who have seen the rise 
and fall of great parties. The Whig party 
was born and died during his active lifetime. 
When his political career began the Demo- 
cratic party, under that name, had not been 
organized. He saw the beginning and the 
ending of the Anti-Masonic, the Native 
American, and the Know-Nothing parties. 
He shared in about all the political conflicts 
this country has known except that between 
the Federalists and the Jeffersonian Repub- 
licaus. 

When he began as a newspaper publisher 
Monroe was President and the “era of good 
feeling”. was in existence. There. were 
many Presidential aspirants but no parties. 
Mr. Cameron’s first love was Calhoun. The 
South Carolinian was thenin favor of pro- 
tective tariffs, and Mr. Cameron was tnen 
and always a protectionist. Mr. Calhoun 
had great hopes that he would be able, with 
Pennsylvania and the Southern States, to be 
Monroe’s successor, but he failed. Mr. Cam- 
eron supported Jackson, but still had a soft 
place in his heart for Calhoun till the latter 
abandoned his old tariff position. When, in 
1832, Gen. Jackson wanted the Pennsylvania 
Legislature to urge him to run a second time 
Cameron was one of those who helped to 
bring it about, and he went to the National 
Convention at Baltimore at the head of the 
State delegation to work and vote for Van 
Buren, who was Jackson’s candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency. 

In 1845 he was elected to the United States 
Senate to fill tne vacancy caused by the res- 
ignation of Mr. Buchanan, who had been ap- 
pointed Secretary of State. Mr. Buchanan 
would have preferred some one eise, and this 
was the beginning of acoolness between the 
two men., Of that Senate of 1845 he is tne 


ole survivor. Webster, Dix, Dickinson, 


Crittenden, McDuffie, Clayton, Breese, Ben- 
ton, Corwin, and Cass have all passed away. 
While in the Senate he voted for the Mexi- 
can War, for the extension of the Missouri 
Compromise line to the Pacific, and for other 
measures advocated by the pro-sla very Dem- 
ocrats. He wus, however, much disgruntied 
by the passage, by the casting vote of Mr. 
Dalias, of the low tariff bill of 1846. 

His term expired in 1849, and he remained 
a Democrat till che passage of the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill demoralized the party 
in the North. In 1857 the opposition 
sent him back to the Senate. It was a curious 
election. The Democrats had three majority 
in the Legislature, and John W. Forney haa 
the caucus nomination and felt sure of elec- 
tion. To the amazement and disgust of him- 
self and the party two Democrats cast their 
votes for Cameron, and he waschosen. The 
Democrats claimed that the two members 
had been bought. They denied it, and said 
that Mr. Cameron was an old friend.“ 

In 1860 he was a seeming candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the Presidency, 
but hisefriends madea bargain with some 
unauthorized friends of Mr. Lincoln, by 
which Cameron, in return for the support of 
his Pennsylvanians, was to have a Cabinet 
position. Mr. Lincoln confirmed the bar- 
gain, though with regret, and made him Sec- 
retary of War. There he developed a degree 
of radicalism which was surprising in view 
of his past record, and in his second report 
as Secretary he incorporated recommenda- 
tions about the confiscation and arming of 
slaves which the President cut out. Dissat- 
isfaction with his administration of the de- 
partment led to his resignation, and he went 
as Minister to Russia. In 1867 he was re- 
elected to the Senate and served till 1879, 
when he was succeeded by his son, and he 
turned over to younger hands the State that 
he had ruled so long. 


THE WEST SIDE AND THE CITY-HALL 

About once every five years the West- 
Siders wake up from their slumbers and 
say: We have more people than the other 
“two divisions put together. Our territory 
‘is larger. We have more Alcermen. Our 
emen are as brave and our women are as fair 
“‘as those of North or South Chicago. Why, 
“then, shall we not have within the confines 
‘“‘of our town the seat of municipal govern- 
“ment?” After giving utterance with more 
or less earnestness to these sentiments they 
go to sleep again—or rather go on building 
comfortable houses, improving their streets 
and boulevards, and heaping up money. 

The West Side is just now in the midst of 
one of its five-yearly waking spells. Through 
its Citizens’ Association—not the one that is 
addicted to secrecy and Ambler, but one 
where public-spirited men work for the good 
of the public in an open and aboveboard 
way—it is insisting that the City-Hall must 
be moved from its present place and put on 
the old Carpenter homestead, the only vavant 
block which has been allowed to remain in 
the eastern part of that enterprising town. 
The western city boundary is now six miles 
from the lake, and the West-Siders claim 
that the City-Hall certainly ought to be as far 
west as Carpenter street. It will not be long, 
they say, before the business district will 
cross the South Branch, and Canal, Clinton, 
Jefferson, and Desplaines streets will rival 
Ciark, La Salle, Fifth avenue, and Franklin. 

There is some truth in what they say. The 
centre of population is moving westward, and 
the business district, incapable of expansion 
on the south because of innumerable railroad 
tracks and yards, will have to cross the river. 
The time, too, is not far distant when the 
present quarters of the City Government will 
be altogether too small. It will not be long 
before the county will need ali the room that 
there is on the Court-House square. New 
departments are created ; records accumulate; 


more Judges have to be provided with court- } 


rooms. Butit is not so easy to foresee the 
time when the South Division north of Van 
Buren street will cease to be the actual 
centre of Chicago. It never was so geograph- 
ically; It has been many years since it was so 
with regard to population. And yet it has 
beep and now is the central point, just as 
Chicago is of Illinois, because it is that part of 
the city which can be the most easily reached 
from all other sections, and because it is the 
one where the most people want to go. 
West-Siders are building a cable road to 
reach it more easily. There are the big 
shops, the bauks, the Board of Trade. So 
long as these remain where they are the 
northern part of the South Division will be 
the centre of the city and the one where the 
City-Hall will find the most central loca tion. 
When the suburbs are annexed the present 
business district will be all the more central, 
since there converge the railroads which 
bring in the suburbanites. So there is noim- 
mediate prospect that the West Side will get 
what it is now clamoring for. And, after all, 
what would the City-Hall do for it except 
add to the number of saloons on the West 
Side? It would not add to the value of prop- 
erty or the comfort of citizens. There are 
enough tough Aldermen on the West Side; 
why try to add to their number? Let the 
City-Hall slide and instead build dwelling- 
houses, stores, and churches. 


WITCH DOCTORS AND WITCHES. 

A farmer in Lake County, Indiana, believed 
that he had been bewitched. Naturally anx- 
ious to be eured he went to a man who pro- 
fessed to be a witch doctor. The latter told 
the man that his suspicions were correct; 
that he knew who had “conjured” or hoo- 
dooed’”’ him, and that fora cow, a calf, and 
some poultry he would break the evil spell. 
The farmer handed over the live stock and 
the witch doctor went through a variety of 
queer performances which would have 
hanged him had he practiced them at Salem. 
The farmer was not cured, came to the con- 
clusion that he had been cheated, and began 
criminal proceedings. The Supreme Court 
holds that the defendant did not obtain 
money under false pretenses, as his state- 
“ments would not have deceived a person 
“who used ordinary intelligence.” The 
farmer should have known that there were 
ne witches and that they cannot therefore 
cast spells over people. 

Perhaps the court has gone too far in this 
decision and had rated the ‘‘ordinary intelli- 
gence’ of the people of Indiana too high. 
The belief in witches and witchcraft has by 
no means died outin that or other States. 
There are tens of thousands of people who 
have unshaken faith in witches and their 
power for evil. 
the Bible, they have heard of them from 
their parents, and they are fully prepared 
to believe that they are still working mis- 
chief to men and cattle. Only this week a 
case was reported in this State where a 
young woman who was suffering from in- 
sanity was believed by the ignorant peo- 
ple who surrounded her to be possessed 
by evil spirits. A witch doctor was 
not sent for, but the minister and 
some of his parishioners stuck pins in the 
girl and otherwise tormented her, so that 
they might drive away the devils they be- 
lieved were in her. Not many months ago a 
child in this city was afflicted with some 
strange disease. The mother got it into her 
head that it was a case of demoniacal posses- 
sion. She sent for the priest, and he was 
able to exorcise the spirit and heal the child. 
There are manyjsuch persons as these, and 
they consider themselves of ordinary intei- 
ligence. Shall not they be protected against 
impostors who pretend that they can drive

They have read of them in 


| away witches and banish evil spirits when 


they cannot! The Indiana Judges, perhaps, 
have no idea of the number of persons who 
put blind faith in fortune tellers and who 
are guided in the important affairs of life by 
them. They have no idea of the number of 
people who go to the interpreters of dreams 
and who put faith in omens. They cannot 
conceive the amount of superstition which 
exists even among many who are professedly 
intelligent. 

Can a person of “ordinary intelligence be 
taken in any longer by the bunko game, or 
can he be induced to lend money toa stranger 
on a bogus check? Is there still living a 
farmer who has faith in the promises of 
lightning rod agents, or who buys Bohemian 
oats? Are there still persons who can be de- 
ceived by cheap tricks which have been 
written up ten thousand times in the papers! 
Thousands of people are daily putting faith 
in the promises of sharpers which they ought 
to know must be as untrue as the promises of 
the witch doctors. 
to rate too high the intelligence of mankind. 
Ir spite of the schools and the papers too many 
of them are still an easy prey to the swin- 
dler, and it is too soon to leave them without 
protection or to refuse to punish those who 
have deceived them.

A WORD TO THE “IRISH WORLD.” 

If any paper in the United States should 
have been prompt to denounce the enormity 
of the Cronin murder, to demand that the 
brutal murderers should be brought to justice, 
and to tender its assistance to the authorities 
in any way that would help secure that re- 
sult it is the Tria World of New York, edited 
by Mr. Patrick Ford, the friend of Alexander 
Sullivan and the political patron of Mr. Pat- 
rick Egan, the Minister to Cuili. It has 
claimed to be the organ of the whole Irish 
people, the friend of the home- rule move- 
ment, and the enemy of secret, revolutionary, 
dynamite associations. It occupies a posi- 


„tion by virtue of which it could have had 


great influence for good in this infamous busi- 
ness, It could have done a great deal to set 
the Irish cause right with the American peo- 
ple and to have prevented the injury likely 
to happen to it, whether justly or not, from the 
alienation of American sympathy. 

And yet, with all these possibilities clearly 
in view, it tas not, as has already been 
stated in THz TripuNng, hada the courage to 
denounce the murderers of Dr. Cronin, or 
the grace to express a regret for the crime, 
or the manliness to characterize the secret, 
murderous factien of the Clan-na-Gael as it 
deserves to be, since the murder was brought 
home to its doors. We have its latest issue 
before us. It has twenty expressions of 
opinion on its editorial page not one of 
which directly or remotely has any connec- 
mon with this murder. It discusses the 
“Tide of Immigration,“ the renewal of The 
Eviction Campaign, Mr. Blaine’s and Mr. 
Bayard’s Methods,“ Balfour’s 
speeches, English spoliation, European 
War Rumors,” “The Invasion of British 
Capital,” “Canada’s Danger, Baltour’s 
Cheek,” The Banditts of Commerce,” 
“ Tariff Reform,” the Behring Sea ques- 
tion, the English navy, Dublin Castle, Hill's 
vetoes, Brutal British Miscreants,“ and 
other topics, but has not one word to say of 
brutal Irish miscreants, not a sbdlitary al- 
lusion to this murder of an Irishmanin which 
every suspect, every prisoner, and every 
witness is an Irishman—not one word to say 
of acrime which is occupying the attention 
of two continents! On its news page it has 
seven columns of carefully sifted dispatches, 
in the midst of which is a two-column cut 
and eulogy of Alexander Sullivan. The care 
with which these dispatches have been col- 
lated and the manner in which they are dis- 
played for the purpose of creating prejudice 
the memory of Dr. Cronin 
and his friends are shown by the 
flaring headlines characterizing the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury as noisy brag 
and stupid blunders,” and setting forth 
the illegal arrests’? of Maroney and Mo- 
Donald, the partisan malice” in the arrest 
of Alexander Sullivan, the opinion of James 
Reynolds that Sullivan’s enemies are trying 
to make capital out of his arrest, 
Matt O’ Doherty that Dr. Cronin was not mur- 
dered, that Woodruff is weak-minded, that 
Davitt vouches for Sullivan, and that inno- 
cent arrests are made on Luke Dillon’s preju- 
diced statements! 

What does all this mean? What is the 
animus of the /rish World in thus persistently 
ignoring this murder? What is tne occasion 
of its silence? Even conceding that Dr. 
Cronin was a British spy, is it stupid enough 
to suppose that the American people have 
no regard for their own laws, which have 
been set at defiarice, or that they are pre- 
pared to condone the murder of any one by a 
gang of miscreants specially selected for that 
purpose? Does it suppose that they will look 
calmly on and ses the functions of their courts 
usurped by a secret organization? Mr. 
Patrick Ford has been in this country long 
enough to know thatit makes no difference 
to the American people whether Dr. Cronin 
was or was not a spy. The crime committed 
was murder. Those who committed it are 
murderers. Those who condone it by their 
silence are morally guilty, for it implies con- 
sent. The policy of the Tria World is not 
going to help the cause it represents. At 
such a time as this no public journal, least of 
all an Irish journal, can afford to take a neg- 
ative position and have no opinion on 80 
grave a matter as this. 

But Dr. Cronin was nota British spy and 
Pat Ford knows he was not. No British spy 
or other spy ever behaved as Croain did. 
Spies are not aggressive, but conciliatory. 
They never make war upon the leaders of 
movements upon which they are spying. If 
Dr. Cronin had been a spy he would have 
been on friendly terms witn Sullivan, Boland, 
and Feely, and would have endeavored to 
worm their secrets out of them. Tus Trris- 
UNE considers 1t much more probable that 
one of the members of the triangle was a 
spy or that all of them were spies than it 
does that Dr. Cronin was a spy.

PUBLIC LIBRARY BOOKS AND DISEASE. 

The doctors have long claimed that scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and similar diseases might 
be carried from house to house through the 
medium of public libraries. The books which 
beguile the hours of the convalescent pass 
into other families, bearing with them the 
germs of disease. The authorities of the 
Boston Public Library have decided that 
since there is some possibility of the spread 
of sickness in this way they will do what 
they can to preventit. They have therefore 


directed that when contagious or infectious ) 


disease is found to exist in a family with a 
library card the card shall be stamped and 
no more books drawn on if till that family 
can show a clean bill of health. Besides, 
when books are returned from a family suf- 
fering with such disease they are to be disin- 
fected before reissue. It is hoped that by 
these precautions the number of cases of 
certain communicable diseases may be less- 
ened. | 

Chicago physicians have on various occa- 
sions called attention to the same danger 
and have suggested that remedial measures 
be adopted, but the library authorities, per- 
haps thinking that they were crying “ wolf” 
when there was no wolf, have taken no ac- 
tion. Now, however, that the wise men of 
the East have doue what they have, it migh: 
be weil for this city to follow their example. 
It can be done without causing much trouble

Doctors are required to report to the Health 
Commissioner all cases of contagious or in- 
fectious disease. These reports are of course 
open to the library people. They can glance 
over them daily and see whether any of the 
names on the lists are those of persons who 
have vards. When they find such the issue 
of books on them can be quickly stopped. 

It is possible that this will not preyent one 
case of scarlet-fever or similar diseases in 
the course of the year, but it will tend to re- 
assure greatly the minds of many who draw 
books from the library, and who fear, with 
or without cause, that they are thereby en- 
dangering their owa health or that of their 
children. When so many fears can be lulled 
by such simple precauuons it is certainly 
worth going to a little bother to do it. 


PROGRESS IN THE CRONIN CASE. 

The identification of Martin Burke as the 
man who hired the expressman to take fur- 
niture from No. 117 Clark street to the Carl 
son cottage in Lake View is a great step for- 


ward in the discovery of all connected with 


the murder of Dr. Cronin, and justifies what 
was a week ago only a faint hope that the 
assassins may be punished. It 1s often the 
case that identifications are worthless, but in 
this instance Expressman Martinson appears 
to have picked out the right man. Had 
Burke been abie to give any good reason for 
his unwillingness to come back to this city, 
the resemblance that he unquestionably bears 
to one of the inmates of the Carison cottage 
would not have so much weight, but taken in 
connection with his conduct it is almost con- 
vincing. 

There will now, however, have to be a long 
wait till the Winnipeg court has decided 
whether Burke shall be surrendered to the 
United States authorities. The hearing was 
postponed till Wednesday, when it is expect- 
ed that additional witnesses will be present 
to swear to his complicity. Under other cir- 
cumstances there might be some doubt as to 
nis extradition. Were he a wealthy defaulter 


public sentiment would be opposed to giving 


him up and Judges would be inclined to 
strain the law that he might escape. But 
there is no sympathy in the Dominion for the 
crime or the criminal He is a member of 


the Clan-na-Gael, and that organization 16 


not popular in Canada. It is believed that it 
was the author of the conspiracy to blow up 
the Parliament buildings at Ottawa and 
that some of its members had devised a plot 
for the assassination of Lord Lansdowne, the 
late Governor General. Therefore the Judge 
who hears the case will not be likely to lean 


to Burke’s side, but will send him back if 


the law will possibly permit it. 

Under any circumstances, however, there 
will be a skarp tight for Burke’s liberty. He 
has hired a good lawyer, and he will do his 
best for his client. That Burke, who is a 
poor man, should be abie to hire expensive 
counsel indicates that there are those behind 
him and his associates who are flush with 
funds. At Winnipeg and in Chicago there is 
no lack of money to be used in baffling the 
investigations of the ministers of public jus- 
tice. Who furnishes it the police have rot 
yet been able to learn. Nor if they did know 
would they necessarily be on ube track of the 
instigators of the removal“ of Cronin. 
There are doubtless many members of the 
Cian-na-Gael who had nothing to do with 
that crime who yet sympathize with those 
who perpetrated it and would do all in their 
power to enable them to escape justice. 

The jail officers have finaliy done what 
should have been done long ago—have iso- 
lated the iceman O’Sullivan from his fellow 


prisoners and for bidden outsiders to see him. 


The same should be done with Coughlin and 
Woodruff To permit the partners in a crime 
to be together, where the stronger minded 
can brace up the weaker one, and where they 
may the more easily cook up a plausible de- 
fense, is something which is permitted only 
in the Cook County Jail It is more than 
probable that had O’Sullivan been judiciously 
handied when Cronin’s body was discovered 
—a body which he believed had been dis- 
posed of forever—he would have broken 
down and toid what he knew, which would 
have brought about the speedy arrest of the 
murderers. But the precious moments were 
allowed to pass by unused and he had time to 
harden himseif into obstinate denials of all 
knowledge. : 

It is rumored that he is on the verge of 
confession. Itis not improbable that he will 
confess, but hardly until he finds that some 
one like Burke, more guilty than himself, is 
in the toils. Then O’Sullivan will begin to 
sweat lest Burke or some other gets in ahead 
of him and makes a confession which may 
send O’Sullivan to the gallows while agreater 
offender is allowed to escape. It is better, of 
course, that what “‘squealing’’ is done should 
be by subordinates. If any one is allowed to 
turn State’s evidence it should be the one 
whose hands have the least blood on them. 
Therefore it is O’Sullivan rather than Burke 
who should go on the witness stand if any 
one does. \ 

It now remains for the police to find 
Burke’s companion, whether he be Cooney 
or some person as yet unknown to them. It 
is most likely that he, too, was a resident of 
the North Side; that he, too, had been mixed 


up in outrages committed on Irish soil or 


elsewhere, or that ne had boasted of having 
committed such crimes, and was therefore 
picked out by hisemployers or their agent 
as being just the man for the work that was 
to be done. That Burke and his associate 
know who the head centre of the conspiracy 
is is doubtful. Probably all that they could 
swear to would be that Coughlin or some 
such man told them what to do and how to 
do it. Whether it will be possible to get 
back to thé carefully concealed principals 
remains to be seen. The police can be rea- 
sonably sure of but one thing, that they, 
too, were Chicagoans, Irishmen, and Clan- 
na-Gael men.

ANNEXATIONISTS AND “ANTIS” ARGU- 
ING VIGOROUSLY IN PRINT, 

A Circular Issued by the Hyde Park An- 
nexation Committee Demolishes Several 
Claims Made by Their Adversaries— 
The Subjects Considered—Correspond- 
ence Concerning Interment at Oak woods 
~The Schools of Lake and Chicago Com- 
pared—A Clergyman's Views. 

One of the features of the annexation cam- 
paign is the quantity of the literature circu- 
lated by the executive committees of the 
several suburbs interested. The annexation- 
ists appear to have the better of their ad- 
versaries. A recent circular issued by the 
Hyde Park committee is in reply to the fol- 
lowing statement by ex-Judge Keightley: 


There are 200,000 children of school age in the. 


City of Chicago; 43,000 of these attend rivate or 
parochial schools, because there is ae room for 
them in the public schools, and 38,000 of tnem do 
not attend any school atali for the same reason. 

The circular discusses the subject of “Our 
Schools at some length, and will probably 
convince even Ar. Keightley himself. Says 
the address. 


Let us discuss the facts. Those of the 43,000 in 
attendance upon parochial schools, being Roman 
Catholics, would still attend them even if the 
public schools afforded ten times the present ac- 
commodation, The same may be safely affirmed 
of the smail proportion of the 43,000 attending 
private schools. This is so self-evident as to re- 
quire no argument. With regard to the 38,000 
children of school age not in attendance upon 
any school, would the addition of ample accom- 
modation make any difference in their case? The 
school tax in the city is 81 per $100 of valuation. 
The school tax in District No. 11, 37, 14 of Hyde 
Park (Pullman) is $4.26 per 8100 valuation. At 
such a cost, surely the accommodation should be 
sufficient; and yet we find a daily average at- 
tendance in this district of only $40, while the 
number of children of school age in the district 
is 3.837. The other 2,897 children, then, do not 
attend any school, because, following Judge 
Keightiey’s line of argument, there is no room 
for them. There are no private or parochial 
schools in this district.. 

In School District No, 1, 38 14, Hyde Park, our 
own favored first district, the school tax is $1.97 
= $100; the number of cinidren of school age is 

734. The daily average attendance in this dis- 
trict is 2,044. The other 2,690 children, therefore, 
cannot go to school because there is no room for 
them—still according to Judge Keightley. 

These are the official figures, and the cir- 
cular takes Judge Keightiey to tasg for not 

tating the facts, saving: 

The proportion of children notin attendance 
upon any school in the two districts of Hyde Park 
above cited is three times greater than the same 
proportion in the City of Chicago. The above 
figures are taken from the biennial report of 
County Superintendent A. G. Lane, dated June 
30, 1888, pages 57 and 75. 

LOANS ON REAL ESTATE. 

The annexationists also present some in- 
teresting commupications from leading mort- 
gage brokers with reference to loans on 
real estate, and in doing so assert: . 

It is generally known that many capitalists 
will not loan money on real estate outside of 
the Chicago city limits. The city rate of interest 
is from 5 to 6 per cent, while we must pay 7 in all 
of Hyde Park, except the extreme north end. 
The annexation ot Hyde Park will open the 
money market to her citizens, 


That this result will be accomplished and 


that competition of capital means lower in- 
terest and easier terms is vouched for by 
these gentlemen: 

Annexation will doubtiess greatly facilitate 
the negotiation of loans in Hyde Park.

BONDED INDEBTEDNESS OF CHICAGO. 

The “antis’’ have claimed that annexation 
meant the assumption by those taxpayers 
residing in the annexed territory ot Chica- 
go's bonded debt. They have insisted that 
this indebtedness amounts to $14,000,000, but 
the annexationists have come back at them 
in a circular, in which they state: 

The total bonded debt of Chicago is 812.561, 500. 
A partial statement of the assets of the city, 
taken from page 115 of the above report, and in- 
cluding the buildings and grounds, police and 
fire stations and apparatus, water-works, and mis- 
cellaneous buildings, shows a value of $24,342,015. 
The above valuation does not include the prop- 
erty belonging to the school fund now lIcased at 
enormous rentals, and which is properly an item 
of value, as an offset to the city debt. A partial 
appraisement of the school property made in 


1885. and said to be in favor of the lessees, was. 


81.235.458. Two other items of value not in- 
cluded in said report are the City Hall site. worth 
$2,500,000, and the lake front property, estimated 
to be worth $1,000,000. Adding the above three 
items to the figuresinthe said report we have 
city assets to the value of $32,077,463. 

OTHER ARGUMENTS. 

Owing to this the annexationists insist 
that Hyde Park will be the gainer by joining 
Chicago, and as for reasons why the “ antis’’ 
should be repudiated they say: 

The net rentals from school fund property per 
year are $347,551.60. In the Controller's state- 
ment of assets the city water service, including 
the pumping stations and mains laid, is put 
down at $12,390,463. It is safe to say that the city 
could easily dispose of it to a private corporation 
for three times that amount. t 

We pay for gas in Hyde Park #1.75 net per 1.000 
cubic feet. In the city gas is furnished at $1 per 
1,000 cubic feet. There are forty-eight square 
miles of territory in Hyde Park protected (i) by 
three fire engines. In response to appeals for 
more apparatus the trustees say they cannot 
furnis. it without going into debt. The City of 
Chicago will give its territory thorough fire and 
police protection, : 

The recent ordinance of the Chicago City 
Council is quoted to disprove the assertions 
of the antis that in the event of annexation 
the fire limits will be extended, and on the 
water quesuon Dr. Rauch’s report is given. 
This report gave a recent analysis ot the 
drinking water of a dozen or more localities 
along the lake shore, and, according to the 
annexationists, its figures show that the sup- 
ply of Hyde Park is the most impure of all. 

Sewer and special assessments generally 
are not considered, and the declaration of 
the antis that Hyde-Parkers, in the event 
of annexation, will have to build their own 
sowers by special assessment and also pay 
for all sewers laid in the City of Chicago, is 
disproved as follows: 

Let any taxpayer figure what his taxes 
would be if the city rate of $5.23 was placed on 
the vaiuation shown therein, and he will find 
that in the school district where the lowest rate 
of school tax is made—viz.: School District, 1, 
88, 14, he willhave to pay several doliars less 
than be does now. In some of the school dis- 
tricts, notably the Pullman District. where the 
school rate alone is $4.26 on each $100, he will 
save over 40 per cent by going into the city. 

Now, what difference does it make if we do 

ay for other people’s sewers if our taxes are 
— than now? We can be charitabie, and sewer 
the whole county, and then not complain. Be- 
sides, if we remain under Village Government 
we will still have to pay not only for sewers by 
special assessment, but for water mains in the 
streets as well, and then pay alarge water tax 
to the village on the water mains we have paid 
for directly. 


CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


As Compared with the Town of Lake the 
City Is Well Equipped. 

The public school system of Chicago keeps 
pace with the wonderful growth of the city, 
as will be seen by reference to the business- 
like report of the Board of Education. And 
it is idle tor the ovtly.ng suburbs to assume 
that their system of education excels that of 
Chicago or that their resources available for 
school purposes are greater proportionately 
than those of Cnicago. 

We find by the report of the President of 
the Board of Education for the year 1888 that 
Chicago had at that time ninety-eight school 
buildings, seventy-three of which bad been 
constructed since 1871, and that forty-three 
buildings, with a capacity of 454 rooms, were 
constructed between the years 1882 and 1888; 
and all tris was done besides providing tor 
rveachers and incidental expenses, with a com- 
paratively small tax of about 1 per cent, as 
against 5 per cent levy required in Lake for 

ike purposes. 
i prue — President of the board urges the 
necessity for more buildings, but shows con- 
clusively that the reason for not providing 
them was not for the want of funds, but be- 
cause of a conflict between the Board of 
Educauon and the City Council as to who 
should control the matter. Happily for all 
concerned any possibie doubt upon that score 
has been settled by the revision of the School 
law passed at the last session of the Legis- 
1 K story has been originated and currently 
circulated in Lake wat Cuicago has a large 
number of children who have no school 
facilities. This story is utterly without 
foundation as will be seen by reference to 
the report 4 e eee of Schools 
icago for 
a rept: * There seems to ba a somewhat 
prevaient opinion in the community that 
many children are permanently excluded 
from the benefits of school, owing to the 
want of school accommodauons; that there 
are some 15,000 to 20,000 children of school 
age roaming our streets aud alleys unabie to 
obtain admission to any school. Never was 


| opinion more unfounded, none are thus cut 


— 
off from tue training and culture of the 
schools, . . After a room is full those 
who apply for admission may be kept wait- 
ing for a few Gays till there are enough to 
form the beginning ot a new class, but there 
are no exclusions for a ionger time.” 

It will not do to say Chicago is too poor to 

rovide tor her public schools. The Board of 
ucation get as much of an appropriation 
each year as they ask for. Last year it was 
about $1,800,000; this year it is $2,000,000. It 
is a well known fact that the Chicago school 
fund receives almost half a million uanuaily 
in the way of rentals from school property, 
and with the aid of this the Board of Educa- 
tion has been able to * along and keer up 
with the demands with a tax levy for scuvol 
purposes of about 1 per cent. 

But if there was a necessity for it tne levy 
for school purposes could be largely in- 
creased, or if Chicago should find it neces- 
sary to go to the full umit authorized 
by the general School law (which 
Lake is compelled to do most of 
the time,) and levy 5 per cent for 
school purposes, it would bring into her 
Treasury for the support of schools on her 
present valuation in round numbers about 
$5,000,000 annually, a sum which would cer- 
tainly be sufficient to meet any demand 
which might be made upon her to educate 
her children. Of course, there will never be 
any necessity for any such ievy. And right 
here it may be proper to state that the 2 
per cent limit contained in Sec. 1, Art. 8, of 
the City Charter does not include the tax 
levied for school purposes, the city in that 
regard being governed as other munivipali- 
ties and school boards are, by the limit con- 
tained in Sec. 43 of the old School law, and 
Sec. 1, Art. 8, of the new School law passed 
oy the last Legislature, which limits the 'evy 
for schoois to 2 per cent for educational and 
3 per cent for building purposes. 

Contrast the abode with the condition of 
affairs in the outlying suburbs. in Lake 
every taxpayer knows from the bitter experi- 
ence of the past of the burdens he has been 
compelled to bear to support and build up the 
schools, and notwithstanding what he has 
paid he will have to keep it up until the debt 
of $8 per capita which now rests upon Dis- 
trict No. 2 and No! 10 is paid. 

in this connection bearin mind that this 
school indebtedness must be estimated as 
part of the indebtedness of Lake in consider- 
ing the question of annexuuwon, and it Chi- 
cago takes us she takes this debt with us. 

Taxpayers should consider all these mat- 
ters and then decide for themselves whether 
they willremain out ana pay 5 per cent 
school tax or go into the city and pay 1 per 
cent.

The Kev. Benry C. Kinney Gives Logical

Here, in the Town of Lake, 
the anti-annexationists are crying this or 
that will be the evil result of annexation on 
the sewerage, on the schools, on the pro- 
hibited districts, on the police. The Town 
of Lake has only 85,000 inhabitants, Chicago 
more than ten times as greata number. How 
can it get its demands“ The same argu- 
ments are used in Hyde Park, in Lake View, 
in Jefferson, in Cicero. In each the few- 
ness of the to-be-annexed inhabitants is 
alluded to. But all these to be annexed 
parts have the same interests on all 
these town questions. If all are added there 
will be an increase to Chicago in the number 
of its inhabitants of 300,000. It the present 
Chicago was disposed to act unjustly could it 
do so when opposed to a combined force of 
30 per cent of voters. Chicago itself has tre- 
quently shown that party politics never plays 
the most prominent part. Throw into the 
same scale these additional 300,000, and even 
admitting that these supposed evils of the 
auti-annexationist are real, I do not see that 
one of them could be forced upon an unwill- 
L who would become a majority. 
Take that fear of prohibited districts being 
done away. If there is a question on which 
the American mind is a unit, whether a per- 
son is a teetotaler or a moderate drinker, it 
is that the saloon interest is one that must be 
watched and curtailed. The property holder 
does not wish one adjacent to his house. The 
school and the church do not wish its near 
neighborhood. The State law has defined its 
rights. The saloon interest knows, 80 
far as cities are concerned, that between 
domination and prohibition cities would 
vote prohibition, but that between 
existence restricted and prohibition 
cities would go for high license, 
which means outward respectability and 
restriction as to number and locality. Any 
attempt to remove these present town limita- 
tions would end in a Waterivo defeat as ex- 
1 not only by the newly added voters, 

ut by thousands upon thousands of the 
present inhabitants. There is no fear thata 
minority of almost one-third can ever lose 
their rights, or can ever have one universally 
expressed wish totally overlooked. 

But it may be said why not let well enough 
alone. My reply is, Chicago needs these 
towns and these towns need Chicago. In 
union there is strength. On every side we 
see large trusts, large railroad interests, in- 
creasing number of millionaires, strong la- 
bor organizations, large cities growing at 
the expense of small towns. Why?! Because 
one large organization is better than many 
small ones. The Town of Lake would 
have little influence with Chicago shouid 
any question of mutual rights ever come 
to the surface, but as a portion of one- 
third of the newly added suburbs having tne 
same interests it would be numericaily 
strong. A large majority of the present 
towns have some of its members doing busi- 
ness in Chica Chicago. needs their con- 
servative influence. This influence is now 
all lost. It is for the pecuniary inter- 
est of these lost suburbanists to do 
everything that they can to promote good 
government in Chicago. Why should they 
selfishly remuin and not try to use their 
united power? Unto that city that has in- 
habitants shall be added iohabitants. Chi- 
cago with 850, 000 would grow propo. tionately 
ata less rate than Chicago publishing to 
the world that she was the second city of 
the United States. Every property-hoider 
would in the next ten years get a much 
greater advance ou his property than be would 
get by remaiuing in isolation. If Chicago 
needs these towns these towns need to be 
united to Chicago. Again, I must say I use 
the words in the plural, for the .true way to 
argue this question is not to divide a united 
interest. Ine towns, I repeat, need Chicago. 
Now, what are all these towns composed of? 
A number of isolated villages having separate 
interests. I have lived for five years in the 
Town of Lake. Englewood has little in com- 
mon with the Stock-Yards. Each is 
connected with Chicago—the one by 
its Chicago .men of business, the other 
by its Stock-Yards and packing Houses. 
So little could they agree that 
a couple of years ago they agreed to disagree, 
and a new school district was formed. Ken- 
wood has little that is in common with Pull- 
man. Edgewater may be a rival of Ravens- 
wood. Wecan easily imagine Oak Park re- 
fusing to give something asked by West 
Fortieth street. On one side of State street 
for several miles Town of Lake, on the other 
side Town of Hyde Park. What is common 
to all these places? Chicago, Chicago, Chi- 
cago ale ne. In Chicago unity under a gov- 
ernment looking after the interests of all. 
Out of Chicago divided interests which 
every six moths are coming to the surface. 

Ine towns need Chicago’s Fire Depart- 
ment. At the stock-yards, within half a 
mile square, che packing interests have an 
investment of $100,000,000. A year ago there 
was a large fire. There were present four 
ure engines from Chicago to one from the 
Town of Lake. Suppose that at that time 
there had been a large fire in Chicago; al- 
most all would have been withdrawn. 
They were only there from courtesy. 
The towns want frame buildings. Chi- 
cago has: granted permission. This 
with the miles of contiguous frame buildings 
means some ume a fire of large proportions 
and a dem aud for numberless fire engines, 
not by courtesy, but by rignt. The towns 
need Chicago’s police trotectiop. If in the 
past there has been both in some of the 
towns, as in Chicago, aught of political mis- 
management, the conservatism of the towns 
when unitedlythrown against such manipu- 
lation would greatly tend to rectify the 
abuse. But never can the highest efficiency 
be obtained until town chopping and chang- 
ing of police are swallowed up in a metropoli- 
tan system, and when a patrolman is not 
stopped by a street-car track from making an 
arrest. owns need Chicago because in the 
city there is one of the best educational in- 
stitutions in our country. I refer to the 
Public Library under its efficient head ana 
with its many branches. Whut a blessing 
would this be to our suburbs Where some- 
thing to read is so hard te obtain. 

The towns need Chicago because they need 
a broad government. The oniy interests 
which any one of them have independent of

THE JAM IN THE BETTING QUARTERS. 

What was the most astonishing feature of 
this most astonishing crowd? 

The scene at the betting quarters. 

That men will fight for money everybody 
knows. Yesterday was seen the unique spec- 
tacle of men fighting to throw it away upon 
the chance of a horse race, a 

No man not actually in the midst of that 
struggle can realize what it was and no one 
can adequately describe his experience. 

A truthful, conservative man who bas 
seen more than one race and paid more than 
one visit to the betting quarters thus de- 
scribes his experience: ; 

“Tam sound of body and mind, of average 
size, and considered a good man in a catch-as- 
cutch-can. Iam not deficient in nerve and 
not overtimid. I have shared in the strug- 
gles of many a hard fought football field, and 
Ihave done my share in some pretty lively 
college rushes. 

But I never had just such an experience 
as yesterday. 

„As soon as the second race was run I 
entered the betting quarters intending to 
place $10 on Once Again. I got along nicely 
for the first fifty feet. Everybody was 
going the same way. Then it began to get 
a trifle close. A good many men and some 
pretty stocky fellows, too, began to get 
frightened and turned back. This made 
matters worse. I would have followed suit 
except that I was betting for a lady and 
did not hke to acknowledge that I lacked 
the physical power to place her money. 
About this time I quit fooling and settled 
down to business. I got within five feet of a 
bookmaker’s stall. Then I discovered that I 
could not get my hand down to my watch 
pocket for my money. Finally I did. Then 
I could not get elbow room to open my roll ot 
bills. At last I did. Then I could not get 
my hand above my head. Before I did 
get one arm out I had been car- 
ried past three stalls. I did at last 
get my money into a  »bookmaker’s 
hands. He refused any bet less than 35 with 
scorn. I suppose I saw $5,000 held in the air 


and in a good place before the great race was 


called. Yet even as the horses started the 
stream was still flowing in at the gates. The 
mass of vehicles, however, was safely in by 
that time. 

The next thing was to get some idea of 
their number. This was no easy task. It 
was carriages, carriages, carriages in almost 
every direction. There was just one place

from which any approximate estimate could 
be made. This was the promenade on the 
roof of the grand stand. 

From this lofty perch every foot of the 
great inclosure could be seen. There were 
carriages to the right, carriages to the left, 
carriages in front and behind, 

Facing the track one looks to the left on a 
long, deep inclosure extending up the home- 
stretch clear to the three-quarters pole. In 
this the vehicles were massed in five well- 
defined lines, the outer close to the track 
railing. By actual count these lines aver: 
aged 200 vehicles each. There was apparent- 
ly no limit to the variety of equipage. The

AN UNFORTUNATE DECISION, 


The One Topic at Clubs and Hotels—How 
Did It Happen? 

An event of the day second in importance to 
the Derby only, and surpassing it in interest to 
turfmen, was the decision of the judges 
in the last race on the card. 

There were a round dozen of starters, and 
the race was a pretty one from start to 
tinish. There was no question in the minds 
of the spectators as to the result. In their 
opinion Red Light. No. 7,“ came under the 
wire first. Consequently when the judges 
hung out the number of Baggage, No. 3,” a 
horse that finished sixth or seventh in the 
race, there was profound astonishment, not 
unmixed with stronger sentiments. 

The decision was the leading topic of con- 
versation last night at the clubs and hotels 
and a good many bitter things were said. But 
palpable as was the error in placing Baggage 
first the judges cannot be censured for more 
than an unfortunate mistake made uninten- 
tionally and in such a way that reversal was 
impossible. 

In the judges’ stand were Col. James F. 
Robinson, President of the Lexington Racing 
Association, and presiding judge for the day; 
Charles Greene, President of the St. Louis 
Fair Association, and George H. Wheeler, 
President of the Washington Park Club. By 
common consent, and owing to his long end 
honorable turf career, and his experience in 
judging horses, Col. Robinson was selected 
to note the first horse past the wire, Charles 
Greene was to look after the second or place 
horse, and President Wheeler to catch the 
third. 

Just how the error of giving the race to 
Baggage was made—for error it was in the 
opinion of most witnesses—would be hard 
to say. One expianation, and the most 
plausible, is that the jockey on Red Light 
had, by some mears, got a No. 3” badge 
on the left arm and a No. 7“ badge on 
right arm, and the latter being the number 
of Buggage on the program the judges saw 


the decision of the judges as the most im- 
portant factor in winning or losing their 
money. The betters must therefore place 
unbounded reliance on the integrity, firm- 
ness, and, last but not least, tne eyesight of 
the judges. There can be no question about 
the unswerving honesty of the juages of yes- 
terday, and all that can therefore be objected 
to in this instance is that Col. Robinson’s 
eyesight failed him ata critical moment.

But 30,000 is a great assem- 
biage. Anarmy of that size might change

people ana be satistied. 

The Washington Park printed 23,000 tick 
ets for Derby Davy. When they had been 
sold the club sold 3,000 stubs. Here are 
26,000 accounted for. The club has 800 
members. Few missed the opening 
day. Scarcely one man in fifty 
went alone. Most took with them 
their wives, sons, and daughters. Many 
took friends. The club membership yester- 
day was rep nted py between 3,000 and 
4,000 people. In addition, there are yet the 
owners, and stablemen, and the holders of 
complimentary tickets to be considered. 


Otner facts corroborate these figures. The 
Illinois Central carried to the track over 
5,000 people, in sixty carloads. There were 


within a radius of twenty feet of me by 
frantic men, who could not get within arm’s 
length. Everybody was shouting. Many 
were cursing. Notafewcried out in pain 
and alarm. One man near me yelled that 
his leg was being broken. Men warned each 
other not to lose their footing. To have 
fallen would have been certain death. 
There would have been blows struck had 
there been room to strike. 

Having placed my money the next thing 
was to get out.

NEARLY FOUR THOUSAND VESICLES, 


Amazing Number of Rigs Called Out by 
the Races. 

One of the most astonishing features of 
this most astonishing assemblage was the 
number and variety of the vehicles. To 
stand at any one of the entrances and watch 
the never-ending stream was to become 
dizzy and confused. The eye and brain re- 
fused to act in harmony. It was a source of 
wonderment where on earth so many rigs 
came from and what the rest of the world 
was finding to ride in. 

„Well.“ said a man on the Club House 
veranda, ‘‘ ]’|] take back all the hard words 
I have used about the liverymen. I started 
out Tuesday to engage a swell rig for today, 
and I think I telephoned every stable of any 
size in town. I wanted a Victoria, and I 
found just one in all Chicago that was not en- 


‘gaged, It wasn’t what you would call a first 


class rig, and the liveryman’s figure was $20. 
I thought it was a game of blut,“ but now 
I'll take it all back.“ 

The variety was quite as bewildering as 
the number. The coach was abroad in all its 
glory. The cart, the suspension mail 
phaeton, the rockaway, the Victoria, the 
landau, and the brougham were seen on 
every hand. The surrey, the road cart, the 
T cart, and the drag were outin force, The 
quiet and elegant family carriage, the light- 
running side bar, the natty coupé, the ca- 
pacious hack, and the humble cab—ali had 
place in the interminabie throng. Even the 
ubiquitous bicycle was to be distinguished 
here and there. : 

Nobody seemed to have any thought of 
anything on the card but the Derby. The 
object in life was to get inside the grounds 


carriage, however, seemed to be in the pre- 
ponderance, and for blocks it would have 
been possible fora man to walk on a solid 
line of glistening tops.

losses. This is, of course, a canard, for the 
men who acted as judges cannot be supposed 
to be in collusion with bookmakers for the 
purpose of defrauding the public. 

It can be positively asserted that the post- 
ing up of Baggage’s number was purely and 
simply an error, and none regret it more 
than the judges themselves. Yet, having 
made the error, it had to stand. It should 
not be fongotten that thousands of dollars 
were being bet on the race all over the coun- 
try and on the decision of the judges. 
When once made such decision must 
stand, or all reliance on the integ- 
rity of the judges would cease. 
There seems no reason to doubt that Coi. 
Robinson mistook the peculiarly formed fig- 
ure 3 on the leather badge on tne jockey’s 
arm for a7, which might the more readily 
occur if part of the figure were hid by a fold 
in the sleeve of the jockey’s jacket, and thus 
announce that 7 was the winning number. 
It should not be overlooked by the 
dissatisfied backers of Red Light that 
they, as well as every other person 
who bets on a horse race. depend on 
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semblage. That was a good start,” Why 
didn’t he send them off?“ and similar excla- 
mations were followed by expressions of dis- 
gust when Proctor Knott was noticed running 
around the upper turn fighting for his head, 
with Long Dance the only other horse that 
did not pull up readily.

As the horses passed the grand stand and 
entered the second half mile the applause 
was deafening.

Hats were 
in the air; men leaped off their feet, but 
those who had interests at stake clutched 
their watches and kept their eyes fastened 
on the horses. On they came, an indistin- 
guishable roar of cheers greeting them. 

“Spokane! Spokane!“ became the burden 
of the shouts as the winner of the Derby 
came in ahead and passed the grand stand.

A saddle of flowers in Washington Park 
Ciub colors was placed on his back amid the 
cheers of the crowd, and such a reception 
was tendered the winner of the Derby as 
the hero of hard won battles never yet re- 
ceived. 

There were other races on the program, 
but the crowd poured down the stairways 
and out of the gates. The great event of tne 
day was over, and Spokane was the winner 
of the Derby.

The club-house may be the place to see the 
costumes of the ladies and the notables, but 
the grand stand is the place to see tne finish.

This was tbhougnt selfish, but it 
proved of no avail, as the maneuvre fright- 
ened off only the smaller betters, who pre- 
ferred the long odds laid against the field. 
The turf gamblers, however, backed the fa- 
vorite heavily, and when Marchma won the 
bookmakers were behind. 

This caused closer odds in the succeeding 
races, and in the Derby everything was care- 
fully balanced and the odds made as even as 
possible. At first there was a tremendous 
rush on the field, Sorrento being an especial 
favorite with the crowd, but as the gamblers 
backed Spokane almost uniformly that horse 
soon became the general favorite at even 
money, and after the second betting most 
of the large bets and a big share of the 
smailer ones were placed on that horse. It 
was noticed that the “brokers” smiled 
grimly before the Derby, as though a 
siaughter of innocents was anticipated. But 
the knowing look was soon changed to one 
of deepest gloom. 

One of the few bookmakers who made 
money was R. Koche, who did most of the 
Proctor Knott business for the Kentucky 
delegation. Several bets way up in the 
thousands were made on Proctor Knott at 
his stand, and as the Kentuckians sur- 
rounded the stand he had little opportunity 
to lose anything, although he felt some fore- 
bodings when the horses went to post, his 
books being so unevenly balanced. It is 
thought that he wor on the day about $10,000, 
while G. D. Morgan, Hall & Co., White & 
Co., and F. P. Black, and a few others came 
out pretty well ahead, and some escaped 
without loss. 

Boardman & Co., a Louisviile firm of book- 
makers, lost about $5,000, having been sur- 
rounded by a Chicago crowd which prevented 
the Kentucky betters from reaching this 
stand in any great numbers. Most of the 
other bookmakers lost from $2,000. to $10,000, 
according to their own statements, although 
thisestimate may be enlarged. The book- 
makers declare that Derby day was a pic- 
nic for fanners and outside gamblers.” 
There were few cinches yesterday. The 
bookmakers’ losses were the result of pure 
hard luck. Such days do not often occur. 

HOW SAM BRYANT FARED. 

Sam Bryant, the owner of the ex-Kentucky 
favorite, had madeup his mind to win the 
American Derby, but Proctor Knott did not 
seem to be of the same mind. Bryant is rot 
a man who handles his money recklessly, or 
even liberaliy, but he felt so certain that 
Proctor Knott would win that he placed 
$1,200 in the books on the result. This amount 
is about as much as Bryant is ever known to 
bet at one time, and when Knott came in at 
the tail end of the string the despondent 
owner retired from the track in disgust. 

Bryant’s contidence was communicated to 
the Kentucky crowd, who thought Kuott's 
victory certain from the way his owner gam- 
bled on the result. August Strauss, Presi- 
dent of the Courier-Journal Job Printing Com- 
pany of Louisville, came to Chicago with a 
roli of several thousand dollars, He bet 
$2,000 on Proctor Kuott. Breeder Harris 
owner of Bertha, one of the fastest fillies in 
the country, which starts next week ina 
stake race, had sufficient confidence in Proc- 


ter Knott to back him, with Sorren- 
to for place. He came out about 
even. Tony Carroll of Louisville thought 


Proctor Knott invincible, and lost his wad ”’ 
on him. Steve Roberts of the Kentucky 
blue gréss region lost $8,000 on the Derby 
alone and $2,0000n the other races. Henry 
Baxter of Frankfort lost $3,000, James B. 
Love of Louisville lost $4,500, and C.B. Stuart 
of the same piace lost $5,000. Many other 
Kentuckians were almost or equally as un- 
fortunate. 

George Hankins, the Chicago gambler, 
would have won $80,000 if Sorrento had 
been first under the wire, and his 
speculations were unfortunate all around. 
Owner McCarty is said to have lost 
$10,000 on Sorrento, and other local sports 
seemed to have fared as badly on the same 
choice. 

OTHER WINNERS. 

Charles B. Webster of Boston won $8,000 
on Spokane, and Fred Baumann of the same 
city made winnings amounting to $10,000. 
Justin Carter of St. Louis was made happy 
when Spokane led uncer the string, because 
he had tickets amounting to $12,000 to cash 
when that horse won. Westbrook of Kan- 
sas City did well when he pocketed $5,000 
winnings and ceased to bet for the day. 
George Lee, acolored man from Nashville, 
won $2,000, besides an equal amount for one 
of the jockeys. Charles Gentle of Cincin- 
nati won $700, and thought nimself lucky. 
Ex-Police Capt. Buckley won $1,400 on Spo- 
kane, owing to Pat Sheedy’stip. The latter 
claimed to have won on every race, and to 
have cleared $4,000 on the day. He said he 
never saw such a crowd on a race course in 
his life, and he had been on the principal 
tracks in the world. Thousands, Le declared, 
found it impossible to invest their money. 

From the moment the odds were posted in 
the betting stana a crowd numbering at least 
10,000 fillea the inclosure devoted to the 
bookmakers. 

„The bookmakers lost, and lost heavily,” 
said Bookmaker Bordman yesterday after- 
noon after the last race. It has been said 
that the Derby was an open race, and one on 
which bookmakers are bound to win, butl 
tell you that we lost, for all that. Spokane 
was a big favorite, and heavily backed. Little 
and big bets seemed all to be for the winner 
of the Kentucky Derby, and as that horse 
won, why the bookmakers lost. Had the 
result been different, our winnings would 
have been enormous. The day was unprofit- 
able to bookmakers all around, and most ail 
of them were disappointed.“ 


Lamentation at Louisville 

LovisviL_te, Ky., June 22.—The betting 
here today was heavy. Proctor Knott, at 
odds ranging from 2 to 1 to 3 to 1 against, 
was a great favorite with local turf follow- 
ers and the bulk of the money was placed 
on him. When 8 tol against Knott and 6 co 
5 against Spokane was announced from Chi- 
cago there was a great rush to get Money on 
Knott. The bookmakers had a killing.

DECLARES THAT LONDON IS. LOVELY. 


Miss Maud Harrison in Raptures Over the 
Great Englisch Metropolis.

LONDON, June 22.—Miss Maud Harrison, 
the popular comedienne, is enthusiastic over 
London. O, I think London is just lovely.“ 
she said yesterday. “The bustle of the 
streets—why, I never saw anything like it 
before. And those great omnibuses. I think 
it is so nice to ride on top of them and see 
the sights. I would much rather ride around 
in that democratic sort of way than in a car- 
riage. Iam just like a child here, going 
about with my eyes wide open. There’s so 
much to see that is new and strange to me.“ 

This and much more like it Miss Harrison 
said, and her manner and emphasis showed 
that she meant every word. Miss Harrison 
came across the ocean on the City of Chester, 
and has been in London only two or three 
days. Her mother ana brother with his wife, 
and Miss Greenwald accompanied her.

SCANDALOUS EVILS CONDONED IN THE 
; HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Efforts to Secure Reform in the Expendi- 
ture of Pablic Money Frowned Down by 
the Ministry — Millions Readily Voted 
Away atthe Dictates of an Obsequious 
Whip Without Inquiry or Discussion— 
Investigations Always Adroitly Avoid- 


ed.

Lonpon, June 22.—In the process of voting 
away the nation’s money in the House of 
Commons questions to the Ministers precede 
ull other business. and while they are being 
put the House is probably fairly well filled, 
perhaps crowded. There is always a chance 
of a scene and anything of that kind is ac- 
ceptable as lending a little variety to the pro- 
ceedings. In the nue and cry after the Irish 
Secretary or some other Minister it is ukely 
that one of the pursuers gets upset. The Min- 
ister scores at his — and everybody 
is satisfled. It does not matter which wins 
so long as a luttle fun is provided. The House 
of Commons is the most impartial body in 
the world and gives everybody fair play. 
The only things it will not stand are bump- 
tiousness, conceit or swagger, sentimental- 
ism, and obvious insincerity. On those it 
stamps most mercilessly. The House of 
Commons may have some humbugs in it, but 
it will not be humbugged itself. Well, then, 
after the questions the real business of the day 
begins, the Speaker descends with dignity 
from the chair, and Mr. Courtney, Chairman 
of Committees, takes his seat at the 
table below. What happens next? The 
great body of members troop out of the 
House. While Courtney is reading the 
first vote on the list the House empties. 
When the rush 1s over there are perhaps 
fifteen or twenty members left, including 
the Secretary and Under Secretary, one or 
both, who will be required to defend the 
vote. There are probably the gravest rea- 
son why the vote should not pass. Its dis- 
cussion affords the only opportunity which 
can occur all through the session of bringing 
to lignt some gross abuse. There may be 
serious mismanagement in some department 
of the Government or an official may have 
proved himself totally incompetent for his 


post. 
EXPLAINS TO EMPTY BENCHES. 

When the money for that department or 
that official is to be voted, then and then only 
can lawful occasion be supplied for bringing 
out ail the facts. Somebody, we will sup- 
pose, puts himseif to the trouble of bringing 
them out. He has taken great-pains to make 
himsetf acquainted with the circumstances. 
He explains them carefully to rows of de- 
serted benches. The Minister, conscious 
that his majority is waiting in ambush out- 
side, gets up and poob-pooh’s the whole case, 
seizes adroitiy on the weakest link in the chain 
of evidence, and twists it outof countenance. 
Hs ridiculed the idea that anything can be 
oes in his department and sits down with 
an indignant outburst against the wickedness 
of attacking public servants who are not 
there to defend themselves. The official 
program is always blocked out on the same 
pattern, and what would be the use of chang- 
ing it when it answers its purpose so well. 
No matter who presents it or what ea | is in 
power. Then comes the decision of the House 
of Commons, which has not heard either 
side. The Minister smiles, for he is aware 
that on the other side of the door stand two 
or three gentlemen known as whips who will 
marshai their forces in the proper direction 
without an explanation being asked or given. 
Perhaps some member may inquire apologet- 
ically, ‘‘ What is this division about!“ 

„O.“ replies the whip, ‘‘ that fellow Brown, 
or Jones, or Robinson, is moving an amend- 
ment to the supply.“ 

„ Confound his impudence! What does he 
want to obstruct like thisfor? What business 
has he to criticise the Government, his own 
Government? The fellow is nothing else 
but a beastly Radical in disguise.” And 
age! Brown, or Jones, is speedily done for. 

n the early part of Friday afternoon last 
Mr. Montague, member the Whitechapel 
division, brought forward a motion on the 
War Office to vote for throwing open a cer- 
toin part of the tower walk facing the river. 
I do not enter into the merits of tne ques- 
tion, but here is a fact illustrative 
of discussions in supply. While Montague 
was speaking I counted the House. There 
were just twenty of us present including two 
members of the Ministry. Tne bells rung for 
adivision. Ina few minutes our numbers 
were made upto 286, and the whole body 

roceeded without a question to pronounce 
2 — on Montague’s appeal, although 266 
of them had not listened toa single word of 
it. Ay,“ say the Ministers, but all dis- 
cussion in supply is useless. It is always 
waste of public time and it never saves pub- 
lic money. 

MANY ABUSES EXPOSED. 

I deny these assertions that time is wasted. 
I will not, indeed, undertake to prove, but I 
am ready to prove beyond ail shadow of 
doubt, much money has repeatedly been 
saved by these discussions, that many 
abuses have been exnosed and corrected, that 
many officials have been brought to the 
proper sense of their duties. That is the po- 
sition which can be most thoroughiy estab- 
lished in the House or out of it, and in spite 
of the exchequer who had condemned all 
who discuss the supply as sentimentalists 
the press takes up the cry. It is easy 
for any Government to guide the course 
of the press on all questions relating 
to the business of the House, 80 
word is passed round to ridicule these 
discussions in supply. Don't report them. 
Denounce members who get them up. They 
are either obstructionists or traitors.“ A 
traitor in the official sense isa man who will 
not always vote that black is white at the 
bidding of the Ministry. He has no rightto 
exercise nis private judgment. Newspapers 
do not call bima traitor, but they propabl 
suppress his remarks in the House, give of- 
ficial reply to them in full, and send ‘tne 
presumptuous critic away with a flea in his 
ear. 

Tuesday last we passed twenty-seven votes 
at one sitting almost without inquiry or dis- 
cussion. There had previously been a vague 
and general talk about some of them, but no 
examination or analysis of expenditure had 
been attempted. 

WHISKING BIG BILLS THROUGH. 

The amount involved in these twenty-seven 
votes was 417,148,300. There were only 
fifteen members present while some of these 
votes were whisked through. Eight of them 
were passed in twenty minutes. Let it be re- 
membered that one of the most ancient and 
one of the highest constitutional privileges 
of the House of Commons is to keep an abso- 
lute control over the expenditure of the 
country. Had that power always been wisely 
and rigorously exercised you may depeod 
upon it that we should not now be spending 
£90,000,000 a year and be obliged every now 
ana then to vote away additional millions in 
à panic to patch up the navy or to put rifles 
and bayonets in the bands of the army. The 
Ministry call last Tuesday’s performance in 
every way satisfactory. I think the public 
wilt take a different view of it when they 
come to understand it. Obsequious lackeys 
of the Ministry go about saying that it is dis- 
graceful to attack the estimates and that the 
Government ought to be left with a free 
hand to deal wito the public money. Con- 
stituencies will some time come to an opposite 
conciusion. There is no hope of any reform 
in the public expenditure until the people 
themselves show that they have had enough 
waste and extravagunce and that they are 
fully determined to remove men of either 
party who heip to perpetrate these great and 
scandalous evils.

| A THIEF IN THE CHICAGO POST-OFFICE 


He Steals from the Malls a Package Con- 
taining $5,000 in Government Bonds. 
_ Wasuineron, D. C., June 22.—|Special.]— 
There is said to be an enterprising thief in 
the Chicago Post-Office who undertook to 
steal from the mails valuable packages for- 
warded by the Controller of Currency. Fri- 
day a week ago a package from the Con- 
troller's office containing tive $1,000 bonds 
was sent by mail to Chicago, together with 
other packages of money, amounting in all to 
about $150,000. It is alleged that the package 
of five bonds was stolen bya clerk in the 
Chicago Post-Office, who at once tried to cash 
the bonds. The bank at which they were 
presented refused to cash them until it could 
telegraph to the Controller of the Currency 
to know if they were genuine. He replied, 
“Allright; cash them. Iv 1s said, however, 
that the clerk got frightened and did not 
dare to take the chances of presenting the 
bonds again. The loss was also discovered, 
a search jnstituted, and tne theft traced to 
the clerk. Several clerks in the registering 
division of the Post-Office at Washington 
will go out to Chicago to testify that the loss 
must have been at the otherend of the line, 
Controller Lacy is on his way to Michigan to 
attend the funeral of his daughter and the 
particulars regarding the matter are not 
known by his subordinates here. 


Postmaster Sexton said last night that he 
knew nothing of any missing bonds and sup- 
posed that the story had grown out of the 
trial of Lally in this city. Among the regis- 
tered mail matter stolen by Lally was one 
$1,000 bond, which was recovered and will be 
held by the authorities until the final dispo- 
sition of Lally’s case. It is probable that 
the owner of the bond, who resides in El 
Paso, III., has made application for its re- 
turn, and thus the story originated. 


POISONED BY EATING MEAT. 


Twenty Families at Findlay, O., Suffer from 
the Effects of a Meal of Corned Beef. 

Finviay, O., June 22.—[Special.]—A case 
of wholesale poisoning affecting about twen- 
ty families and thirty-one persons occurred 
here today. All the families poisoned live 
on what is known as the North Side and buy 
their meat supplies trom a dealer by the 
name of Heck, who handies nothing but 
Chicago dressed meats. Yesterday he re- 
ceived a quantity of meat from Chicago 
which he prepared as pressed corned beef 
and sold to his customers for their 
dinners today. In less than an hour 
after the noon meals were eaten 
the greatest consternation prevailed in tne 
neighborhood and physicians were astoa- 
ished to receive urgent calls from half a 
dozen directions at once, all urging tne great- 
est haste, as the afflicted persons were said 
to be dying. Drs. Williams, Howell, Keran, 
Carothers, Town, and Pullin, who have offices 
in the immediate locality of tue meat shop, 
had from three to eight patients each in a 
tew minutes, all suffering the most excru- 
ciating agony, attended by symptoms of 
poisoning. ‘The physicians applied the usual 
remedies, and in each case succeeded 
in affording apparent reiief. None have 
as yet died, although three or four 
who ate of the corned beef are reported in a 
c’ itical condition, and one or two deaths are 
looked for. 

The Board of Health sent an officer to in- 
vestigate the matter, and he bad no aifficulty 
in tracing the whole trouble to the corned 
beef which the meat shop hud sold to the 
afflicted parties. It is thought that the meat 
was diseased, but what peculiar poison it 
contained has not as yet been ascertained.

THE ANTIS CAN'T STOP II. 


IF CITIZENS DO THEIR DUTY ANNEXA- 
TION WILL GO WITH A RUSH. 


Frantic Efforts by Suburban Politicians to 
Stem the Popular Demand—Lake View 
Officials Leave No Stone Unturned to 
Effect This—Strange Action by the Lake 
Trustees, and Abnormal Activity on the 
Part of the Hyde Park Board. 

“ Only one week more and we will be citi- 
zens of Chicago is the enthusiastic predic- 
tion of the Chairman and Secretary of the 
Lake View Annexation Committee. They 
may be oversanguine, but they have done 
some effective work recently, and, with a 
thorough knowledge of the situation, they 
can estimate the popular pulse. They have 
found the temper of the people antagonistic 


to ring rule and high taxes, and the only ob- 


stacle in the way of annexation is 
the sentiment created in some lo- 
calities by the antis through willful mis- 
representations of the issues involved. 
The taxpayers, though, are weary of mis- 
government, and while they have not re- 
sorted to bluster, such as has characterized 
the leaders of the opposition, they have 
quietly resolved to vote to come into Chicago. 
This feeling is especially noticeable in the 
east and north ends of Lake View, and it 
would not be surprising if Gross Park went 
for annexation. In the latter instance this 
would be a remarkabie change in the vote as 
contrasted with that of two years ago, when 
Lake View refused to be joined to Chicago. 
At Ravenswood there is also a strong 
movement in favor of annexation. Indica- 
tions of this sort have-inspired the annexa- 
tionists to renewed efforts towards election 
day, next Saturday. With this objectin view 
this invitation has been issued to prominent 
citizens: ,

A MODEL “ ANTI.“ 

Mike Robinson, the 8 attorney 
for the Lake View syndicate of officeholders, 

oliticians, and contractors, persists in faise- 
y insisting that annexation will force enor- 
mous taxes upon the citizens of Lake View. 
He expects the antis to raise his salary to 
$3,000 if they win, but in discussing the 
water question he studiously avoids ail ref- 
erence to the contract for a new lake tunnel 
recently approved by the Lake View author- 
ities, which will necessitate an outlay of 
$155,000. The contract was an object of sus- 
picion when it was let about two weeks 
ago, and because of the mystery 
enveloping it some of the property-owners 


are beginning to think that it would be a, 


good idea to carry annexation and allow 
Chicago to defray the expense of construct- 
ing the tunnel. 

think Robinson’s pretensions are ludic- 
rous,’’ said F. C. De Lang, the Secretary of 
the Annexation Committee, yesterday, par- 
ticularly when he recklessiy asserts that 
Lake View wili be weightea down with taxa 
tion to build he drainage waterway in the 
event of annexation. He loses sight 
of the provisions of the bill, which 
was amended so as to make it ac- 
ceptable to the antis. He forgets that a 
duly authorized Board of Judges and officials 
defines the boundaries of the proposed drain- 
age district. Lake View. on the petition of 
one-eighth of its legal voters, will be included 
in the district, regardless of whether it is an- 
nexed or not. Our water supply. anyhow, 
makes it imperative that we should seek ad- 
mission to the drainage district, because if 
we do not get relief we will have oft recur- 
ring epidemics, such as we had last summer. 
Mr. Robinson is, therefore, an alarmist; and 
if he will examine the Drainage bill he will 
ascertain that the law limits the taxes 
for the special purpose of deepening and 
widening the canal to 5 per cent of the total 
assessed valuation. This does not look as if 
it would be overburdensome, and I consider 
it msignificant as compared with the bene- 
ficial results to be acquired. 

THE SANITARY QUESTION. 

„% Another argument in favor of annexa- 
tion is the future sanitary condition of Lake 
View a condition of vital importance to the 
welfare of any city. But few of our citizens 
realize how important to us the Drainage bill 
isin this respect. This law vrovides that 
when petitioned by one-eighth of the voters 
the County Judge shall call two Circuit 
Judges to his assistance, and they shall con- 
stitute a board with power to define the 
limits of the sanitary district. These 
lin.ics will be determined by the territory 
tributary to the streamor ditch to be used 
tocarry off the drainage and sewage and 
such area that can be made artificially trib- 
utary and is willing tojoin the district. In 
Lake View the eastern boundary of the 
area whose drainage and sewage would 
naturally run to the North Branch follows 
the ridge just west of Clark street. Suppose 
we do not annex to Chicagot All that area 
west of the ridge will be taken intothe sani- 
tary district, uader the law recent- 
ly passed, but the area between 
the ridge and Lake Michigan 
will discharge its tiith into the lake as here 
tofore. At present it pollutes our drinking 
water and is a nuisance. 
of population in the eastern partof Lake 
View the amount of sewage will keep in- 
creasing and the effect can be easily imag- 
ined.. For our own salvation the source of 
our water supply will then, have to be pushed 
farther into the lake. TLis might be done if 
we were the only ones effected, but the cur- 
rent that under normal conditions flows 
southward will carry our filth to Chicago’s 
crib and there create a nuisance which 
doubtless will have to be abated at once. We 
will then be compelled to resort to other 
means for removing our sewage. Realizing 
this, why should any thinking man oppose 
annexation t“ 

THE TOWN OF LAKE. 

If the annexationists of Lake will come 
out and vote Saturday next they cau depose 
tre Town Board and become a part of Chica- 
go. They have to fight against odds, but all 
that is necossary is for the voters to appre- 
ciate the importance of the contest. Cum- 
paign arguments against the antis and poli- 
ticians are easy to find, and a recent occur- 
rence at a meeting of the Trustees will afford 
the taxpayers food for thought. The Trust- 
ees, all of whom are antis, wanted to erect 
a twelve-room school-house at the corner of 
Forty-eighth and Thomas streets, and they 
advertised for bids. Contractors were 
led to believe that the plans and 
specifications were to be seen at the 
office of Mr. Spyer, architect, but if they 
were there some of the responsible bidders 
were not allowed to see them. How- 
ever, there were four bids, ‘the 
lowest being that of Kelly Bros., $31,000. The 
other bids were 88, 300, $38,000, and $37,500, 
and notwithst nag that the Kelly Bros. 
were $6,500 lower than their competitors and 
accompanied their bid with a certified 
check the board refused to grant them 
the contract. A committee was appointed 
for the ostensible purpose of ascertaining 
the financial standing of the Kellys, but, 
though they were found to be all right, the 
Trustees, at their meeting last Tuesday 
night, refused to approve their bid on 
the ground that they had not seen 
the plans and specifications. The 
Kelly Bros., though, were prepared to enjoin 
the board if it grantea the contract to any of 
the three highest bidders, and consequently 
new bids have been advertised for. The 
Keilys are determined to fight it out, and 
not only are they annexationists, but they 
threaten to expose the methods of the Trust- 
ees on the coal and other contracts. 

HYDE PARK. 

The resolutions adopted by the Hyde Park 
Village Board, giving promisesof good things 
to come in the way of extensive pubiic im- 
provements, are renewed evidences of the 
unbappy plight in which the anotis find 
themselves. They have decome ashamed 
at tue practical unanimity of the north end 
voters ana taxpayers in favor of annexation, 


and have put several hundred men to work 


fixing up the streets, but their frantic 
efforts to appease public sentiment came 
too late. They are also in themselves 
a contradiction of their assertions 
that they were willing to have 
all that portion of the village north of Nine- 
tv-fifth street and east of Stony Island ave- 
nue annexed. They do not want annexation 
to succeed in any locality, as a matter of 
fact, and their subterfuge that tne territory 
north of Ninety-fifth street and east of Stony 
Island avenue can go into Chicago 
without hurting ag body is apparent. 
It is intended to leave out Pullman and otner 
towns and at the same time defeat annexa- 
tion, because Chicago will vote to take in all 
of Hyde Park. Thus if Hyde Park 
shouid decide to annex a portion 
of its territory in accordance with 
the wishes of the antis, and Chicago 
votes to annex the whole of Hyde Park,“ 
the election would be void.

THERLK’S ROOM FORK PRKROHIBITIONISTS 


The Statute Fxpressly Provides for a Con- 
tinuance of Local Enact ments. 


Annexation has become an assured fact in 
the Town of Lake. A series of annexation 
meetings have been arranged for next week, 
commencing at Lake Hall Tuesday evening, 
The Annexation Committee has issued the 
following circular: 7 

II the good people of the Town of Lake who 
wish to preserve their prohibition districts will 
consider the present condition of affairs and the 
protection which will be offered them under the 
new annexation law they cannot fail to see 
that their interests lie in annexation. 

We have, by constant and unceasing effort, 
maintained our prohibitory districts, while the 
liquor mterests have by about the same effort 
held theirs, and, in some instances, gained a 
little. But it has been a continual wariare, and 
it has been a constant fear on the part of those 
who wish to exclude the saloons from their door- 
yards that each incoming Town Board will re- 
move the barrier. 

Three members of the board can at any time 
open the doors of the saloons, and we all know 
that in the trades and bickerings of politicians 
how easy it would be to accomplish it. We can, 
however, stop all further danger upon this sub- 
ject and forever set the matter at rest by being 
annexed-to Chicago under the new law. Mina 
you, if we are annexed we don’t have to depend 
upon the Mayor and City Council for protection 
the State gives it. Sec. 18 of the Annexation law 
provides that our ordinances now in force in 
prohibiting the issuing of licénses to keep 
dramshops within said territory so an- 
nexed or any part thereof or providing 
that such licenses shall not be issued except 
upon a petition of a majority of the voters resid- 
ing withina certain distance of such proposed 
dramshops,”’ shall remain in force notwithstand- 
ing such annexation, and sball not be repealed 
except upon petition of one-fourth of the resident 
voters of such prohibitory territory, and then 
only by a majority vote of the resident voters of 
the territory affected thereby. This will give us 
ample protection against the so-called boodle 
Aldermen of Chicago.“ ; 

It is insisted, however, by the anti-annexation- 
ists that this provision of the law is unconstitu- 
tional because the matter embraced in this sec- 
tion is not expressly stated in the title of the 
bil. This is not necessary, as any reputable 
lawyer who has examined the books will tell 
vou. meer 

The Supreme Court inthe case of Potwin vs. 
Johnson, Collector (108 III., at page 78), in speak 
ing of the constitutional provision regarding the 
tile of an act, says: The general purpose of 
this provisioa is accomplished when the title is 
comprehensive enough to reasonably include, as 
following within that general subjéct and as 
subordinate branches thereof, the several ob- 
jects which the statute assumes to effect.” 

When your lawyer friends say this provision is 
unconstitutional ask them if they have exam- 
ined the following decisions of the Supreme 
Court: O'Leary vs. County of Cook, 28 Ti 534; 
Neifling vs. Town of Pontiac, 56 III., 172; Guild 
vs. City of Chicago, 82 III., 473; People vs. ve gat, 
70 III., 388; Belleville R. R. Co. vs. Gregory, 15 III. 
20; Binz vs. Weber, 81 III., 288; Johnson vs. Peo- 
ple, — III., 431. 

It will probably be concluded that the opinion 
of the following weil known and distinguished 
members of the Chicago bar are entitied to great 
weight upon this question, and we submit them 
as they have been furnished to the committee. 
The Hon. Henry Booth, ex-Circuit Judge and 
Dean of the Chicago Law College, says: I have 
examined the question submitted and have no 
doubt as to constitutionality of Sec. 18 of the act 
referred to.“ 

In an Act to provide for the annexation of 
cities, incorporated towns and villages or parts 
of the same, to cities, incorporated towns and 
villages’ it was strictly proper as germane to 
the subject to provide for the effect of annexa- 
tion upon existing ordinances relative to dram- 
shops, also to preserve to the people, after an. 
nexation, the same control essentially over the

A. W. Green— I have no doubt that Sec. 18 of 
the Annexation act does not contravene the 
constitutional provision above referred to.“ 

F. Winston—* I am quite clear that Sec. 18 
of the Annexation act is sufficiently ger nane to 
the subject expressed in the title as to be within 
— of Sec. 13, Art. 4, of the Consti- 
tution.” 

As to fire limits, the original ordinance of the 
City of Chicago is as follows: 

The fire limits of the City of Chicago shall be 
coextensive with the corporate limits of said 
“7 as now defined by law. 

evised ordinance of the City of Chicago, 1881, 
Art. 18, Sec. 1,250, approved April 18, 1881. 

That this ordinance could not be construed to 
extend to territory annexed after 1881 is patent 
to any intelligent man, but the City Coun- 
cil, realizing the impropriety of extending 
the fire limits until the necessity of such act 
should arise, has, by positive resolution and or- 
dinance. declared that there was no necessity 
of extending the fire limits beyond the original 
city limits, and it will not do to say that the re- 
cent action of the City Council was a mere cam- 
puign dodge to obtain votes for annexation, for 
we find that Dec. 12, 1887, when it was supposed 
that the annexation ot Hyde Park was complete, 
the City Council by resolution directed that 
building permits issue in Hyde Park in accord- 
ance with the ordinances in forcein that terri- 
tory before annexation. And theirresolution is 
but a reafiirmance of the position which they 
had taken with reference to Hyde Park ana 
other territory in Jefferson and Cicero recently 
annexed, 

The same is true of the prohibitory ordinances, 
for March 5, 1888, the City Council passed an or- 
dinance preserving to Hyde Park its existing 
prohibitory regulation.

WILL SUE THE FISHING CLUB. 


Sufferers from the Johnstown Flood 
Threaten to Make It Lively. 


Jonxsrowx, Pa., June 22,—|Special.]—As 
soon as Horace Rose, the injured Johnstown 
attorney, recovers John Thomas & Sons of 
this city will institute suit against the South 
Fork Fisning Club for $150,000 damages. 
They were doing a business of $200,000 be- 
fore the flood, and will cherefore base their 
claim to a moderate amount. Over 100 mer- 
chants in Johnstown offer to back them up 
for $50 apiece, but Thomas & Sons are 
wealthy and willspare no expense to fight 
this case through the highest courts. If it 
standsevery man in Johnstown who lost 
a cent will come in for his share of damages. 
The actual losses are placea at $50,000,000 at 
least, and nobody would compromise with 
the company for less than half ef his claim. 
In addition to this suit, lawyers have already 
been engaged by Constable Martin and oth- 
ers, 100 in all, each of whom has contributed 
$10 toward expenses, to bring damage suits 

ainst the fishing club. As every member 
of the club 1s enormously wealthy, a long 
and bitter legal war is undoubtedly ahead. 

Twenty-four of the portable houses from 
Chicago were assigned to the same number 
of the most destitute families here today. 
The houses are expected to reach here tomor- 
row. County Treasurer Howe today had 
notices posted stating that he would be here 
July 3 for the purpose of collecting taxes.

There will be no 
work tomorrow, and Monday a greatly re- 
duced force wiil be put to wor All the con- 
tractors will cut down their forces. 

R. L. Johuston, President Judge of Cam- 
bria County, today issued an order closing 
all the saloons and liquor places in Johns- 
town and surrounding boroughs and towa- 
ships until otherwise ordered. Unless the 
order is strictly obeyed the court says the li- 
cense of the violator will be revoked. 


The Johnstown Fund Rolls On. 

The Johnstown Relief Committee did not 
meet yesterday, owing to the non-presence 
of several members. It was decided to call 
a meeting for a later date. A committee 
from the Illinois Medical Woman’s Sanitary 
Association was present to secure a portion 
of the fund for their housework in John- 
stown. Among the ladies were Dr. Kate 
Bushnell and Mrs. Waliace, who have just 
returned from Johnstown, and they detailed 
to Mayor Cregier that Drs. Hickey, Bush- 
nell, and Alice Ewing were, with a 
resident committee of twenty, visiting 
all the houses and ascertaining what was 
really needed. Dr. Bushnell desired to fur- 
nish ail the ready-made houses sent from 
comes ip and wanted the Mayor to allow 
enough of Chicago’s contribution to furnish 
what was needed. The Mayor was averse to 
taking any steps in the matter until the renn- 
syivania officials certified their satisfac- 
tion with the arrangement.

Superintendent Ackerman Said to Have 
Been oo Ambitious to Make a Show. 

New York, June 22.—[Special.|—Messrs. 
Muller, Smith, and Spangler, of a commission 
appointed to investigate the New York Post- 
Office, were appointed a sub-committee on 
district offices, and one of the recommenda- 
tions of this committee has already borne 
fruit. 

This su>-committee found that Superin- 
tendent Ackerman of Branch P (the Produce 
Exchange) had sent to the Postmaster false 
statements coscerning the number of pieces 
of mail matter delivered and collected by 
carriers, the quantities received through 
the office drops and the deliveries at the 
winaows of that station. The records 
of but three months were examined. Mr. 
Ackerman has been the Superintendent of 
the Produce Exchange branch office since 
its establishment, and his excuse for the 
falsification was that he was of tne opinion 
that the carriers had underestimated the 
number of mail pieces handied and he bad, 
therefore, increased the number and nad 
done so for some time. The real reason, it 
is asserted, was that he wished to magnify 
the business of his office and thereby exalt 
his own services. 

Commissiener Tyner, Chairman of the 
Postal Commission, in an official letter sug- 

sted to Postmaster Vancott the desirabil- 
ity of relieving the service of Mr. Acker- 
man, and today the latter was discharged 
and David McMunigell, a stamp clerk, was 
appointed in nis place.

Ex-Cashier Debaun of the Park National 
Bank to Answer for His Theft. 

New York, June 22.—|Special]—Charles J. 

Pebaun, once assistant cashier of the Park 


‘@.be placed on trial Monday before Judge 
Martine. He will probably plead guilty, and 
therefore the way in which he worked the 
bank officials will not be made known in 
court. Ithas been learned, however, that 
the date of the first defalcation was Nov. 3. 
1877. The sum was 83.000. This was about the 
ume of Debaun's marriage. The next date 
was Dec. 1, 1877, when there were two false 
entries, amounting together to 86,500. This 
snug little sum seems to have lasted the 
young man until March 1, 1878, when he took 
1000. He got along quite weil with this 
fora few weeks, but March 30 he trans- 
ferred $600 belonging to the bank to his own 
pockets. After this he must have had a fit 
of economy for a few years. The books show 
that ne had scooped in only $18,000. In 1886 
he began to draw heavily. From June in 
that year to June, 1888, he stole $25,000. He 
scorned drawing anything less than 61.000. 
and often the sums were $2,000 ana $3,000. 
Altogether ue made 120 separate *“‘draws”’ in 
checks and tickets,“ and put them through 
without detection. Thatisto say, he stole 
about eleven times each year. 
Last year Debaun felt that he had better 
give the thing up, although there was ground 
r believing that he could carry on the rob- 
bery for another eleven years. He resigned 
his position in March. Then he was 
found out. The ex-assistant cashier 
was threatened with arrest aud publicity 
and then he skipped to Canada. 
He was arrested in the Dominion Aug. 13 
and extradited. It was ascertained today 
that while Debaun was thus operating a re- 
ceiving teller was found to be $19,000 short 
in his accounts. The matter was hushed up. 
After Debaun had gone two other defaica- 
tions were discovered, amounting tegether 
to $25,000, and these were also kept quiet.

THE GOSPEL STEAMER LAUNCHED 
WITH MUCH CEREMONY, 


Capt. Bundy Overjoyed at the Success of 


His Work—Eau de Cologne Takes the 
Place of Wine at the Christening—The 
Propeller Business on the Bar at Racine 
—Drop in Coal Freights at Buffaio— 
Nautical Notes. 


Miss Agnes Bundy broke the bottle of eau de 
cologne on the bow of the Gospel stmr Glad 
Tidings at 4:08 o'clock yesterday afternoon. A 
second later the boat shot down the ways and 
dropped into the water. There was a huge 
splash, and the Glad Tidings rolled unsteadily 
once or twice, and then settled down in her nat- 
ural element. Some 3,000 people witnessed the 
launch at Miller’s shipyard, many of them being 
members of Capt. Bundy's church.

After the new boat had been pulled back to 
the dock hundreds of visitors went aboard and 
examined her equipments. Capt. Bundy was 
the happiest and proudest one of the lot, and ex- 
plained with great warmth the mission work he 
expected to do now that ne was equipped with a 
steamer. She will be outin ten days, when the 
formal dedication services will be held. She 
will then start on a mission tour to Lake Supe- 


rior. 

The Glad Tidings is eighty feet long and eight- 
een feet beam. he has two masts, and present- 
ed a fine appearance as she sat in the water, well 
covered with strea ers and bunting, arrayed as 
a bride on her wedding-day. 


Avuother Drop in Coal Freights.

‘CARRIED OVER THE FALLS. 


Twenty Persons Lose Their Lives in an Ac- 
cident on the St. Maurice River. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 22.— [Special ]—An 
account reached this city tonight ofa shock- 
ing catastrophe which occurred early this 
afternoon on the St. Maurice River, in the 
County of St. Maurice, eight miles from the 
City of Three Rivers. A barge used to ferry

railway freight and passengers across the. 


river suddenly became unmanageable in 
midstream and was swept over the Grand 
Falis, and with the exception of two pas- 
sengers, who made an almost miraculous es- 
cape, ail on board were drowned. 

As far as can be ascertained at present 
twenty lives are supposed to have been lost, 
but up to the present time only six bodies 
have been recovered from the river below 
the falls. 

The scene of the terrible tragedy is at 
Grand Piles Station, about three miles above 
the falls, and about half a mile above the 
rapids which lead thereto. For upward ofa 
mile above and below Grand Piles Station the 
St. Maurice stretches out into a broad lake 
about two miles wide, and then narrows to 
a gorge a quarter of a mile broad. The river 
rushes between two great walls of granite 
until it plunges over the falls, which are 
almost a hundred feet in hight. : 

The east-bound train due at Grand Piles at 
noon was half an hour late in reaching there, 
and in consequence of this the reguiar ferry- 
boat was on the opposite side of tne river, 
and the only available conveyance for the 
passengers was au old steambarge used for 
carrying freight. The train contained a 
large number of French-Canadian excursion- 
ists en route to the big St. Jean-Baptiste 
celebration at Quebec. 


THE CELEBRATION OF BUNKER HILL. 


A Ceremony to Be Hereafter More Honored | 


in the Breach than in the Observance, 

Boston Advertiser: Well, the 17th of June 
has come and gone once more, robbing of its 
first freshness the Fourth of July flag: and 
that literally this year, as anybody could see 
who made a piigrimage to Charlestown yes- 
terday and saw the cambric folas of tnat 
cherished emblem hanging limp on the 
fronts of the dingy blocks of the Bunker 
Hill town. The blue had run into the 
stars and biotted them out, and both the 


red and blue had mingled in the white stripes 
until purple was the prevailing tint. The 
cotton flags seem to be really the type of the 
famous Charlestown celebration—all tawdry, 
all cheap not-warranted-to-wash material. 
It is said that it is always the masses who 
„celebrate“ holidays. It is a class a degree 
worse than the masses who be merry and 
rejoice at the Yankee victory over tne Brit- 
ish of a hundred years ago. How 
strange that so few good old Yankee 
faces are seen among these Ita of 
June mobs that visit Charlestown and 
that march in the Charlestown procession. 
There is the German Jew, the Italian, the 
Portugues, and the descendant of Africa 
and of Ireland in plenty. Perhaps young 
Ireland, if he knows anything about the 
battle of Bunker Hill, really does celebrate 
in all sincereity the memory of the day when 
Engiand, the oppressor of his own country, 
got punished. It this wise must we account 
for the appearance yesterday of the emerald- 
backed harp of Inaisfail’”’ beside tne Stars 
and Stripes. 

To say the truth, the scene at Charlestown 
yesterday was one out-and-out of squalor and 
dirt, the only mitigating circumstances of 
which were the hundred humorous incidents 
one saw at every turn. 

A comical-looking young fellowa bit the 
worse for liquor, who had a crusded pot hat 
and a face that would have made a fortune 
on the buriesque stage, was making tun 
for a whole troop of small boys, who fol- 
lowed him about everywhere, in turn 
guying him and laughing at his sayings and 
doings. Lemonade and pie stands were 
everywhere setupinthe doorways of tne 
closed shops of the square. All the after- 
noon a small boy sat behind one of these im- 
promptu stands patiently waiting to dispose 
of his stock, which consisted of five glasses 
of weak looking lemonade, with a brassy 
spoon in each-to fish out the slice of lemon, 
with two pieces of peanut candy and three 
rea plums. 

It was one of those days when it seems to 
be the thing for the fair ladies to go about 
clinging to the arms of their male escorts as 
if in mortal fear of getting lost. The fair 
ladies mentioned wore their hairin such a 
way as would make them look most hideous 
when the crimp came out of it. They wore 
that inartistic millinery which sports lots of 
and pink roses 
with very green leaves. They wore 
velvet waists and muslin skirts and enor- 
mous bustles, drabbled about the bottom. 
They wore pond lilies, which their escorts 
procured for then. for five cents a bunch. 
N chewed gum, ate peanuts, and seemed 
not for a moment to mind the uncompromis- 
ing hideousness of visage of their cavaliers. 
either their puffing of vile cigars or their 
overpowering smeil of lager or something 
worse. 

Tne celebration was as near to being a 
high carnival of rogues as we have the year 
round. Half the Boston police force was in 
Charlestown, and they were needed too. 
Drunken knockdowns were the order of the 
day. Twice within half an hour did the 
patrol-wagon go dashing alone the crowded 
street sounding its terror-striking gong 
and wher one looked to see who had 
got hauled in“ this time, one saw a rough- 
looking creature with a bleeding, Dandaged 
head. The procession itseif looked mean and 
absurd, asthe men came plodding through 
the mud, some white pantaloonsof one com- 
pany splashed with mud to the knees. Only 
the letter-carriers,in their neat gray uni- 
forms and light straw hats, and, better still, 
their good looking faces, managed to make a 
decent appearance on this insufferably dirty 
day in old Charlestown. 


The smallest Republic. 

This is not San Marino, nor Andorra, nor 
Mossenet, but the tiny Republic of Goust, imtne 
Pyrenees, which contains less than 100 inhabi- 
tants, all of whom are Romanists. 

The sole occupation of these people is the 
weaving of wool and silk. Their Government 
consists of an assembly of old men, called the 
Council. They pay no taxes nor imposts of any 
kind, and therefore have need of no collectors. 
They have neither Mayor, priest, nor physician. 
They baptize their children, Qury their dead, and 
perform their marriage ceremonies all beyond 
the boundaries of the town, orin the neighboring 
Village of Laruns. If any one wishes to espouse 
a wife he must go away from home to find her. 

Among the peaceful residents of this micro- 
scopic Republic are several centenarians. No 
one is really poor, and none is rich. The lan- 
guage which they speak is a mixture of French 
and Spanish, and their numbers, manners, and 
customs have remained unchanged for several 
centuries.—/rankfurt times. 


Consumption of Coal. 

The total coal consumption of the world is said 
to amount to upwards of 1,000,000 quintals per 
hour. Of this quantity about 240,000 quintals are 
required per hour in order to heat the boilers for 
stationary and marine engines, locomobiles, lo- 
comotives. etc. The production of pig iron ab- 
sorbs 100,000 quintals, and that of other metals 
80,000 quintals per hour. The average bourly 
consumption of household coal is reckoned at 
200,000 quintals, but the total production is esti- 
mated at 30,000,000 to 33,000,000 per diem, so that 
it still considerably exceeds the consumption. 


Over Two Million Visitors. 

The number of persons who visited the exhibi- 
tion during the month of May, with tickets for 
which they had paid, amounted to 2,208,045. Dur- 
ing the same month in 1878 the exhibition was 
visited by 1,269.675 persons who bad paid for ad- 
mission. This gives a surplus of 938.370 in favor 
of this exhibition, and this increase is all the 
more remarkabie inasmuch as, while the 
World's Show of 1878 opened May 1, this 
year s exhibition was not inaugurated until the

RUMORS OF A SCHEME ENTERTAINED 
BY CERTAIN ALDERMEN, 


A Reported Plau to Sell Some of the City’s 
Real Estate and Use the Proceeds 
Towards Carrying Out the Provisions 
of the Drainage Bill—An Order That 
May Be Revoked—Proposed Improve- 
ment in the Post-Office Service—Local 
Items. 


A statement that a plan was on foot among 
certain Aldermen to present at the next meeting 
of the Council an ordinance for the sale of the 
greater portion of the city’s real estate, the pro- 
ceeds to apply to the fund for carrying out the 
provisions of the Druinage bill, created not a 
little surprise around the City-Hall, put no one 
could be found who would confess to having heard 
of such a scheme. Tuat story opens my eyes 
to a certain act the Legislatire approved May 
22 and which has heretofore been a mystery to 
me.“ said Controller Onahan. The act in ques- 
tion was no doubt prepared by the parties inter- 
ested in this scheme.“ The law referred to pro- 
vides that any city or village which holds any 
real or personal estate shall be empowered by 
ordinance passed by three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the City Council to sell such prop- 
erty when it shall be no longer require 
It further provides that the proposal to sell 
shall be made in a daily or weekly paper for not 
less than sixty days. ‘The bids shall be opened 
only ata regular meeting of the City Council, 
and shall be accepted only on a vote of three- 
fourths of the members of the Council. 
After a bid has been accepted the Mayor and 
City Clerk shall have power to convey the real 
or personal estate by proper deed to the success- 
ful bidders. This law is so different from the 


that Mr. Onahan had been puzzled to account 
for it. 

An order was passed by the old Council just 
before its retirement authorizing Rand, McNally 
& Co. to excavate tne entire space in front of 
their new building on Quincy street to within 
one foot of the center of the street, covering it 
over by means of iron beams, brick arches, etc. 
As the work is now about to be commenced the 
attention of Mayor Cregier has been called to 
it. The point has been raised that were similar 
permission grunted to the property owners on 
the opposite side of Quincy street there would 
be no place for sewers, gas pipes, water mains 
and the like. Besiaes, this being the first case 
where such permission has been granted. the 
question is raised as to whether or not the ad- 
vantages to the property would not be so great 
as to cause a rush of owners of business prop- 
erty to the Council chamber for permission to do 
likewise. Mayor Cregier, it is said, will intro- 
duce a repealing order in the Council Monday 
night. 


BRAINS AT THE POST-OFFICE, 


Postmaster Sexton and Assistants’ Plan— 
Improved Delivery Arrangements. 

Postmaster Sexton evidently intends doing 
the best that can be done with his inadequate 
force and will give Chicago an efficient postal 
service if the department grants what he has 
asked for. The bulk of the mail reaches here 
between 7 and 8 o'clock in the morning, but the 
clerks in the office are unable to distribute it in 
time to get it into the hands of the 
carriers, who leave the office a lit- 
tle before 10 o’clock. To do it 
would require double the present force. It is 
impossible to get the requisite number of men 
just now, but much of the work is to be accom- 


plished in accordance with a suggestion made by 


Capt. M. J. McGrath, Superintendent of the 
City Delivery. Under Postmaster Palmer clerks 
were sent from the office to distribute mail on 
the practice was 
late administration to 
the detriment of the service. Com- 
plaints were so frequent, however, that 
the department was forced to restore the distri- 
bution on the Milwaukee & St. Paul and the 
Burlington & Quincy roads. It is now proposed 
to do it on ali trains entering the city 
in the morning, if the Postmaster General 
allows the increase of force asked for by Post- 
master Sexton. One crow of five will in any 
event be sent out in a few days on the 
Illinois Central They will go down the 
road far enough to handle the mail from 
the South, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Louisville and all other connecting points, mak- 
ing it up so that it can be put in the hands of the 
carriers a few minutes after the arrivalof a 
train, thus enabling them to deliver the letters 
on their 8 o'clock trip. The mail for the sub- 
stations will be tied up ready for transfer by 
wagons, so the residence portion of the city, as 
well as the business 4istricts, will have the 
benefit of the new arrangement. No other crews 
can be sent out now, as clerks cannot 
be spared. Tnis one, by working ten hours, will 
be equivalent to fifty men employed one hour 
at the office. The gain by the distribution in 
transit is so great that when the force is in- 
creased crews will be assigned to all the other 
roads to handle the mail and, if possible, all 
other classes of matter. If the plan of Capt. 
McGrath is carried out in its entirety, all deliv- 
eries will be prompt, it being proposed not 
only to handle in the way indicated not alone the 
earlier mails, but all that arrive up to noon, thus 
hastening each delivery two or three hours. 
Capt. White, Superintendent of the Sixth Divis- 
ion Railway Mail Service, who heartily supports 
the scheme, made the necessary arrangements 
with the Illinois Central officials, and will co- 
operate with Postmaster Sexton in extending 
the system to other lines.

D. K. PEARSUNS’ MUNIFIOCENCE, 


Over Half a Million Dollars Given Away 
by the Philanthropist. 

“T should like to see that Chicago man who 
gave $100,000 to Beloit College,“ remarked a lady 
who was present at the graduating exercises of 
that university last week. 

„Well, madam! I'm the man,“ said a gentle- 
man sitting near. She grasped his hand with 
pleasure, then turning whispered the news to a 
neighbor that D. K. Pearsons, the Chicago man 
who had made the magnificent donation to Be- 
loit, was present. The news spread and ended 
in an enthusiastic reception. Mr. Pearsons was 
taken to the platform ana forced to make a 
speech, much against his modest inclination, 

A similar scene occurred at Knox College at 
Galesburg the same week when it became- 
known that the same gentleman was among 
them. Knox College acknowledged the gift of 
$50,000 from the same source. Another demon- 
stration of the kind is likely to occur at another 
institution to be benetited in the sum of $100,000 
from the same source as soon as the matter can 
become public. Itis not generaily known that 
Mr. D. K. Pearsons has within the last few weeks 

iven away $250,000 to these three universities. 
One-half of each of these is devoted to the main- 
tenance of chairs, and one-half to assist poor 
students to secure an education. This last is in- 
vested in property bringing an income of $7,300 
and is placed in the hands of trustees to be 
loaned at a rate not greater than 3 per cent to 
students when there is a probability of the loan 
being repaid. From the income ot the property 
alone nearly forty students each year can be as- 
sisted and the number will be increased as the 
loans are repaid. 

Beside these magnificent donations Mr. Pear- 
sons has within the last few years given to the 
Chicago Theological Seminary, $50,000; to an- 
other institution, $50,000; to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, $60,000; to the Y. . C. A. and 
Women's Board of Foreign Mi, ions, $20,000 
each, and $250,000 in various other ways. His 
gifts to educational and charitable institutions 
and missions aggregate $700,000. He lives in a 


They have no children, and wish to dis- 
pose of the bulk of a large fortune while living, 
when it will do the most good and not cause liti- 
gation. The $250.000 disposed of recentiy was 
upon condition of $550,000 being raised by tbe in- 
stitutions benefited, so that it really represents 
$800,000.

What does your sweet girl graduate know 
when she leaves the stage bearing her diplo- 
ma and loads of flowers! asks a gray-haired 
growler in the Pittsburg Commercial-Gazette. 

Is she fitted for any special cailing in life? 

In a majority of instances she has received 
no practical instruction whatever. She is 
scarcely able to put her clothes on, much less 
to make or repair them. She may be able to 
parse a sentence, but too often she cannot 
write good English, nor does she speak it. 

She can chatter in French so as to be un- 
derstood by her teacher, but to a born French- 
man it would be about as intelligent as Choc- 
taw. She. probably knows an omelet from a 
steak, but has only the faintest idea of the 
processes by which they are made, 

To her the world consists of books and 
good-looking young men, and in the more or 
less distant future stands a knightly-looking 
man in the shadow of a vine-ciad cottage, 
surrounded by ali the evidences of wealth 
and comfort. | 

Two years after tnes.g. g. has retired 
from the school-room French is a dead lan- 
guage to ber, geometry a puzzle, and history 
a sealed book. 

What has she gained? 

If she really studied hard she has probably 
won a place tn the ranks of the nervous host 
of women, a deep-seated dyspepsia, and an 
irritable temper. 

It she didn’t study hard she is probably an 
expert coquette or a chatterbox. The four 
or five years that she spent in school were 
the years in which she was peste out of 
girlhood into womanhood, and the years in 
which she should have been under the per- 
sonai care of her mother. 

Common sense teaches us that girls should 
not be sent to college or seminary until after 
they are 16 years old. From 12 to 16 they 
should be subject to pbysical culture, and 
oniv incidentally to mental culture. 

This view of the case is at variance with 
the modern idea on this subject, but our head 
school men are slowly coming to it. Medical 
scientists and experts in physical culture con- 
demn the modern idea in unmeasured terms. 
They know that girls shouid not be put to 
hard study before they are 16, and they can 
give the best of reasons for it. 

Even if no other reason could be given than 
that the are better able to comprenend their 
studies, it would be sufficient. What is the 
use of rushing a girl through a course of 
studies that is incomprehensibie to her! It 
is an unnecessary waste of vital energy, tor 
which she must suffer for the balance ot her 
natural life. 

The healthiest, happiest, and most useful 

‘women in the land today are not graduates 
of a seminary or high school. 
The vest teachers and the best scholars 
among our women are those who entered 
upon their coliegiate course after they had 
passed the verdant period known as sweet 
16. Then they knew what tney were doing, 
and why they were doing it. 

Tnere is no doubt but that the present 
system of educating young women is the 
cause of their imperfect physical develop- 
ment, ill-health, and general unfitness to be- 
come the wives of business-men and 
mothers of a race of stalwart men and hand- 


some women. 

This 1s gospel truth. 

The average young man stands the college 
ordeal better than his sister, because he in- 
dulges in more physical exercise and leads a 
less unnatural life. 

If he is endowed with a reasonable amount 
of common sense he has a profession in view 
and studies to fit himself for it, and in that 
direction at least he is permanently bene- 


tited. a 

His sister, however, has no profession in 
view, and can see no purpose whatever in 
her education. And it is a tact that there is 
little in her whole seminary course that will 
be of the least practical use to her when she 
becomes mistress of a home and has the 


cares of a family thrown upon her.

A Heroine of the Ocean. 

On the River Byram, a little stream which 
divides the States of Connecticut and New 
York, in the village of Port Chester, in a 
pretty cottage resides a little woman of un- 
assuming manners, whose deed of heroism 
Will lve as long as stories of the sea are 
read and deeds of prowess cited for the 
emulation of others. 

Jan. 3, 1885, a little after midnight, and on 
the ocean nearing St. Helena, was the good 
American sbip Frank N. Thayer, commanded 
by Capt. Robert K. Clark. Soon after the 
midnight watch was changed the captain 
was roused froma sound sleep by hearing 
his name called in a tone of alarm. 

Fearing that all was not well with his ship 
he hurried up the companionway in his night 
clothes. As his head appeared above the 
companionway he recieved a number of 
stabs in the face, neck, and head, but he 
managed to see that his assailants were two 
Manilla Indians, members of his crew. 

He fell to the floor beneath, where the In- 
dians followed him and plunged their knives 
into his side, leaving him for dead. The car- 

nter, the lookout man, and the mate were 

led. The balance of the crew were 
locked in or terrified, and the Captain, his 
wife and daughter were left to the mercy of 
the infuriated Manilla Indians, 

The captain, faint from the loss of blood, 
was assisted to the cabin by his wife. One 
of the lungs of the officer was protruding. 
The brave woman, witha nerve as firm as 
adamant and with a care us guarded as ‘the 
skilled physician, forced the vital parts back, 
and sewed up the frightful wound. Sne 
then bandaged his face and head and set her- 
self to the task of making their position safe 
by securing the windows to che cabin, arming 
herself and placing the wounded captain in 
a position to defend or assist in the defense 
of the cabin. 

The precaution was taken just in time, for. 
tiring of the vigil they had kept about tne 
Captain’s cabin, they determined to finish 
him. But be a id the intrepid woman at his 
side repelled the mutineers, who had broken 
open the cabin window. 

What words can describe the courage of 
this wife, who stood with firm hand by her 
husband’s side, ready to do or die, hearing 
meanwhile the tread of the Indians thirsting 
for his blood. 

The skuiking crew, by the courage of the 
wife and captain, were at last urged to action. 
One of the Indians jumped overboard. The 
other sought refuge ia ihe hold, and when 
Gisiodged it was found that he had set the 
sop on tire. He jumped overboard and was. 
ost. 

Then came renewed heroism on the part of 
the wife. Tenderly the loved captain was 
placed into a boat, and after a long and tedi- 
ous sail of 700 miles they reached the island 
of St. Helena, having been nine days adrift 
in a boat insufficientiy provisioned, with a 
man almost cutto pieces. But the brave 
woman was the master spirit of the ship- 
wrecked, and today she is pointed out as the 
brave wife of the equally brave Capt. Robert 
K. Clark. 


A Heroine of the Civil War. 

Anincidentof the War was recently related 
at Richmond by Capt. Henry Hudnall, Chair- 
manofthe Republican City Committee, as 
follows: The battie at Big Bethel Cnurch, 
the first great struggle of the late War, was 
fought the 10th of June, 1861. The Confed- 
erate forces, commanded by Gen. Magruder, 
were encamped down in Tidewater, Va. We 
had been expecting the Federal forces to at- 
tack us for several days, but up to the nigut 
of the 9th they had shown no sign of ad- 
vancing. 

„About 2o0’clock the morning of the 10th 
our sentinels were astonished to see a beau- 
tiful young woman galiop into camp on the 
bare back of an old farm muie. She had 
travelea four miles through fields and woods 
tbat dark night, had passed several Federal 
scouts, and our forces were aroused with the

„% The Federals are advancing!’ The ex- 
citement was great. Our troops had not 
more than time to form lines when the great 
struggle began. 
back, and it was due to the heroism and hray- 
ery of the fair young Miss Maggie Mitcielt 
that the Confederates gained une first battle 
of the War.”’ 


Daring Death for Her Children. 

One of the bravest deeds ever performed 
by a woman occurred in the summer of 1887 
at Hopewell, N. J., about ten miles from 
Trenton, N. J. The heroine was a negress, 
Maria Holdridge, and the sucrifice was her 


life. 

She was a poor woman and lived in a house, 
or rather a but, on the mountain side. Her 
husband was dead, and to support her three 
children she picked berries in the woods and 
took in sewing for the large shirt factories at 
Bordentown and Jamesburg. 

Ine residents of Hopewell tremble when 
the terrible thunder storm of Aug. 5, 1887, 
that swept over the little village, is men- 
tioned. The wind was terrific, uprooting 
trees, overturning barns and outbuildings, 
and unroofing many houses, while the thun- 
derboits came down bere, there, and every- 
where, and the rain swept the town in tor- 
rents. 

Only one house was struck, and that was 
the dwelling of the poor negress. A large 
pine iree, many feetin hight, grew right up 
from the side of the house. Ofa sudden a 
shaft descended and a flame seemed w shoot 
from the lofty tree to meet 11. 

The lightning set fire vo the little dwelling 


The Federals were driven 


in an instant and soon the whole upper story 
was in The poor woman, a: and 
half-stunned from the effects of the shock, 
rushed from the house into the blinding 
storm. Then, when she had recovered her 
senses, a full knowledge of the terrible situ- 
ation burst upon her. The children for whom 
she toiled day in and day out were in the 
oN ot pausing for reflection, she rushed into 
the burning building, seized her youngest 
child, ana re it toa place of safety. The 
scunt clothing was burned from her body 

but she did not heed her own wounds and 
again fearlessly entered the house. | 

The two remaining children were overcome 
by the smoke, but she found her way to them 
and got one more out. Determined that they 
should all be saved she once more entered the 
structure, which was then completely in 
flames, and rescued the third and last child. 

When she was examined it was found that 
the flesh was dropping from her bones. Mer- 
cifully, soon after the occurrence, she was 
deprived of her senses and died inside of an 
hour. 

This was indeed bravery in the face of ver- 
sonal danger, and tor many months after- 
ward the name of Maria Holdridge was 
spoken in the village of Hopewell in hushed 
and reverential tones.

A striking instance of woman’s courage 
and presence ot mind occurred in Philadel- 
phia recently. A lady residing in that city 
retired to her room as usual the other night. 
after having locked the tront door of the 
house and placed the key on the bureau in 
her bedroom, as was her invariable custom. 

She was standing before à mirror prepar- 
ing tor bed when she saw refiected in it the 
form of a man crouching under the bed. She 
was alone in the house, and was naturally 
terribly startled, but her presence of mind 
did not desert her. She reasoned that if she 
cried out or gave the slightest sign that she 
was aware of the intruder’s presence in the 
house, he would overpower her before help 
could come, and with a wonderful self-con- 
trol she went quietiy on with her toilet, giv- 
ing no — indication of the terrible 
mental torture she was suffering.

Flower toilets are popular abroad. A pop- 
py is illustrated in one just brought over. 
The top of the skirt and the whole of the 
front is covered with large poppy petals, 
simulated in pleated crinkled red silk of the 
exact tint of the flower.

CONCERNING MATRONS AND COURTSHIP. 


Sorrow May Be Avoided by Confidence Be- 
tween Mother and Daughter. 

2 read that the foreigner. on coming to 

country, is amazed at the relation of the 
22 mother and daughter, the attitude 
a the latter being so entirely different from 

it he has seen in any other civilized land, 
writes Felicia Holt in the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal. If we have never considered the sub- 
ject before, we look about us and see that the 
charge is true, for neither in our homes nor 
in those of our friends do we find that 
the American girl regards her mother’s 
word as the ultimatum; to be quite tair, 
we are obliged to acknowledge that the 
Opposite is the case, and when we 
meet a daughter entirely obedient, defer- 
ring to her parent and, above all, reveren- 
cing ber opinion, we are conscious of a feel- 
ing of surprise. In the average American 
home the mothér, perforce, remains in the 
background, the ambitious and educated 
daughter bringing anew atmosphere about 
her which intimidates and often oppresses 
the less educated parent to such a degree 
that she usually retires from the drawing- 
room into her own private room, where a slip 
of grammar is not a serious matter and the 
conversation consists of some lighter topic 
than evolution and the poetry of Browning. 

In the home of fashion and cultcre the 
mother has her set of acquaintances and par- 
ticular fads and is often so wearied with the 
demands upon her time as to leave little or 
no leisure to look with close attention upon 
the coming and going of her young daughter. 

She, poor child, has made her début and 
has been launched into the gay world bya 
grand bail; cards have been sent to all desir- 
able people, wealth and social distinction 
have united in making her welcome to her 
share in (he great scrambie called society,“ 
and now she is left to do her best, to hold her 
own, for she will meet many who in their 
eagerness for the race will push and jostle 
her hitherto innocent notion out of sight, and 
teach her that all is tair in the social war, 
where victory implies a rich marriage or 
such prestige as will open doors closed but to 
the favored few. : 

Have Jever heard of that detestable 
creature called the maneuvering mo ner!“ 

O, yes, and I astonish my interlocutor by 
replying: I respect her more than the care- 
less mother, for the maneuverer betrays an 
interest and care for her young, and in a 
measure looks out for her welfare and com- 
pels the child to feel that she is still held 
accountable to some specified authority. My 
young countrywoman, feeling that sheis her 
own mistress and a law unto herself, steps 
out with the freedom of a rapid pacer who, 
being free of check-rein, gets off the track 
before he knows it and when ‘time’ 1s called 
is with his jockey quite out of hearing.” 

It is this ques uon of calling time with 
which I wish to deal; who is to call time? 
how often it is needed, those who go to balls 
and large assemblages of any sort will agree. 

My young countrywoman, as sweet as a 
rose—for who can compare with the Amer- 
ican girl in her early bloom?—coines to the 
ball with her partner, a young fellow. Where 
is her matron! Mother is at home or en- 
gaged elsewhere; verhaps her name has been 
men toned to one of the patronesses, but this 
is not the rule, and so mademoiseile has it 
all her own way; she may sit ail evening 
under a shading paim, discussing sweet noth- 
ings, or she may dance with one man simply 
because his step and hers agree, or, if one of 
the quieter sort, she may remain at the wall, 
sad and forlorn. 

In conversation with asociety man at the 
commencement of the season I hazarded this 
remarkable petition: ** Wili you not, Mr. ——, 
take out all the wali-flowers this winter and 

ive them a real good time?” My dear 

rs. Holt,“ was his reply, have you any 
idea what that would mean for me? I would 
never dance with the girls tnat I want to, 
and I would never get around the wall-flow- 
ers; after you dance withagirl you can’t 
drop her unless you have some one to drop 
heron. You have got nothing to do with the 
wail-flower but take her back to the wall 
and talk to her the rest of the evening, while 
you see your own. particular girl laughing at 
you over some other fellow’s shoulder; nang 
it! why don’t the girls have matrons?’’ 

So say I; better place a young girl under 
the direct care of some married woman or 
much olaer person, to whom she may be 
taken when the danceisover. This would 
obviate so much of the difficulty now felt on 
the man’s part, and make it pleasanter for 
the less attractive girls. The majority ot the 
men have kindly hearts, and they would 
willingly give a modicum of their attentions 
tocertain giris did they not fear it might 
prove an allevening affair, as did my afore- 
mentioned friend. | 

This carries us on to the more serious occu- 
pation of courtship; when a young man visits 
a young lady, I hold that some of her family 
should at least be seen as inhabiting the 
same house; if he is only an occasional caller, 
ora suitor, the necessity is eaual; where 
there is a parlor and library adjoining why 
may not the parents sit in the next room, an 
indorsement for their daughter, their age 
and experience making a proper background 
for her youth and innocence? 

No good man will shrink from a girl be- 
cause she is an object of prover solicitude on 
the partof her natural care-takers, and he 
win feel that more honor is due her, from the 
fact that she has been jealously guarded 
from any evil during the period of her girl- 
hood. 

Then the parents would become acquainted 
with their daughter’s friends, and have some 
knowledge of the men who frequent their 
house, instead of delaying the introduction, 
as is sometimes the case, until after the en- 
gagement, when it is too late to make objec- 
tions and the contract must stand, come weal 
or wo, and in how many cases wo”’ is the 
result we have but to turn to the register 
for divorce to learn. 

Much sorrow and trouble might be avoided 
by perfect confidence being observed between 
mother and daughter—protecting love from 
the one, tender dependence from the other. 

The parent living her youth over again in 
the fresh impulsiveness of her cnild—which 
recalisto her memory the dear old days when 
her step was light and der heart free from 
care. The daughter, reading in the mother’s 
eye that sympathy and tenderness which no 
one on earth but a mother can give, aad, 
guided by the larger experience, learns to 
shun so many of the pitfalls into which the 
unguarded easily fall! : ‘ 

We have homes for foundlings, homes for 
drunkards, homes for old men and women— 
all excellent in their several ways, and no 
one more grateful for them than I. But let 
us beware of a career like Mrs. Jelleby lest 
in bestowing our attention upon our Boori- 
oboola Gha’’? we come to neglect our nearest 
duty and so leave our young daughters to 
pursue their own ways, furgetfuljofethe fact 
that from the time of their emancipation 
from the nursery they need a motber’s 


watchfulness, whether in the ballroom, the: 


theatre, or the house. 

If the mother is ill and unable to go about, 
let the nearest relative be delegated to take 
charge; anything is better than the custom— 
now almost a common one—of voung giris 
going into public unattended, thereby bring- 
ing upon us the just criticism that our guard- 
ians are too lax, our children too progressive, 
and our manners too free.

When It Was Erected It Was Regarded as 
One of the Handsomest Residences in 
Westchester County and It Is Nowa 

Model Summer Home—Tarrytown Torn 
Up Over an Elopement—Wounded Vet- 
erans Forced to Wait for Their Pen- 
sion Money Until the Ist of July. 


New York, June 22.—[Speciat. |]—Leland 
Castle, the summer home of Chief Justice 
Fuller, where Grover Cleveland will spend a 
part of the summer as a guest, is one of the 
historical landmarks along the sound. It is 
a quaintly constructed old mansion, built 
some thirty-odd years ago by a famous hotel 
man, whose name it stili bears. 

The castle stands on a hill which slopes 
down almost to the waters of an inlet to the 
sound, and its lofty tower, with its little 
turrets, overlooks the waters of the sound 
and the surrounding country for miles. In 
architecture it is decidedly gothic, resem- 
bling tne pictures of ancient baronial cas- 
tles which were entered through a port- 
oullis. In color it is gray. It is built partly of 
stone and partly of wood. It is said to have 
cost originally $125,000, and when it was sur- 
rounded by lawns, rare trees, and statuary 
was the handsomest residence in West- 
chester Caunty. The interior decorations, 
tiling, and woodwork were marvels of work- 
manship in their day, while at the entrance, 
in the main hall, the first thing to greet tne 
eye of the guest was a monster coat of arms 
- embiazoned on a many-coijored, large, ground- 

window. When the Lelands occupied 
the castie with their small army of servants, 
liveried footmen, butlers, and coachmen, fire 
paintings hung on the walls; carpets of rare 
textures covered the floors, and every thing 
that a luxurious fancy could crave was pro- 
vided, and Leland Castle was the wonder of 
the quiet town folk of New Rochelle. 

Then came a change. Mr. Leland died,

SOME DEMOURATIC SPECULATIONS, 


Ex-Secretary Whitney Said to Be New 
York's Candidate for 1892. 

New York Special to the Cincinnati Hu- 
quirer: It is manifestly apparent to even the 
casual student of politics that New York not 
only expects but is already in the stage of 
preparation to again demand hat one of its 
sons shall be at the head of the National 
Democratic ticket in 1892. The real candi- 
date is William C. Whitney, late brilliant 
Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Whitney is now 
abroad, but his return is fixed for the 29th of 
this month, when again he will go actively to 
the front in the cause of his party. That Ar. 
Whitney and Mr. Cleveland have a complete 
understanding scarcely admits of a doubt. Mr. 
Cleveland is to be kept activeiy in line as a 
contingency to hold with bim in personal re- 
lation the contingent of mugwumps, ever 
willing to canonizge him as a patron saint. 
Should it become manifest that with time he 
grows in strength Whitney is ready to stand 
aside and allow his third nomination to pre- 
vail. Should time disclose the failure to bind 
up the wounds his one incumbency of the 
Presidential office entailed, Mr. Cieveland is 
for Whitney, with the hope likewise of trans- 
ferring to the latter’s support the independ- 
ent vote which now faithfuily rallies to him. 
In short, it is a family love feast, predicated 
upon the theory that between the two David 
a 2 Hill can be eliminated and eradi- 
cated. 

But the ambition of Mr. Whitney for the 
Presidential office is not to culminate in one 
long leap for the prize. On the contrary. his 
qualities are to be demonstrated ina step- 
ping-stone race for the greater plum. As 
now Outiined the belief is that the Democrat- 
ic abhorrence toa third-term candidate for 
any elective office places Gov. Hiii out 
of consideration as a quantity to suc- 
ceed to the office he now holds. The 
plan is then to nominate Mr. Whitney two 
years hence as the Gubernatorial candidate 
and elect him. Such atriumph would place 
him in a most commanding position to ma- 
neuvre for Presidential position. It would 
install him as the Executive of this great 
State six mouths in advance of the time for 
choosing National delegates, place under his 
control the power of pationage which at- 
taches to the office, and moreover in- 
vest him with the confidence to proclaim 
to all the other States his ability to carry nis 
own, without which no Democratic President 
can be elected. And right here let it be ada- 
ed that the election of Calvin S. Brice to the 
position with which he is honored today is in 
sympathy with and a part of the New York 
organization to capture tne Presidency for 
either Grover Cleveland or William C. Whit- 


ney. | 

There are two obstacles in the way of the 
successful culmination of this program 
which must be overcome. The one is David 
Bennett Hill, the other the Tammany Demo- 
cratic organization of New York City. Just 
now Tammany is in sympathy with Hill, and 
the aims and purposes of each are in unison. 
The calculation, however, is that with Hill 
out of the Gubernatorial office he 
will be a Samson shorn of his locks 
without patronage and without power. 
Hill is not a man of fortune to cope with the 
tremenaous advantage in this respect with 
which the combination against him is most 
signally blessed. Moreover, tne greed of 
Tammany to maintain itself in the citadel of 
power over which it is now supreme in the 
municipal outfit is depended upon as the 
means to wean its leader and followers away 
from him. Viewed superticially these would 
seem to be sufficient to avail aud prevail. 

But there is a stronger feature even to be 
overcome. The liquor and saloon vote of 
New York City dominates it politically. 
Never before, in view of the renewed agita- 
tion of the prohibition question, has this 
vote been so sensitive. It has about come to 
that phase where it is protection to the 
tremendous capital invested to stand 
lovally by those who having had the power 
have stood between fanaticism and this great 
industry. This Hill, as Governor of New 
York, has on more than one occasion done. 
The secret of his power after all is what is 
known as the saloon vote. Intiuded in the 
term“ saloon“ is likewise comprehended the 
great brewing interests of tne Common- 
wealth, aggressive, powerful, wealthy. It 
was the solid force of this vote which Hill 
did get. and which Grover Cieveland could 
not acquire which elected the one by a 
decent majority the Governor, and defeated 
the other for the Presidency of the United 
States. 

Hence the problem is, What will Gov. Hill 
do? That he is ambitious to attain the Pres- 
idential office his warmest admirers will not 
gainsay. Will he aggressivelv dispute the 
attempt of the Whitney-Cleveland combi- 
nation to displace him! The natural in- 
ference is that he will. and if he does so 
with the foree of his aggressive nature 
when aroused, how will he do it? Will he 
permit Mr. Whitney to be nomiuated for the 
Gubernatorial office, to secretly conspire to 
his defeat? This would be the very heroics 
of politics, for such defeat would smash the 
combination out of semblance and life. Or, 
will he dispute with him the nomination him- 
self? Of, again, will he yield the inch and 
force a compromise candidate without am- 
bition beyond the hights of Albany’s Cap- 
itol? These be the problems which time 
alone will disclose, but they serve just now 
to add a flavor of mysterv to the machina- 
tions of men who assume to own the Nation- 
al Democratic organization in fee simple.

THE MINNEHAHA FALLS. 


LONGFELLOW’S SONG OF “ HIAWATHA” 
AND PRETTY “LAUGHING WATER.” 


Beautiful Scenery in the Land of the Da- 
cotahs—How the Poet’s Name Is Re- 
vered in the Northwest — Something 
About the Arrowheads of the Ancient 


Arrowmaker—Gradual Falling Away of 


the River and the Rocky Ledge— Minne- 
opa, Another Picturesque Cascade. 


A name greatly revered in the Northwest 
is that of Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, at 
least, it is most highly honored in that por- 
tion of the State.of Minnesota made famous 
by the good poet’s “Song of Hiawatha.” 
Everywhere in and about tne City of Minne- 
apolis one may hear the praises of the kindly 
poet of Nature sung. His poems are in the 
Minnesota school reader. His name and 
those of many of his more familiar charac- 
ters are attached to divers objects and places. 
There is Minnehaha avenue in Minneapolis, 
leading out to the “Laughing Water“; 
there is the Longfellow Public School, a fine 
building, with a handsome Gothic brick 
structure attached which the good poet pre- 
sented to the school for a museum of natural 
history. There are Hiawatha Park and Min- 
nehaha Driving Park. The name of the 
strong man, Kwasind,”’ has been bestowed 
upon Patsy Cardiff, the local pugilist, as a 
nickname. 

Minnehaha Falls yet remain an object of 
great attraction to visitors to Minneapolis, 
although they have been neglected and the 
surroundings are in a sad state of decay. 
Minnesota’s Legislature is composed of prac- 
tical farmhands who cannot see that it is the 
duty of the State to care for and preserve 
this historic spot. ‘I'he drive to the falis out 
Minnehaha avenue 1s a favorite one with the 
festive Minneapolitan and his best girl. The 
romantic glen into which the Laughing 
Water“ descends, clear and white, broad, 
flashing, beautiful, is the Mecca of scores 
ot loving couples who go there to 
be married. Every fine day private 
carri¢ges and hired vehicles traverse 
the pleasant route, past green fields and neat 
farmhouses. The country is perfectly flat 
and the deep gorge into which the falls drop 
comes as a surprise upon the visitor. A puri- 
ing brook, the Minnehaha, which is the Ojib- 
way Indian’s way of — Laughing 
Water,“ courses across the level, under a 


low bridge, and a few rods farther on rolls 
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THE LAUGHING WATER, 


easily over an even rock ledge and falis forty 
feet into a chasm, semicircular in shape, hol- 
lowed out of the soft limestone. Then emerg- 
ing from its great stone urn of foam and mist 
the stream dashes through a beautiful wood- 
land glen, fragrant with the odor of wild 
flowers, which abound in profusion on the 
sloping sides; in a series of rapids and min- 
iature whirlpools, white and silvery in its 
rocky bed, brawis on its way past a pictur- 
esque old water mill and empties into the 
great Mississippi, Father of Waters.“ 
LONGFELLOW’S “HIAWATHA.” 
Longfellow wrote Hiawatha” in 1855. If 
he could now see the “Laughing Water,” 
for which his beauteous Indian maiden 
heroine was named, he might take 
something back. The tails are now but 
forty feetin hight and thirty feet across. 
Then they were at least ten feet higher and 
twenty feet wider. They must at that period 


have been exactly as broad as high, and a 


truly magnificent sight. They are beautiful 
yet. Itis their easy gracefulness that dis- 
tinguishes them from other noted waterfalls. 
The water does not rush, but tumbies over; 
slowly, gracefully, a broad, crystal sheet, 
like a great white bridal veil. This 
veil of water is particularly handsome 
and impressive when the sunlight sends lit- 
tle rainbows chasing over it or forms a big 
one across the caldron of mist at the bot- 
tom. Like the Hading veil the volume is 
ample to hide a great deal of ugliness io the 
face of the rocks. The Falls of Minnehaha 
have the additional attraction to the lovers 
and to readers of Longfellow of having been 
the scene of the courtship and marriage of 
the stalwart Hiawatha and the lovely 
Laughing Water.“ At least it is so al- 
leged in the famous poem. 

he Minnesota couple who desire some- 
thing outre in the way of a wedding do not 
go up in a balloon or to the county fair. They 
goto Minnehaha. A platform has been built 
out from the rocks below the falls for their 
accommodation, and the knot is tied while 
the mist from the failing water descends 
upon them like a benison. They imagine 
they hear the Jee’bi” (spirit) of the depart-

ed Minnehaha whisper above the roar of the 
cataract: ‘** Biess you, my children.“ 

The peculiar charm of Minnehaha that 
strikes every properly prepared beholder is 
hard to describe.

Longfellow's tirst mention ot Minnehaha is 
in tne fourth legend, where, after Hiawatha’s 
unsuccessful wrestle with the crafty „Mudje- 
keewis,“ he stopped in the land of the Daco- 
tahs to purchase arrowheads from the an- 
cient arrowmaker: 

Where the falls of Minnehaha

On the great red-pipestone quarry, 
where he gathered all the nations and 
bade them drop tneir ancestral feuds and 
biow the puckwana of the peace pipe through 
their abnormal aboriginal noses. 

IN A BEAUTIFUL GORGE, 

The deep, dark gorge into which the Falls 
of Minnehaha pour is in the form of a per- 
fect crescent, but at the top the shelf, or ledge, 
from which the water falis projects suffi- 
ciently to form a perfectly straight line. 
and it is this peculiar formation which causes 
the water to broaden out and fall wide and 
even in the veil-like“ description. At the 
top, on the right, looking up, just at the edge 
of the precipice, stands a clump of birch 
trees, aescendants of che variety out of the 
bark of which Hiawatha is supposed to have 
fashioned his wonderful quill-trimmed canoe. 
These trees are of about fifteen years’ growth, 
and the falls at one time undoubtedly passed 
over the spot where they stand. The top of 
the gorge on both sides is lined with a dense 
growth of native trees—oak, ash, and the 
white-ribboned bircn. The limestone rock of 
the gorge lies in thin layers and breaks 
easily under the action of frost, sliding 
down and forming heaps of shale along the 
sides. Forty yards below the fails the rocky 
gorge opens into the glen, and along the 
slopes and the banks of the stream, which 
here is seventy feet below its upper leve 
there are masses of delicate ferus and wil 
flowers of every description. They bioom 
here on the sunny slopes of the glen several 
weeks earlier than they do in the open upper 
country. 

While the Falls of Minnehaha are essen- 
tially summer falls and for summer 
visitors, in tne winter they present 
a strikingly beautiful appearance. Then 
great masses of transparent crystal ice 
rise in high domes, minarets, and 
arches from tiie bottom, and vast columns 
and pillars desceod from the top of the rocky 
ledge, the sunlight casting through them 
scintillant flames, like reflections from rubies 
and emeralds, and forming a fairylike crystal 
grotto of surpassing loveliness. 

But the glory of Minnehaha is gradually 
departing. Year by year the stream 
dwiadles and season by season the rock 
ledge wears uway. Time, the great leveler, 
has fastened his grip upon them as surely as 
famine and fever fastened their de- 
stroying and deadly hoid upon their 
beauteous namesake, the bright-eved 
Laughing Water“ of the legend. In a 
few years they will be only a memory, their 
song an echo,“like the sound of distant 
waters,“ and the many lovers who have 
passed dreaming and blissful daysamid these 
romantic surroundings may sing in tne 
— parting words of Minnehana and of 

lawatha's lament: 

Hark,“ she said, “I hear a rushing; 

Hear a roaring and a rushing, 

Hear the falls of Minnehaha, 

Calling to me from a distance. 

Farewell,“ said he. Minnehahbal 

Farewell, O my Laughing Water! 

All my heart is buried with you.” 
MINNEHAHA’S TWIN SISTER. 

Nature, like humanity, it seems, has her 
counterpart freaks and coincidences. It is 
not generally known that Minnehaha has a 
twin sister, yet such is the case. Only a few 
miles from Minnehaha in another county 
ibere is a fac-simile of the Laughing 
Water.” Probably the reason it is not so 
well known is because it had no good cray 
poet to sing its charms and invest it with 
romantic Indian lore. It has. too, a sort of 
second place name—Minneopa—that sounds 
like a reflection of Minnebaha. But like Cin- 
derella among her sisters it is beautiful 
and has attractions for many visitors, one, 
which Minnehaha lacks, being a cataract 
rapid near its top, making it almost a double 
fail. It is of about the same size as Minne- 
haha and falls into the same kind of a gorge 
in the limestone rock. Just below the upper 
cataract or rapids, and before dropping over 
the ledge, the stream takes a sharp curve as 
if it knew where it wanted to go and 
proposed to get there by the shortest 
route. To the visitor who follows the 
course of the Minneopa toward tne fall this 
curve and drop is as much of a surprise as is 
the sudden coming upon the gorge of Minne- 
haha. The visitor after seeing the Laugh- 
ing Water,“ is impressed with the feeling 
that Minneopa is just a common, ordinary 
waterfall, reasonably comely and attractive, 
but not one of the “bridai veil”? kind. In 
fact it lacks something of the soft, sylvan, 
touching beauty ot Minnehaha, as well as 
the element of legendary romance to 
back up its claims ot interest to 
tourists and lovers. But Minneopa will hold 
its own for beauty and signtliness with many 
more pretentious waterfalis of its size in the 
country.

THE BUSY BEE’S OCCUPATION GONE, 


Paraffine Honeycomb Filled with Glucose 
Honey. 

Philadelphia Record: Here is the secret re- 
veaied by a confiding grocer whose enthusi- 
astic explanation of the bee-raisers’ decep- 
tion overshadowed the ardor with which he 
sanded his sugar and put peas in the coffee: 
‘You see there was a time when honey 
was honey and honeycomb was pure bees- 
wax, but, like everybody else, some bee- 
raisers wanted to get rich more rapidly, 
and the simon-pure product of the bees 
would not yield sufficient profits, so the anx- 
ious seeker after wealth cast about him for 
an easier and more rapid road to riches. It 
was first found that paraffine —— resem- 
bled beeswax, and after many trials combs 
were produced which were scarcely distin- 
guishable in shape and geometrical accuracy 
from those actually built by the bees them- 
selves. 

It was then found that when these arti- 
ficial combs were placed in the hives the bees 
took to them as if they were of their own 
making, and filled them with honey. This 
pian once in operation became a great saving 
to bee culturists, as the bees no longer had to 
make their own comb, but were able to put in 
all their work making honey. Of course, now 
and then somebody objected to the quality of 
the wax, but the ee-raisers never minded 
any little thing like that. and they thought 
that they had struck the acme of success 
until they made their next and greater dis- 
covery. This was that glucose, or grape 
sugar, closely resembied honey in appear- 
ance and was a very fair counterfeit as far 
as taste was concerned. Then there appeared 
in the market paraffine honeycomb filled 
with glucose honey, and the occupation of 
the bee was gone. The first attempt was 
simply an adulteration of honey with glu-— 
cose, and the proportion of the latter was 
gradually. increased until there was little or 
no honey. 

“Nowadays the vitiated public taste 
scarcely recognizes pure honey when it is 
found, and ninety people out of every hun- 
dred eat their glucose in blissful ignorance 
and a firm belief that they are partaking of 
the honest fruits of the labors of the diligent 
bee. All bees are not so depraved as to lend 
themselves to the deceptive practices of un- 
scrupulous honey raisers, and some pure 
honey is still to be had, but it takes a long 
hunt to find it.” .

PLASTERS AND BLISTERS. 


THE SOLE PANACEAS FOR ALL HUMAN 
AILMENTS IN CUINA. 


A Populous Empire Wherein Quackery 
Rules Sapreme—Drugs Used in Enor- 
mous Quantities, bat Reliance Piaced 
Even More on Fantastic Charms, Amu- 
lets, and Philters—Surgery Almost Un- 
known—Celestials Have Some Valuable 
Medicines. 


National Review: It is surely a little singu- 
lar that a nation like the Chinese, with a 
civilization dating back to remote antiquity, 
and who have forestalled us in several of the 
most remarkable inventions that have ever 
been made, should have continued to the 
present day in ignorance of the elementary 
principles of a science which has done 80 
much to alleviate human suffer- 
ing in Western lands—namely: sur- 
gel. And this is all the more 
curious when we consider that native tradi- 
tions speak of extraordinary operations per- 
formed by mythical surgeons in ancient 
times, traditions so tenaciously clung to 
that if desirous of showing their apprecia- 
tion of the skill of a foreign practioner at 
the present day the Chinese know of no 
higher compliment than to call him a living 
Wa-toh, 

It is a strange and important fact that be- 
fore the advent of medical practitioners 


from Europe, in the early part of the pres- 


ent century, there was no one, so We are as- 
sured on high authority, who could puncture 
an abscess or remove the simplest tumor; 
while in cases of dislocation or broken 
bones native doctors were utterly heip- 
less. The sole panacea for everything 
in China is a plaster, and so great is the 
national predilection for this metnod of treat- 
ment that the Chinese have notinaptly been 
described as a pilaster and blister loving 
people. Instances innumerable might be 


quoted in proof of this statement, but one 


illustration must suffice, and that is the case 
of a man who presented himself at the 
missionary hospital at Ningpo, wearing a 
plaster which be had carried for two years 
over a fractured limb, which had been united 
without being properly set. . 

The fact is, the native doctors of China 
are, to a great extent, self-constituted. Any 
person in want of a livelihood, and who can 
read and write sufficiently well to be able to 
copy out prescriptions from a medical book, 
can set up in practice. We need not, there- 
fore, be surprised to hear that the knowl- 
edge of anatomy and ovhysiology is en- 
tirely wanting, and that the wildest 
theories are put forward in piace of true 
knowledge. Dr. Gauld, a practitioner of long 
experience in China, tells us that the position 
of the native physician isdepicted, in Chinese 
pictorial primers, between tbe heathen priest 


and the fortune-teller, from which it may be 


inferred that his profession is regarded as a 
combination of superstition and legerde- 
main. All sorts of childish theories are 
propounded by the native quacks to ex- 
plain the processes of nature, of the 
real 15 of which they are in ignorance. 
The influence of the pianets is sometimes 
gravely asserted, as well as that of the five 
elements into which ‘Chinese physicists 
divide matter—i. e.: fire, air, water, earth, 
and wood. While others go so far as to at- 
tribute complaints to the disturbance 
of the equiiibrium between the male 
and female powers of nature. There 
is a deeply-seated »velief among the Chi- 
nese that nearly ail bodily and mental dis- 
eases spring from either air or spirits. That 
under these conditions che practice of medi- 
cine is controlled and perverted by a host of 
superstitious notions and practices we can 
well believe. Disease is regarded by the 
vast majority of people in the light of a vis- 
itation of evil spirits and as marking the dis- 
pleasure of the gods; and to expel the one 
and to pacify the other charms, amulets, and 
other devices are freely nad recourse to, and 
in almost all cases of sickness idols, astrol- 
ogers, and fortune-tellers are gravely con- 
suited. 

A curious illustration of the effect of this 
belief on the native mind is supplied by 
Archdeacon Grey. He writes: Ona visit 
to a movastery iu the White Cloud Mount 
ains I found a monk who was suffering much 
from a loathsome disease. He applied to me 
for medical aid, and I urged him to return 
with me to Canton, where he could be placed 
under the care of Dr. Kerr of the Medical 
Missionary Hospital On hearing of my in- 
tentions the abbot took me aside and 
begged of me not to show any kind- 
ness to a man who had doubtiess been 
guilty in a former state of existence of 
some heinous crime, for which the gods 
were then making him pay the well-merited 
penalty.“ Arguments such as these may 
excite asmile among cultivated Europeans, 
but readers of Dr. Simpson’s life will remem- 
ber that reasoning of a somewhat analogous 
kind was brought forward by weil-educated 


and otherwise humane people against the use 


of chloroform as a means of relieving suffer- 
ing in child-birth., The most convincing 
argument adduced in favor of painless sur- 
gery was that of the first recorded operation, 
when a rib was extracted during a deep sleep. 

Chinese methods of treatment in cases of 
sickness or disease are fantastic and barbar- 
ous, and however much evil spirits may be 
frightened by the clanging of gongs and the 
detonations of ftire-crackers such noises 
must necessarily be highly injurious to pa- 
tients whose nervous systems are rendered 
sensitive by fever or weakened by disease. 
The sick-room is almost invariably stuck 
round with charins, written by the stu- 
pid impostors who are called in to as- 
sist, While the ashes of others 
which have been burnt are mixed 
with water and given to the patient to drink. 
The various methodsempioyed by the exor- 
cists to drive away evilspirits in cases of ill- 
ness are too numerousto mention here. Suf- 
fice to say, that the fears and superstitions 
of the patients and their friends are worked 
on to their fullest extent by the crafty im- 
postors who undertake these duties, and who 
regulate their program in accordance with 
the length of purse of their employers. 

The real properties of medicines are toa 

great extent unknown, although every edu- 
cated person in China professes a knowledge 
of the subject, and wonderful specifics for 
all sorts of diseases are advertised on walls 
and public places, much as with ourselves. 
Life pills especially are a favorite from 
of advertisement. Wonderful virtues are 
attributed to inert substances, such 
as dragons’ teeth, fossil bones of 
tigers, pearls, stalactites, oyster shelis, old 
teeth, deer’s horns, etc. The favorite native 
remedy in ali forms of debility or severe dis- 
ease is ginseng, enormous quantities of which 
are used. The exports from New-cham in 
Manchuria to the Chinese ports of this 
article for one year alone reached the enor- 
mous value of £51,000. European physi- 
cians, however, declare ginseng to be 
merely a mild tonic, evoid of the 
wonderful strengthening qualities attrib- 
uted to it by the Chinese. Ihen again, por- 
tions of the human body are mentioned as 
medicines in the Chinese Pharmacopoeia, and 
in certain cases have actually been eaten by 
natives with a view to obtaining greater 
courage; while it is not uncommon for bodies 
to be exhumed for the purpose of manu- 
facturing magic drugs. In dropsy and rheu- 
matism the bitter kernels of the common 
wild cherry are prescribed. 
That the Chinese are a drug-loving people 
is evident from the enormous quantities ex- 
ported from tne localities where they are 
grown to other parts of the Empire. Thus, 
from the port of Hankow on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, the export for one year reached the 
total of 15,799,203 pounds, an amount 
which, as her Majesty's Consul for that 
port remarks, would seem enough to 
physic the whole world.” And yet 
this was all for native consumption. The 
imports at Shanghai for the same year com- 
prised, among other items, three tons of 
tigers’ bones, four tons of crocodiles’ scales, 
and a quantity of young deer’s horns, all of 
which would doubtless figure in the prescrip- 
tions of the native faculty. And yet 
the Chinese Pharmacopoeia contains many 
valuable remedies if their properties 
were only better understood. The writer 
above quoted says that the Chinese have 
or ages been acquainted with many valu- 
able drugs, both salycine and cuonymene 
among otners, only lately come into use in 
foreign lands; and there are, beyond doubt, 
many others among their abundant stores of 
which, at present, we have no knowledge; 
among others the in China celebrated ‘ pu- 
urh-cha,’ used by them as a digestive at the 
close of their hedvy feasts, deserves at least 
to be investigated.“ He further expresses 
the hope that the export of the innumerabie 
materia medica of the Chinese Pharmacopeia 
may in course ot time develop into an im- 
portant branch of foreign trade.

“Mr. F. Coit Johnson may be right; it may 
be unwise not to charge all he can get for 
his goods, but the American people are un- 
wise to give more thun they are obliged to 
give, are unwise to permit a system that ena- 
bles men like Mr. F. Coit Johnson to get all 
they can,’ to seli goods cheaper to strangers 
3,000 miles away in England than to next 
door neighbors in Brooklyn.” 

„ “THE FACTORY AGE” OF CHILDREN. 

During his visit in New Engiand the agent 
would ask the operatives the ages of their 
childrea in the factories. Do you want 
their real or their tactory age?“ these 
mothers would reply, laughing, at their own 
deception. 

The difference between the real and the 
factory age was anywtere from one to four 
years. These moiners seemed utterly un- 
conscious of the cruelty of making such 
young children work; the manufacturers 
seemed equally callous on the subject, self-

Hundreds of 
New Orleans laborers support families on 
the same sum. French mechanics wear 
blouses; so do many New Orleans mechan- 
ics. Both speak French. The investigator, 
rambling through the shops and factories of 
dilapidated, quaint New Orleans, can easily 
forget America and imagiue himself on the 
shores of the distant Mediterranean. 


*“ Excluding domestic service, three-fourths 
of the women in New Orleans who earn their 
livelihood earn it by the needle. Of these 
three-fourths only a small portion work in 
factories. The majoritv sew at home, live in 
low, mean surroundings, on bad and insuffi- 
cient food; they work from 6 o’clock in the 
morning until late at night to make $2 or 
$2.50 a week. It is the boast of their empioy- 
ers that taey manufacture cheaper than 
the Eastern manufacturers; that they are 
underselling Eastern men in their own 
markets. This is crediovle. Wotuen 
in New Orleans make jean ‘pants’ for 55 
cents a dozen—less than five cents a pair. 
The employer sells the same ‘pants’ for 
from $1 to $1.50 a pair—twice as much for one 
pair as he pays the sewing-women for making 
a dozen pairs.

The mountaineers of East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, and North Carolina are almost entirely 
self-supporting, purchasing from the outside 
world only a few agricultural implements 
and occasionally small quantities of coffee 
and tea. The} raise their own tobacco, rice, 
wheat, cotton, and wool, sbia and weave 
their own cloth, and distil their own whisky; 
in short, they are quite independent of the 
outside world. It must be something more 
than a coincidence that this characteristic of 
independence is so often found among moun- 
tainous people. As Buc has suggested, 
man isinfluenced by e 
geography.“ 
RELIGION AND HORSE TRADING. 

An amusing experience among the moun- 
taineers of East Tennessee is related. The 
author had fallen in with a pastor and he 
goes on to say: |

In regard to labor he says: 

Labor in Mexico is miserably paid. Fora 
claco (one and an eighth cents) a boy will run 
on an errand half a day. For a real (about 
thirteen cents) a man can be hired for a day. 
The soldiers of the republic receive 39 a 
month, out of which they must feed and 
clothe themselves.“

dangerous than dishonest politicians, more 
debasing than obedie’»:e to arbitrary unions, 
is strong drink. I do not mean to say that 
workingmen drink more than the wealthier 
class, but that workingmen are more impov- 
erished by drink. The European working- 
men drink perhaps more uuiversally than 
American laborers, but not so much, owing 
to two causes: First, because the treat- 
ing’ custom does not prevail in Europe; 
secondly, because on the Continent of Eu- 
rope Wages are too small to permit copious 
drinking.’’ 
EXPERIENCES IN CALIFORNIA. 

From strikes the author goesto nail mak- 
ing and gives an interesting account of this 
greatindustry. He also touches on the work 
and life of the coal miner, and gives a thrill- 
ing description of the underground world. 
It would require too much space to follow 
Mr. Meriwether in his trips through the 
Northwest Territory, Idano, Nevada, and 
California. In San Francisco he found 
wages much better than in the East. A 
salesgirl would reject an offer of $3.50 a week 
of seventy-two hours. She would demand $7 
or a week with plenty of time for dinner. 
The house servant who in New York earns 
$16 a month earns $20 or $25 in San Fran- 
cisco. The cost of living, too, is as low if 
not lower than in the East, but clothing is 
higher. Why, then, is San Francisco not 
the paradise of workingmen? It is the un- 
settled condition of affairs. Sudden fortunes 
are made and lost. Mendonotaim at com- 
petence, but at wealth. 

„In San Francisco the street-car driver of 
today may tomorrow loom out as a lawyer; 
the day after, a real estate speculator or a 
doctor. It not infrequently happens that 
men educated in the East for the learned 
professions on coming to San Francisco are 
forced to daily labor for a support.”’

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BOSTON FOLKS AS MUMMIES. 


A New Process for Disposing of the Dead 
te Be Introduced. 

Bostox, Mass., June 20.—[Speciai Corre- 
spondence, |—A company is now being organ- 
ized in this vity which proposes to introduce 
and carry into practice a new system for dis- 
posing of the dead. It has already become 
recognized that, in this generation at least, 
cremation will never be adopted to any ex- 
tent as a substitute tor interment. Popular 
prejudice, backed by the Christian church, is 
too strong against it. Burning is thought to 
be as barbarous in these days as burial un- 
derground was considered by tne highly civ- 
ilized peoples ot ancient Greece and Rome. A 
method superior to either, as it is claimed, 
and entirely doing away with the objectioga- 
ble feature of both, will soon be offered here 
for the acceptance of cultivated Bostonians 
who may be anxious to have their post-mor- 
tem remains cared for in a scientific manner. 

The process to be employed makes use of 
the cleansing and purifying properties of 
fire, without permitting that element to at- 
tack the me Dry air is the only other 
ugent called into service. Already plans are 
being drawn for an enormous mausoleum- 
like structure of massive materials to be 
erected as quickly as possible after incor- 
poration papers have been secured by the 
company aforesaid. One portion of the 
building will be designed somewhat on the 

rincipie of a honeyeomb, containing from 

to 300 small compartments adapted for 
the accommodation of a singie corpse each. 
These compartments will be 80 ar- 
ranged as to be continually swept by 
powerful currents of dry air from big 
steam fans. Bodies subjected to the 
treatment will be wra simply in winding 
sheets and laid upon marble slabsin the com- 
partments. They will not be embalmed, nor 
will they be placed in coffins to retard and 
prolong decomposituon. On the contrary, 
this operation of Nature will be allowed to 
take its course, the gases and liquids devel- 
oped by it being absorbed by the dry air cur- 
rents and swept upward to a chamber above, 
where the noxious are passed through 
tire and destroyed. In this way, after a time, 
the corpse itself is reduced to the condition 
of a mummy, retainime an appearance nat- 
ural though not lifelike, and susceptibie 
of preservation for cénturies. t is 
then ready tor 2 away, if the rela- 
tives so desire, in one of 100,000 vaults, which 
will take up the major part of the mauso- 
leum. These vaults can be rented or pur- 
chased outright for family use, as in a ceme- 
tery, metal door-plates rendering confusion 
impossiole, so that the surviving patron will 
enjoy the privilege of ready access to his 
dear departed at ali hours. Each of the 
mummifying compartments previously re- 
ferred to will probably communicate by a 
wire with an electric annunciator in an of- 
tice on the first floor, where a gentlemanly 
clerk will always be in readiness to respond 
to any call from a guest who may chance to 
have been registered prematurely. If this 
new system 1s found successful here it will 
be introduced by the same company in other 
large cities by the building of similar mausv- 
leums on an even bigger scale.

“The reason that women prefer such hard 
work to the less arduous occupation of do- 
mestic service is, as just remarked, almost 
entirely because of the badge of inferiority 
they think attached to the latter. European 
workmen and women have less of this sort 
of pride. In Europe the social line is more 
rigid and fixed: the poor never dream of 
passing it. The German shopkeeper stands 
no higher in the estimation of the titled loafer 
than does his clerk or house-servant. Both 
work, and work is degradation in the eyes of 
a legalized aristocracy. The effect of this is, 
the German shopkeeper does not keep his 
clerks ana house-servants at so great a dis- 
tance as the American shopkeeper keeps 
his. In Germany everybody looks down 
upon the bauer (peasant class); but, with 
that exception, there are less distinctions 
among the middle classes than is the case 
with us. An American shopkeeper lives in a 
fine house. He walks about his Emporium 
of Fashion’ like a Czar. If his wife or 
daughter is ever seen there it is when she 
drives undi her carriage to get a silk dress 
or acheck from papa. In France and Ger- 
many the same class of shopmen live in 
rooms over their sho Evén bankers 
live over their banks. The shopman’s 
wife, in all probability, helps him keep his 
books and sell his goods. At night, 
when the house has deen put to 
rights, Gretchen, the housemaid, will come 
into the family sitting-room and listen to her 
employer read the papers or chat of the day’s 
events. She is not kept back in her room in 
the attic or thrown entirely on her own re- 
sources for amusement. Hence the Germans 
and French do not experience that d:flicuity 
in securing capable domestic help that Amer- 
ican housewives meet with.” | 
Mr. Meriwether says the noted Louisiana 
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that workingmen should combine and at- 
tempt by strikes to keep up wages. Do labor 
combinations effect this! An investigation 
of the strikes of the last flve years leads me 
to the conclusion that although the first, the 
superficial, effect of strikes 1s often harmful, 
oiten disastrous to the strikers, still the la- 
boring class as a class is benefited.

All history proves that it is human nat- 
ure to oppress. the tamely suomissive; all 
history proves that every freedom men pos- 
sess has been forcibly wrested from rulers, 
whether moneyed, political, or religious. 
History affords no instance of any ruling 
class voluntarily loosening its grip on any 
class it controis. For the last sixty years 
we have been educating the laboring class. 
They are coming to know their power, their 
strength. A deep dissatisfaction pervades 
their breasts; they have come to know that 
they are the underlying supporters of civili- 
zation, the pillars on which the body politic 
rests, 

“Tt is not too much to say that every lodge 
of the Knigntsof Labor is au educational 
school, in which every question of govern- 
mental policy, of political economy is dis- 
cussed. Agitation leads to progress; debates 
pro and con quicken thought and let in light 
on the human brain. In all matters of politi- 
cal economy and public affairs the rough 
tradesmen of today take more interest and 
give more thought than the well-dressed 
merchants, clerks, or even the average law- 
yers, preachers, and doctors. I have heurd 
day laborers who could not write a 
grammatical sentence discuss social and 
political questions, and 1 have seen their 
hearers of the same class listen with the 
deepest interest. This is going on now in 
every city of the Union, while the so-called 
better classes are content to attend society 
hops, operas, theatres, and clubs, Take the 
average society man, the average clerk, bcok- 
keeper, or merchant; and 1 venture to say

A LANDMARK FOR RIVERMEN. 


Pilot Knob, Near Galena, III., the Highest 
2 Mound in the State. 

Garena, III., June 20.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.|—A peculiarity in tne physical 
geography of the lead region of Northern 
Iilinois, which embraces the County of Jo 
Daviess, is the diversity of surface found 
therein, which inciudes nearly every variety 
known tc Nature. Level prairie, rolling and 
undulating prairie, and oak openings, 
uneven, hilly, rocky, and dluffy tim- 
bered and farm land tracts, may all be found 
in almost any portion of the county. A de- 
cidedly marked feature in tne landscape is a 
chain of some half-dozen natural mounds 
which skirt the southern border of the 
county, rising to a considerabie hight above 
the general surface and standing apart like 
mighty sentinels, their towering summits 
overlooking the country for miles around. 
These mounds are capped by mas- 
sive limestone rocks in casteilated and fan- 
tastic forms, and tapestried with lichens and 
variegated mosses, presenting a most fasci- 
nating picture to the lover of the beautiful in 
nature. The most notable of this chain of 
mounds is Pilot Knob, three miles south of 


PILOT KNOB. 
this city and about two miles from tne Mis- 
sissippi River. It lifts its head far above all 
other mounds, reaching an altitude of 
nearly 500 feet above ordinary water 
mark in the Galena River. For many 

ears. it has deen a conspicuous 
andmark to tourists and river men passing 
up and down the above mentioned streams, 
and from its summit can plainly be seen 
with the naked eve on clear days the famous 
Platte, Blue, and Sinsinawa mounds in South- 
ern Wisconsin, the first named being forty 
miles distant. A tradition prevailed among 
the red men who inhabited this section be- 
fore the whi took possession of the coun- 
try that Pilét Knob was the bome of the 
fire god, the moon having the appearance of 
rising from its summit ike a fire ball. 

About thirty years ago the top of the 
mound was excavated under the airection of 
representatives of the State Geological De- 
partment ard a large number of human 
bones, pieces of pottery, copper implements, 
perforated bears’ claws, porcelain beads, etc., 
were found inamammoth tomb, tne sides 
and top of which were formed of flat pieces 
of limestone and the base of ashes and clay. 
This romantic spot is visited by hundreds of 
tourists annually from all parts of the world, 
and affords a most delightful place of resort 
to picnickers and pleasure-seekers in tne 
summer. ; 


THE DANCES FOR THE SUMMER, 


The Yorke and the Esmeralda to Be 


Danced at All the Summer Kesorts. 
New York Herald: At the seaside and 
mountain resorts this summer the favorite 
dance will be the Yorke, so the city dancing 
masters say. They are probably rigut, be- 


cause it has got such ‘a firm hold on young 


people's liking that they don’t care to dance 
much of anything else. The Yorke, as every- 
body knows, is a mazourka, and about all 
there is about it different from any other 
mazourka is its name, so its sudden popu- 
larity is one of the things no man can find 
out.

Then the head 
couple go down the centre again and the side 
couples follow. The two lines cross over, 
giving the right hand going over and the 
left hand coming back, and all march. The 
College lanciers, another dance rising into 
favor, contains*the same figure. 

Of other round dances there is the Esmer- 
alda, generally supposed to be new, but 
danced by our grandfathers fifty years ago. 
It is like the Yorke, and when it was first 
revived it was called a new form of that 
dance. It consists of two side steps and a 
polka movement, and being danced to the 
ony music young people are supposed to 
like it will probably have a piace on every 
program this summer. 

Another old dane just coming to life again 
is the varsouvienne. John Brady is re- 
sponsible for its resurrecuon. It is a five- 
step dance with a poika movement. The 
giide mezourka is moderately popuiar, but

IN THE CHEROKEE NATION 


SCENES AT TAHLEQUAH, THE CAPITAL 
OF THE INDIAN TERRITORY, 


An Intelligent People Who Have Splendid 
Schools and Have Made Rapid Progress 
in Agriculture—Not Willing to Sell Their 
Land to the Government at $1.25 ao 
Acre—Attending a German Instead of a 
War Dance—Settlers Casting Longing 
Eyes Toward the Fertile Country. 

Tanten, I. T., June 17.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.— The Cherokee Nation has 

probably occupied, and 1s still occupying, a 

more prominent place in the history of what 

is now tne United States of America since 
the date of the early European settiements 
than any other tribe or nation of Indians. 

Set back by everything that would makea 

nation of people have a lack of energy to at- 

tempt anything great, they have boldly kept 
in pace with tne progress of nations that sur- 
round them, ever hoping at some future day 
to be a free and independent race of people. 
The executive power of the Cherokee Nation 
is confided to a Principal Chief, elected by 
the peovle for a term of four years. None 
but native born citizens are eligible to this 
office. The Chief’s approval is required to 
all laws, as in the United States Govern- 
ment, and his exercise 
of voto power can be 
overcome only by a 
two-thirds majority in 
both houses of the 
National Council. An 
Executive Council of 
three members besides 
the Assistant Chief is 
also elected by a joint 
vote of both Houses 
for a period of one 
year. 
The judicial func- 
tions are vested in a 
JOEL B. MAYES. Supreme Court and 
such circuit ana inferior courts as the Coun- 
cil shall from time to time prescribe. No per- 
son who denies the existence of a God is 
allowed to hold office in any department of 
the Cherokee Government.

POKER-PLAYING AT THE HUB. 


High Gambling in the Clabs—Finding Its 
Way to Gay Paris. 

Boston, Mass., June 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Those who ought to know de- 
clare that the soul-destroying game of poker 
is more dangerously prevalent just now in 
Boston’s clubs than ever before. For obvious 
reasons the Somerset, which represents the 
gilt-edged idleness ot the town, goes in for 
this surt of amusement most extensively. 
There has always been a great deal of gam- 
bling in this club. Its members are mostly 
rich young men who find an agreeable em- 
ployment For their leisure in green-baize ex- 
erelses. Next to the Somerset in point at 
addiction to such dissipation, it is said, 
is the Algonquin, a comparatively new social 
organization with a large and somewhat in- 
discriminate membership. Many of the mer- 
chant princes who belong to it are fond of a 
little game and jackpots run high there. 
Also there are several small and exclusive 
gentlemen’s clubs here which have no object 
of existence worth mentioning save poker. 
The pastime, even for those who can afford 
it, is, of course, demoralizing. Nothing can 
be introduced into a club so likely to produce 
discord as a poker table. Besides, the game, 
though commonly supposed to be all luck, is 
essentially one of skill, and in a club where 
it is played there are almost sure to be men 
who, by means technically fair, actually 
make their living out of their winnings 

As for the pastimé’s demoralizing influ- 
ence, it is already beginning to be com- 
plained of in the French ciubs where the 
game has been domesticated. The Parisian 
club, as everybody knows, is a proprietary 
gambling den pure and simple, and the 
adoption of poker has seriousiv reduced 
the receipts of the croupier. The percent- 
age accruing to the house“ from the 
American form of the card vice is much. 
less than that obtained from baccarat, and 
the loss thus involved has necessarily

OUTFITS FOR FISHERMEN. 


A FEW HINTS ON THE KIND OF TACKLE 
THAT ANGLERS SHOULD USE. 


The Pot-Fisher, the Bait-Caster, and the 
Fly-Fisher, and Their Different Char- 
acteristics — Something About Hooks, 
Reels, and Rods, and What They Cost— 
How to Procure the Best Material for 

the Least Money—Advice in Regard to 
the Selection of Flies. 


Few cities are blessed equally with Chicago 
in the matter of easily accessible fields for 
the sportsman, be he follower of tne gun or 
of the rod. The fishing season is now fairly 

aks, at its hight, and to the 
hundreds of prolific 
lakes which lie within 
tifty miles to the north 
and ‘northwest of this 
city there is now a 
daily exodus. Among 
these anglers thereare 
all sorts of people, and 
it is quite possible that 
some of them, or oth- 
ers who would gladly 
join them, may have 
something yet to learn 
in the matter of fish- 
ing tackle, its prices, 
its qualities, and its 
features desirable or 
undesirable. These 
anglers may be divided 
into three parts: First, 
pot-fishers; second, 
bait-casters; third, fly- 
fishers.

The pot-fisher is an object of horror to the 
genuine angler of today. He is a stiff-necked 
citizen who ciings to the traditions of his 
fathers, and will have none of little rods” 
and new-fangled contrivances.” He uses a 
long, stiff rod of cane or bamboo, a stout linen 
line, a large hook, and a bait big enough to 
scare a fish out of countenance. He can get 
bis long rod for 15 to 75 cents, and the rest of 
his tackle for 25 cents more. If he rises to 
the dignity of a reel he will expend à dollar 
or so, perhaps.

LOOKING TOWARD THE “CHEROKEE STRIP.” 

The recent opening of Oklahoma and the 
greatrush to that country have caused every 
disappointed eye to turn with eagerness to- 
wards the Cherokee country, or at least that 
portion that is now hanging fire in regard to 
its sale—namely: the land west of the nine- 
ty-sixth meridian, known asthe ‘Cherokee 
Strip.“ The United States deeming 
it important that the “strip ”’ 
should be opened to settlement 
passed an act appointing a commission of 
three—one Democrat and two Republicans 
„to visit Tahiequah and negotiate with the 
Cherokee Nation for the sale of it. Joel B. 
Mayes, principal chief of the nation, has not 
been officially notified that a commission 
has been appointed, therefore he has not 
taken any steps toward receiving it. Such 
official notification is expected daily and the 
commission is looked for in a short time. 
Just what the commission will ac 
complish is not yet known, but 
unless more than $1.25 per acre 
is offered for the land in question, which 
price they are instructed to offer, a sale will 
not be effected at present. The Cherokee peo- 
ple consider their land worth more, and will 
not sell under any circumstances unless they 
can get their price for it. At the last ses- 
sion of the National Council in November 
last a Denver (Colo.) syndicate offered $3 per 
acre for the strip.“ This shows owtsiders 
that the land is worth more than the Govern- 
ment of the United States wants to pay for it. 

This land is fine for cultivation and grazing, 
and the wise heads among the Cherokees 
claim that in ten years it will be worth at 
least $10 per acre. If the “strip” is open to 
settlement the rush will be greater than that 
to Oklahoma, as the land is of a better qual- 
ity and has a better supply of water. It is 
said that thousands of the present citizens of 
Oklahoma will, on the opening of this land, 
abandon their present abodes and rush for 
the strip.“ 

THE SOCIETY OF THE CHERUKER CAPITAL. 

Those not acqua’nted with the habits and 
customs of the Cherokees have a vague idea 
that they still cling to the old habits of their 
ancestors by wearing the blanket and paint- 
ing their faces. A New York reporter, while 
visiting here somie two months ago, said: 
When I first thought of visiting lahiequah 
Thad an idea that my write up’ would be of 
adifferent character from what it will be, 
and instead of witnessing, as I ex- 
pected” to, an Indian war dance, 
I had the honor to be present 
at a ‘German reception,’ given by the 

oung men’s social club of your little city. 

he readers of my paper will be surprised 
whe they see what I intend writing, and 1 
am glad to say a higher grade of society than 
iu Tahlequah cannot be found anywhere.” 

Three distinct circies will be found 
here—namely: tte swells that belong 
in Government departments, the labor- 
ing class, and the slums. Tne Chero- 
kees, above all otter Indians, are 
proud to say they have as fine a system of 
education as will be found in any State in 
the Union. A male seminary situated here 
accommodates 200 students. This institution 
can boast of an alumni of 190 students since 
1854. A new female seminary has just been 
completed atacost of 120,000, and will be 
opened in August of this year. One hundred 
or more public schools are scattered over the 
nation, these being merely schools to pre- 
pare students for the hign schools. 

No Cherokee orphans can have catise to 
suffer, asa home is provided for them, and 
not only a home but a fine high school educa- 
tion is given them. At the age of 21 the in-

The bait-casters are a proud, stiff-necked 
people in their way. They represent a great 
and growing class, and draw their numbers 
largely from tne middle classes of practical 
business life. The great bulk of Chicago’s 
better class anglers for bass are bait-casters. 
The bait-caster’s rod is simply a sling to pro- 
pel the bait out to the distant fish without 
alarming it by any warping splash or ripple, 
or even by ashadow on the water. His reel 
is a beautiful piece of mechanism, ruanmg 
lightly and freely te allow the long line to 
roll out without hitch or hindrance, and mul- 
tiplying four times to one turn of the crank 
in order to recover the bait swiftly after the 
cast has been made. 

SOMETHING ABOUT CASTING RODS. 

The casting rod has gradually grown 

shorter and stiffer in late years, as it has be- 


— — — 
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| come more and more apparent that those 


qualities were essential for the strongest and 
most accurate casting. A limber and 
willowy casting rod is a nuisance, and it is 
impossible to cast well with it. Split bam- 
boo makes a poor casting rod. Ash and 
lancewood were tormerly used in combina- 
tion for this rod, the length being eight feet 
two inches. Today the best casting rod is a 


solid lancewood, in three pieces. Its length 
is only seven feet eight inches and its weight 
is eight and one-half ounces. Such a rod has 
not much switch and bend to it, but it is 
sturdy and steely to the touch, which tells 
the angler plainly that be can land any or- 
dinary fish with it. In ouying a casting rod 
for bass one should insist upon qualities as 
above indicated, and such a rod will cost ex- 
actly $6. : 

The bait-caster’s reel is a fine vlece of 
mechanism. The best costs from $22 to $30, 
according to the finish. The highest priced 
ones are made with jeweis on the end bear- 
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ings, and run as beautifully as a watch. A 
cheaper reel than this, and practical though 
less perfect and durable, cos.s $12. This reel 
will answer every purpose, and even for $7, 
$5, or Au fairly good reel can be had, which 
will run freely enough to make casting a pos- 
sibility with it. A fairly good combination 
reel,“ capable of being changed from a cast- 
ing reel to a click reel by the pressure ofa 
button-slide, costs from $5 to S. The plain 
click reel, used in fly fishing only, will cost 
from 50 cents up to $3 or . 

The correct line for the bait caster to use 
is raw silk, size No. F. No. G is finer, but 
it wears out too soon in the constant friction 
through the guides. This line will not kink, 
but will “lay out” smoothly and evenly. 
The necessary fifty yards will cost the angler 
60 cents. It would be poor economy to get a 
cheaper line. 


A FEW HINTS ABOUT. HOOKS. 

In the matter of hooks for bass fishing 
many prefer the Sproat model. It is so built 
that the * on the line draws the point 
up direc in the axis of the lone. 
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Always get bass hooks double suelled. Such 
hooks wiil,cost 50 cents a dozen. Cheaper 
grades, looking as weil to the unskilied eye, 
may be had, but in these tne hook often 
pulls loose from the sueil. In using light 
tackle the risk is so great that the best 
quality only is desirable. Bass hooks are 
numbered from No.1 each way. No. 2 is 
smaller than No.1. No. 1-O is larger than 
No. 1. Some anglers use the largest size. No. 
6-O. No. 5-O is better; No. 4-O is quite large 
enough for any ordinary bass fishing; and 
the angier should use 40, 80, and so on 
down to even Nos. 1 and 2, according to the 
average size of the fish he is taking. For 
small bass, croppies, etc., No. 3 will not be too 
smull. After that he will have to go into the 
singie suelled hooks, and can get them 
— and smaller down to the tiniest trout 
ook. 

In spoon hooks there is a variety of models. 
ine siiver-plated spoons cost 50 cents each; 
we nickel-piated ones cost about half that. 
The angiers should be careful not to use too

AFTER THE GAMY MUSKALLONGE. 

The muskallonge season 1s not yet over 
and there are many who long for the thrill 
of landing a good specimen of this giant pike. 
All such should be careful in selecting the 
outfit they take with them. The best mus- 
kallonge rou isa solid lancewood in three 
pieces. It is eight feet in length and weighs 


‘ten and one-half ounces. The butt-piece, on 


which the reel is attached above the hand as 
in the casting-rod, is only seventeen inches 
long, the other two 8 being longer and 
of equal length. The butt-ferrule is sunk 
deep, so that the rod is in no danger 
of bres king under the great strain it 
has to bear. There are guides on each side 
of this rod, because itis used in trolling and 
so is apt to get warped unless occasionally 
reversed. The proper reel for muskallonge 
fishing isa No. 2, double rey ty This 
costs from $2.50 to $12, and the rod $6.50. It 
will take about $2to get the line—75 to 100 
yards of a No. E raw silk or a braided silk 
souked in oil—the spoon will increase the 
muskallonge biil by 50 cents, and more than 
one spoon should be taken along. 

The fiy fishermen make the last class of 
anglers. They are also a proud and haurhty 
race, though nota numerous one here. The 
beginner at fly tishing can buy an asb and 
lancewood rod for 50 cents. He 
can get a solid lancewood rod for 
$2.10, and from that on ud to 
$8. The latter price will get him a fine rod, 
which will always be true to him and worthy 
of his confidence, A fly rod is a 
trifle heavier, but good. It will cost from $3 
up in Chicago. The best of all fly rods, how- 
ever, stillremains the split bamboo. A good 
split bamboo fly rod formerly cost $25 to $30, 
and that not more than five years ago. To- 
day you can get a really good one tor 67.50. 

AN OUTFIT FUR A FLY-FISHER, 

The fiy-fisher’s reel is a click, or a combi- 
nation reel, and he can pay from 50 cents up 
to $8 or $10 for it. The reel in fly-fishing is 
seated below the hand-piece, at the butt of 
the rod, so as to give it balance, and to be 
handy to the left hand in drawing off the 
line in a cast. 

The fly-fHsher's line is altogether different 
from the bait-caster’s, and is more expen- 
sive. It is at least thirty yards long, and is 
a waterproof braided silk, round and true, 
tapered down fine at the  cast- 
ing end, and enameled perfectly 


to let it slip nicely through after the dancing 
fly. Such a line will cost from $2.50 to $3. 
Good trout flies can now be bought for from

50 cents to $2 a dozen. Bass flies can be 
bought for $1 to $2.50 adozen. Bass flies for 
this region s hould be tied on No. 1, 1-O, or 
2-O hooks. Trout flies run about as follows: 
For the large Rangeley lake trout district, 
No. 1; for Maine waters, Nos. 6 and 8; for 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, Nos. 10 and 12. small; 
tor the Northern Rocky Mountains and Lake 
Superior, Nos. 4, 2. and 1; for Wisconsin and 
Michigan, Nos. 6, 8, and 10. 

The pot-fisher can get his outfit for 15 cents 


up to 88. The bait-caster can go fishing for 


$6 to $30 or $40, according to his wealth. The 
fiy-fisher can cquip himself nicely for a 
Northern trip for $5 to $25. Board at most of 
the lake hotels costs about $2 a day, or $10 a 
week, including the use of a boat. A tent 
lite is much cheaper. Life in a camp costs 
about 35 cents a day, so far as necessary ex- 
pense goes.

Time has sadly bent the venerable 
form, and he is no longer able to follow the 
plow.

An ardent disciple of Isaak Walton from 
boyhood Uncle Andy found in Crooked Creek 
a prolific source of amusement and profit. The 
creek winds its tortuous course through 
heavy timber within a mile of his cabin. For 
the last sixty-three years Uncle Andy has 
fished in its waters by day and night oe 
the proper seasons. His luck is proverbial. 
He has so thoroughly studied the habits 
of the fish that swim these waters 
as to lure them to his bait with 
unerring success. His motto is patience.’’ 
“You don’t want to be in a hurry,” says he. 
„ have sat on one log two solid hours afore 
1 gota bite. Fish travel F like humans; 
they go in schools, like. ‘hen you get onto 
a school of them fish you can jerk em hand 
over fist.’’ 

Uncie Andy scorns the use of a seine. His 
watchful eye has prevented many an unlaw- 
ful haul by this method, and such evil-doers 
fear him. His pian of night-fishing is to set 
carefully baited hooks attached to strong 
lines at intervals for a mile or two up and 
down the stream. Some lines are set for the 
sluggish chaonel-cat; others for bass, crop- 
pies, suckers, and pike. At sunrise the lines 
are visited and the fish taken. Often by the 
aid of a glaring pine-knot Uncle Andy visits 
his lines at midnight. This he does more fre- 
quently of later years for the reason that 
wicked men have been robbing his lines. He 
can readily detect when his lines have been 
molested by the depth to which they are 
2 He sets his lines at an exact 
depth. | 

Some years ago the Crooked Creek country 
was ablaze with a religious revival. <A 
strange minister appeared among the people 
and promulgated a plan of salvation on an 
entirely new theory.

The people on the 
boat drove out to sea, and after several days 
of terrible suffering reached Revilla Isiand, 
which is 125 miles southwest of the cape. 
Here they found water ana food, but four 
died from exposure and exhaustion. They 
had not been on the island quite 
two days when tne waterlogged brig 
came in sight. Itwas midsummer, with a 
tine spell ot weather, and the survivors at 
once decided to cast their fate with the brig. 
Her deck would have been awash in a 
piacid sea but for the bulwarks, and there 
Was not a dry spot aboard. The people got 
some of the lumber from her hold and made 
piatforn.s, and as she had been left with all 
sails set they determined to try and work 
her across to the coast. Tuis feat was per- 
formed with only one sailor among the 
crowd, and with nothing to eat except raw 
onions and flour, and with no water except 
that caught in their blankets as a shower

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SALLE AND HIS STORY. 


Alis HARDSHIPS AND PERILS IN THE 
WILDERNESS OF ILL{NOIs. 


The Beautiful Country Which Was the 
Scene of Mis Daring Exploits—A Visit 
to Starved Rock, Where His Faithful 
Lieutenant, Tonti, Was to Await His 
Keturn—Treacherous Massacre by the 
Iroquois — Father Marquette and His 
‘Good Work—Relics of the Old Days. 


“The prairies and hills and forests and 
streams of Illinois were once a background 
for heroes,“ said the author of Tue Ro- 
mance of Dollard” recentiy, having in prep- 
aration at the time “fhe Story of Tonti,” 
and to account for the location of a heroic 
tale within the boundaries of a State more 
noted for its peaceful combats in commerce 
than for ite feats at arms. 

The time since IIlinois accomplished State- 
hood bas been chiefly remarkable for devel- 
opment of natural resources, increase in 
population and commerce; the time back of 
that is filled with the ordinary experiences 
of pioneer days, wars 

and rumors of wars 

with the elements, the 
soil, the remoteness, 
and savage neighbors, 
when every man was 
a hero from force of 
circumstances. But 
back of that yet area 
few isolated figures 
whose shadows loom 
large against a vision- 
ary past — impalpable 
shadows that leave 
only a name impressed

tion. These were the discoverers of the 
great West—Louis Joliet, Father Marquette, 
Robert Cavelier, Sieur de la Salle, Father 
Hennepin, and Henri de Tonti. Priest and 
prelate, chevalier and burgher, they flit, a dim 
procession, before us. They come up from

a pioneer terre incognita Canada wear a 


strange garb, and speak an unknown tongue, 
toil through a wilderness, wause long enough 
to fasten a name to a locality, and fade in 
the West, leaving the Mississippi River 
French from its headwaters to the gulf. 
And Illinois was the background for ali this 
varying personality, the daring adventures, 
heroic deeds, and heroes. 

Then, as now, the only harbor for a hun- 
dred miles along the western shore of Lake 
Michigan and giving easy access to the 
Mississippi was at the Chicago River.whence 
a few hours’ journey at the portage near 
where Twelfth street now stands would set 
the boats of voyagers afloat on the Des- 
Plaines and on into the broad waters of the 
Illinois. There some vantage ground had to 
be gained; some stopping point had to be 

secured that would at once a depot for 
supplies, a place whence communication 
could be held with the forts and settlements 
on the St. Lawrence, and that would allow 
them to pursue their plans of exploration 
and occupation from amidst friendly 
tribes of Indians. It was because the 
— — now known as La Salle County, 
Illinois, combin all these virtues 
that it became istoric ground, that 
the earliest explorers ‘united in making the 
base of their operations a smiling country, 
over which I recently passed in their foot- 


steps.

cent promises which he would have kept or 
died. and so he died; when Tonti, with rare 
courage, abandoned his fortress and went to 
dwell on the great meadow with his half- 
hearted, suspicious allies, believing that 
danger, if courted openly, retreats like any 
other coguette. 

‘But I have heard my father say, and he 
was the first white child born in the county, 
that no story believed more religiously 
by the Indians themselves than that one 
about a tribe having been starved to death. 
He has heard the old chief, Shavona, tell it 
many a time.’ 

„But La Salle and Tonti and Marquette! 
They were here before that!“ 

„O, yes, I think so, but that was before 
my father’stime. They named the coun 
for La Salle; and Tonti-—I have heard Co 
Hitt tell lots of stories about Tonti, but it is 
so far back no one remembers if they are 
true. They do say Tonti had an iron hand

with which he knocked a mutinous soldier 
off the biuff inte the river.” 

Nothing else could I learn, except that Col. 
F. D. Hitt owned the rock and lived in Otta- 
wa, ten miles away, and that he knew more 
about it than anybody else, not even except- 
ing Shabona, who was long since deal. 

We drove for half a mile over aroad newly 
cut through the bottom land, Corn grew up 
to the roadbed and left not ten yards of space 
uncultivated between the field and the pre- 
cipitous sides of ‘Starved Rock“ that 
towered gray and weatherbeaten for 150 feet 
above the level of the: river and adjacent 
fields. Inacessible indeed it looked from 
three sides; perpendicular, with scarcely a 
crevice in the rocks large enough for u foot- 
hold, or even in which to lodgea few inches of 
soll so that its grim surface could be covered 
with foliage. Atthe back a natural stair- 
way, wide enough for one person to pass at a 
time, gave access from the prairie. After a 
toilsome journey I stood on the top. What a 
place for a fortress! Looking from

the friendly Illinois town on the meadow, 
sent word back to his faithful tfeutenant, 
Tonti, tortified at Fort Crévecceur, on Peo- 
ria Lake, to abandon his position and hasten 
to the stronger one on “the rock above the 
Iiiimois town.” Here Tonti came and lived 
and died, after giving to the world such an 
example of bravery. devotion, and single- 
ness of purpose as it has never seen since. 
Here he lies buried somewhere on the top of 
this lordly bluff, with three-quarters of an 
acre of rock for a tomb and no inscribed 
stone to mark the spot. Here La Salle re- 
turned with his allied tribes and spent long 
months in activity and chafing his proud 
spirit against the delays of his enterprises. 
From here he went forth to his death—skill- 
ful, intrepid, darm, the victim of the foul- 
est treachery that biots the pages of history. 
Here his assassins came and accepted food 
from the unsuspicious hand of lonti. 

The first white man these sylvan wilds 
ever saw was a medieval saint more fitted for 
lofty meditation and worship of his celes- 
tial mistress,” as he called the Virgin Mary 
in his chivalrous soul, than for adventure. 
This was Father Marquette, who came with 
Louis Joliet, They had gone across to Prai- 
rie du Chien from Green Bay and explored 
the Mississippi as far south as the Arkansas, 
with Joliet at the head of the enterprise. 
Returning by way of the Elinois they stopped 
for a few days on this great meadow while 
Marquette erected a cross. The gentle IIli- 
nois Indians gazed in wonder, tinged with 
awe, on Marquette. His body was attenuated 
With disease so that his pure and luminous 
soul shone through like a sacred lamp in an 
aiabaster vase. They bowed down to his 
cross and worshiped the saint in the mission- 
ary. The village was then called Kaskaskia, 
a name cestined before the close of the cent- 
ury to be transferred with the remnant of 
its inhabitants to its present site far down 
the Mississippi.

He built a mission house, 
and then his frail body which held his heav- 
enly soul to the earth grew weaker, and he 
started back to Macinac, dying On the east 
shore of Lake Michigan, near the rocky prom- 
ontory of Sleeping Bear, murmuring the 
name of the Virgin. Long did the IIIInois 
Indians remember him. They guarded his 
mission house and cross with reverence, 60 
that Father Allouez, who followed, found 
them surrounded with loving and jealous 


nE FOUND MANY LODGES. 

To this place in the tall of 1675 came La 
Salie, Tonti, and Father Hennepin with 
their retinue, and found the lodges of the 
Great Town of 1,200 families of friendly 
Indians on the great meadow overlooked 
pv “Starved Rock.“ The place itself was 
deserted, the tribes; being off on the 
annual hunt. Far as the eye could 
reach the lodges, built of bent poles 
and covered with mats of rushes, were scat- 
tered over the meadow. A half mile above 
they had passed on thoir left the great rock 
destined to be the centre of all the tragedies 
that followed. They went on to Peoria Lake, 
La Salle, proud, silent, reserved, arbitrary. 
hated and feared by his own men, but one 
who always won tue love and loyalty of his 


fear of disturbing hie meditanons. in 1674 


ful lieutenant, intrepid, daring, what must 
his haughty spirit have suffered in the years 
of delays wat followed! His eyes saw these 
tribes of savages aliied and fighting under 
the banner of France; a wilderness con- 
quered ; forts built all along the Great Lakes 
and Miss‘ssippi to the mouth; the encroach- 
ments of the Spaniards checked; wealth for 
France, and undying fame for himself. For 
a penniless young burgher of Rouen these 
were mighty enterprises, but nothing seemed 
too great for his proud spirit and inviacible 
will. Tonti was a fitting companion: son of 
that italian financier who invented the Ton- 
tine life insurance plan, he had already had 
a hand blown off in Sicilian wars and came 
to France under the patronage of Prince di 
Conti. Bravery, E and end- 
less resources within himself were the char- 
acteristics mat made him a hero 
when his onl ambition was to 
serve his superior. Fatner Hennepin 
was a coward, and for invention was a rival 
of Gulliver. These, with a Mohegan hunter, 
a few soldiers, carpenters, and smiths com- 

rised the party that was to open the Great 
West to the settler. At Peoria Lake, where 
they landed, a sentinel placed on guard for 
the night deserted, and that was but the 
beginning ofthe treachery that followed tne 
footsteps of La Salle. All winter long one 
desertion followed another, until in the 
spring of 1680 La Salle started back 
to Fort Frontenac for supplies, leaving Tonti 
‘at Fort Crèvecœur on Peoria Lake and send- 
ing Hennepin on a voyage down the IIlinois, 
where he would be better occupied than in 
preaching fairy tales for sermons. At the 
Great Town he made friends with the chief, 
who promised to aid Tontiin fortifying the 
cliff of yellow sandstone above the village. 
Thus it was that Fort Crévecceur was aban- 
doned to afew men, who soon deserted it, and 
Tonti appeared in the Illinois village in the 
spring of 1680 and put wooden palisades about 
the top of the rock. 


THE TOWN LAIO IN RUINS, 


What La Salle Found Upon His Return— 
Massacred by Treacherous troquois. 

When La Salle returned in December of 
the same year the town was devastated, 
strewn with heaps of ashes, with skulls 
stuck on tall poles, wolves feeding on car- 
casses, no trace of Tonti! In despair he 
went back to Fort Miami, on the St. Joseph, 
and brooded all winter over his friend and 
the disasters to his enterprise. What had 
become of Tonti? All summer long he had 
staid on the cliff with the few that remained 
of a gallant expedition, three iaborers and 
Fathers Membre and Rivourde. Here he 
brought the little cannon and placed it where 
it Would sweep the river. 
Indians became suspicious of La Salle’s long 
delay, and grew treacherous, so that Tonti, 
with simplicity of courage, came down to 
the village to dwell among them, promising 
to join them in battle should the Iroquois at- 
tack them. These five nations, more sav- 
age than the Apaches or Crows, 
had carried on a devastating war 
from Lake Ontario, destroying in turn the 
Hurons, the Neutrals, Eries, Andastes, and 
scattered the Aigonquins and had now ap- 
peared in the Illinois country. If the Illinois 
were suspicious of Tonti it was because they 
feared him as a spy of the Iroquois. Yet 
here he lived bravely with the two friars, ac- 
cepting the hospitality of the red savages 
and trying to prove bis loyalty to them, trying 
to infuse their unwarlike spirit with cour 
and hope in the return of La Salle with his 
magical fire—gunpowder. Here the various 
tribes of the Lilinois congregated, the Kas- 
kaskias, Peorias, Cahokias, Tamaroas, and 
others, until the plains were alive with them. 
Suddenly the Iroquois appeared and Tonti 
went among those red skinned human hyenas 
and made a sort of treaty, which was broken 
the nextday. The tribes of the IIlinois— 
those who escaped the horrible massacre— 
fled down the river, pursued by their relent- 
less enemies, leaving Tonti sorely wounded 
in their devastated town and Father Ribourde 
dead. Tonti and Father Membre crawied 
away to aleaky canoe hidden by the shore 
and remained there while a band of tne Iro- 
quois returned and burned the town and mu- 
tilated the dead. Faint from loss of 
blood, starving, freezing. Tonti made his 
way to Green Bay and the Pottawatomies 
while La Salle was on the St. Joseph near the 
site of the modern city of South Bend, Ind., 
gathering about him the remains of all the 
tribes scattered by the Iroquois in one great 
alliance of offense and defense against the 
common enemy. With these he went back 
to Fort St. Louis and the great meadow in 
therspring ot 1681 and formed the Colonie du 
Sieur de la Saile with the ailied tribes udited 
under the French flag. Here, after descend- 
ing the Mississippi to the mouth in canoes 
and taking possession of all the country 
naming it Louisiana, he returned in 1682 and 
reigned like a feudal lord on his rocky ram- 
parts. The Illinois returned and buried 
the bones left bleaching by the ferocious 
Iroquois, and dwelt again on the Great 
Meadow. La Salle looked down from his 
fort on a densely vopulated region. Far ana 
near on the meadow, prairies, hillsides, and 
in the edges of the forests were ciustered 
the lodges of the tribes gathered about his 
tort, like serfs of the middle ages about the 
armed castle of their lord. There were the 
Illinois, the Miamis, the Shawanoes, the 
Weas, the Mohegans, and numerous other 
small bands, numbering nearly 20,000 souls 
or 4,000 warriors. 

TIE DREAMS OF LA SALLE. 

Now he could mature nis plans, but 
he must have means to defend his 
colony. After that he could build great 
ships with which to explore the river 
trade in furs, and garrison the half dozen 
forts to hold the — Visions of fabulous 
wealth floated before his eyes, a continent 
reclaimed, savage tribes allied and becomin 
civilized subjects of the King of France. Ali 
would have been well but for the jealousy of 
La Barre, who tnen commanded Fort 
Frontenac, and who cut off his supplies and 
sent false reports to tne King. ‘The Iroquois 
were again at hand and disaster threatened 
by the 2 his allies unless he could 
give them aid. There was no recourse but to 
sail for France and reach tne ear of the 
King. Tonti was left at the rock again. La 
Salle at court fascinated by his address the 
councilors of the King as he had the 
savages, and in a short time he had got all 
he asked for—ships, ammunition, supplies, 
soldiers, grants of land—and in return 
promised to seize and hold a continent and 
open up its vast resources of wealth. With 
such high hopes and fully equip with four 
vessels under the naval officer, Beaujeu, who, 
proving @ traitor to the expedition, sailed 
past tne mouth of the Mississippi, landed at 
anoble harbor on the east shore of Texas, 
and there abandoning the company without 
provisions sailed back to France. sertion 
followed, battles with hostile tribes, 
sickness, death, suspicion, and then 
mutiny. La Salle, bauguty. reserved, 
inspired the hate of malcontents 
and was basely assassinated on the banks of 
the Trinity River. Thus died La Salle; thus 
died his vast enterprises. His murderers 
made their way to Tonti at Fort St. Louis and 
revorted that they had left La Saile in Texas 
exploring that region. Thea fearing detec- 
t.on they disappeared in the forest and were 
absorbed in some savage tribe. 

Not hearing from his beloved chief Tonti 
Started to his relief in 1688, and then learned 
for the first time of his death at the hand of 
traitors three years before. Sorrowfully he 
returned to the fort with his news. The Col- 
onie du Sieur de la Salie dwindled until it 
was composed of only the tribes of the Illi- 
nois who had learned to love and lean on 
Tonti. There among them he lived and died 
hunting and trading in furs fora living, 
having no other ambition than to preserve 
tue memory of La Sutle in ais memoirs. 
Iberville saw him in ob at the same place.

The beads were of allsizes and 
shapes; carved from shells, pipestone, 
carnelian, or fashioned from clay or the 
native metals. But on each was a tiny silver 
cross, thé chasing, if there had ever been 
any, worn smooth. Beside these there was a 
sword so corroded that nothing but its form 
remained. In the hilt were deeper, pit-like 
corrosions, having some regularity of posi- 
tion which seemed to show where jewels 
might have been set. 

“Ive hunted all over that rock to find 
Tonti,” he said. ‘Once in digging a well a 
Skull was turned up, but it was only that of 
an Indian. We would know Tonti, too, dy 
his iron hand. Col. Hitt says it was really 
only a hook of steel fitted over the wrist by 
a bund. He has offered $100 to the man who 
will find Monti or even that steel hook, Col, 
Hitt owns the place and lives in Ottawa.“ 

After driving over the meadow where the 
Great Illinois Town was once situated I took 
the train for Ottawa and called on Co. F. 
D. Hitt, the owner of Starved Rock.“ He 
has been County Surveyor of La Salle 
County a number of years and knows every 
inch of it in the dark. 0 

“I came here in 1831 and pitched into 
things up to my neck.“ he began. Suabona, 
the one Indian who was good when he was 
alive, was here then, and I'd fight a duei yet 
for Bhabona, old as I am. The country about 
here was always pretty lively, I guess, from 
the time the French got here—first with the 
Iroquois, then the Foxes. It was the centre 
of the Black Hawk war, in which Shabona 
proved himself a pretty white man, for all he 
was the chief of atribe that had Sworn to 
exterminate white settiers. I heard the story 
of ‘Starved Rock,’ and all of us had a sort of 
notion that La Salle and Marquette had been 
there, though there wasn't much to show for 
it, but as soon as I set eyes on the place I 
thought I'd like to owu it. It wasn’t open to 
settlers then, but | kept my eye on it, plant- 
ed a few acres of corn around it, and waited. 
When the reservation was opened by tne 
Government people just naturally stood aside, 
and I bought that section for sl an acre, stuck 
a cabin on it, rented it to a man for a small 
part of the crops, and so got it cleared. 

very man who has ever lived there has 
had a standing offer for any French relics he 
could dig up. But it is only since Francis 
Parkman’s (the historian's) visit, about twen- 
ty years ago, that I got hold of tne whole 
story. Since then I've hunted for the remains 
of Tonti. Parkman came down to Utica and, 
after seeing the meadow and ‘Starved 
Rock,“ just Leseribed all the country around 
and beyond as if he had been surveyor of it, 
he said he got that description from the 
papers of Marquette, La Salle, and Tonti, 
written 200 years ago. Mr. James Clark of 
Utica, now dead, and 1 took the historian 
all over the place, and it’s curious, but he 
told us what we should see every time 
before we got there. 

USED IN FIRING THE SALUTS. 

„Now Ill show you ali the relics I have.” 
He led the way through the parlor where a 
magnificent painting of the rock bung to a 
cabinet. First there. was a small cannon, 
weighing perhaps twenty-five pounds and 
constructed for the use of grape-shot, which 
had been unearthed when digging a sewer 
near the Fox River. History records a bat- 
tle near that spot in which Tonti took part, 

Lou see the end is blown off, and it was 
probabiy abandoned as useless. I believe 
this is the same cannon with which La Salle 
a the sunrise salute the first morning 

ter they landed on Peoria Lake. Parkman 
told us how the Indians ran away at the 
sound, frightened half to death, and how La 
Salle had unwittingly made them believe 
him a magician. There 
is no record of any 
other cannon ever hav- 
ing been brought into 
this part of the coun- 
try. I can imagine 
how Tonti felt when 
he had to abandon it, 
Here is a Jesuit cross, 
said to belong to 
Father Marguette, be- 
cause he was the oniy 
man here who was en- 
titled to wear it. So 
several priests have 
told me.“ 

It looked to be of 

base metal and was of 
the double cross form, 
having a figure of the 2 
Christ crucified on the FATHER MARQUETSR’S 
obverse and of the CROSS. 
Virgin and Child on the reverse, with a heart 
at the end of each beam. The tiny ring by 
which it had been attached to the rosary was 
worn through, showing the manner iu which 
it had been lost. Some rings of silver, much 
corroded, were engraved with the letters I. 
H. S. and the cross. Besides these there were 
La Salle’s camp kettle of Rouen manufacture, 
some tomahawks, and specimens of Indian 
pottery. Many of these had been found on 
the great meadow, being torn up by the plow 
in quantities every spring. Quantities of 
bones have frequentiy been found there, but 
French remains are rare. 

“I aid everything I could to assist Park- 
man in identifying localities in this region. 
We went up on the rock together, and he 
said with the deepest emouon that his ad- 
miration of La Salie and Tonti was unbound- 
ed. ‘I have learned such things of them in 
my researches, such heroism, devotion, en- 
terprise, as should make any region in which 
they tarried echo their names from every 
— and murmur in every stream,’ he 
said. 

There are portraits of La Salle but none 
of Tonti. 1 wish there were. Posterity 
ought to know the features of so brave a man 
as Tonti.“ Nora Marks. 


THE AWFUL WORK OF ARTILLERY. 
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A Line of Artillery Cannot Be Broken by 
an Attack of Infantry in Front. 

The idea prevailing before the Franco- 
Prussian war that the effect of artillery fire 
on the ranks of the enemy was moral rather 
than actual is conclusively wiped out by the 
account of two actions found in the recent 
work by the great authority on this arm, 
Prince Kraft Hohenlohe. Although Prussia 
gave the Austrians a tremendous licking in 
1866, she recognized the fact that the Aus- 
triar batteries were far superior to hers and 
immediately set to work to improve them, 
with the following result in 1870, as described 
by Prince Kraft: 

“I could never have believed that the in- 
struction given in time of peace would have 
borne such excellent fruit in spite of the 
excitement of action. ewe behind the 
Captain of a battery, 1 heard him quietly 
give the order: Against infantry in front, 
1,900 paces, trom the right flank, ready! Fire 
one gun!’ Then he waited, holding his 
field glass to his eye, until the enemy 
approached the point on which the guns 
were laid, and gave the order: ‘ Rapid firing 
from the right flank!’ Then there was a 
hellish sight, for the advancing enemy 
disappeared from view in the clouds of 
smoke which the shelis threw up as they 
burst and tore their way through the ranks. 
After one or two minutes the attackin 
enemy came out on one side of the smoke. It 
had passed the point on which the guns were 
laid, and, in spite of terrible loss, approachea 
witn undeniable bravery. Then the Captain 
gave the command: ‘Cease firing! 1,600 
paces—one gun—cease firing!’ And when 
the guns were now laid, he cried: ‘ At 1,600 
aces, from the right flank. rapid firing!’ 
he effect was brilliant, horrible, over- 
— No attack could have resisted 


Again, we have the effect of the German 
— at St. Privat: ** When the head of the 

rench column became visible over the hill 
our trial shots reached it at a range of 1,900 
paces, and my thirty guas opened a rapid 
fire. The enemy’s infantry was enveloped 
in the thick smoke which the shells made as 
they bust. But after a very short time we 
Saw the red trousers of the masses which 
were approaching us appear through the 
cloud. I stopped the tire. A trial shot was 
fired at 1,700 paces range; this was to show 
us the point up to which we should let them 
advance before reopening the rapid fire. We 
did the same for the ranges of 1,500, 1,300, 
1,100, and 900 paces. In spite of the horribie 
devastation which the shells caused in their 
ranks, these brave troops continued to ad- 
vance; but at 900 paces the effect of our fire 
was too deadly for them;.they turned round 
and fied; we hurled shelis after them as long 
as we could see them. Here was an infantry 
attack which was repulsea purely and simply 
by the fire of artillery.“ The proposition is 
also laid down that a tine of artillery cannot 
be broken by a frontal attack wy infantry. 
The effect of shr apnell reaches out to 3.800 
yards, and from 1,100 to 1,200 yaras the effect 


of artillery is absolutely anunibiiating,

They All Claim to Sell the Best Rrand on 
the Market, Do the Most Advertising, 
and Control More than 50 Per Cent of 
the Local Trade—The Small Boy and the 
Esthetic Dude the Chief Patrons of 
Cigarettes. | 

“Of all the cigarettes sold ‘in this city.“ 
said the Chicago agent of an Eastern manu- 
factory yesterday, “fully one-half are our 

brands. a 

“Why? If you could see our advertising 

bills you wouldn’t ask. Nothing on earth is 
80 capricious, so fickle as the cigarette trade. 
Or the cigarette either, for that matter. The 
cigarette would lie down and die tomorrow 
if it were not for the small bov, and he is 
the most capricious thing that strides the 
earth. Today he swears by the ‘ Trouba- 
dour Straignt Cuts,’ tomorrow he grows en- 
thusiastic over tne ‘ Old Budge,’ and the next 
day calls loudly for the Peri’s Pet.’ ”’ 


Doesn't the name have a good deal to do 


with it!“ 

Ves, my opinion is that securing a happy 
name is half the battle. But there is abso- 
lutely no telling whether it’s going to take 
well or not. I’ve seen some of the most 
euphonious names you ever heard fall flat.“ 

“Why do cigarettes require more adver- 
tising than cigars!“ 

For one thing cigars of a certain price 
vary in quality more than cigarettes; when 
@ man finds a good cigar he sticks to it. Just 
notice the difference in a cigar store—the 
cigar smoker comes in and calls for his brand, 
the cigarette consumer looks through the 
glass case, hesitates, picks out the kind that 
for the moment seizes his fancy, and buys. 
He does the same thing every time. 

THE ESTHETIC SMOKERS. 

„Cigarette smokers—other than the small 
boys- are people inclined toward the esthet- 
ic; there is ro denying that. Asa rule the 
cigarette smoker is aman rather refined in 
his tastes. And this taste has to be ap- 
pealed to through the eye as well as anything 
else. In the whole range of advertising you 
won’t find any class of wares more artistic- 
aily advertised than cigarettes. Some 
cigarette manufacturers claim that it isn’t 
so much the advertising that sells their 
goods—it’s simply the extraordinary quality 
of their goods, and say that they don’t spend 
more than 5 per cent of their receipts in ad- 
vertising. Now, that is simply bosh. Our 
firm spends from 35 to 40 per cent, and we 
count ourselves lucky. The duality ot our 
goods is just as good as anybody’s, but if we 
quit advertising for a single month I am 
1 our receipts would fall off one- 
half. 

Five cigarette manufactories—three in 
New York, one at Rochester, N. V., and one 
at Richmond, Va. — make over 90 per cent of 
all the cigarettes sold in the country. The 
amount of “all-tobacco”’ cigarettes sold, 
eres with the paper product, is infinites- 
imal. 

Another agent, with headquarters on Wab- 
ash avenuc, was seen. 

“To start with,” he said, I violate no 
confidence when I say that our firm seils more 
than one-half of all the cigarettes consumed 
in this city. Itis only just that we should— 
our goods are the best and our advertising 
the most attactive. The evolution of cigar- 
ette advertising is quite interesting. Being 
head and shoulders above ail competitors it 
is only natural that we should have inaucu- 
rated every advertising novelty that you see 
today. The first unusual thing in cigarette 
advertising that we did was bill posting. 
London woke up one morning and found it- 
self with a sort of yellow flush about it. We 
had pasted 10,000 big yellow posters about 
the central portion of the city in one night. 
That was the beginuing. Pretty soon we 
were pasting bills all over the globe; on the 
Alps, on the Wall of China, and when I was 
in Burmah last summer | saw some there. 

EVOLUTION OF ADVERTISING. 
» Then we began using photographs of 
large size. Afterward we used small pho- 
tographs—one in each package of cigarettes. 
Other manufacturers immediately began do- 
ing the same thing, ana we dropped it, and 
used colored lithograph cards instead. These 
we run in series of fifty and 100 cards. First 
were the flags of all nations, then the 
world’s beauties—pictures of 100 famous 
pretty women. Then the flags of fifty cities, 
then racehorses, then the sporting cham- 
pions of the world. Next we issued a series 


,of jockey colors, then the arms of nations, 


followed by fifty naval flags. After this we 
had the birds of America, then fifty Indian 
chiefs,and now we are running a series of 
game birds. Now, we have each of these 
series printed in a handsomely gotten up 
bock. to be given for special prizes, In each 
package of cigarettes is inserted a ticket. 
One hundred tickets entitie the holder to 
one book.“ 

“Are there many customers who save the 
tickets!“ 

„J should say so. We have sent out as 
many as 400 books in one day from this place 
alone. But that’s not ail by any means. All 
sorts of things are given as prizes—water 
colors, oil paintings—and quite fair ones, too 
—fancy calendars, statuettes, watches for 
ladies and gentlemen, and soon. These, 
however, do not reach the consumer; they 
are given to dealers who buy. a certain num- 
ber of cigarettes ina given time. Just now 
we ure getting ready for an invasion of St. 
Paul. We will go up there, make things 
pretty lively with our banners: and wagons 
and posters fora little while, and when we 
leave every cigarette smoker in the town 
will be inquiring for our brands. And they 
will continue to so long as some other con- 
corn doesn't make a forage into that terri- 
tory. 

Still another agent for one of the “big 
five’’ houses was visited. 

Just think of it,“ he said, “ 1,878,000,000 
cigarettes were sold last year. In 1874 only 
2,000,000 were sold. In spite of all the fight 
tnav has been and is being made against the 
cigarette it is an actual fact that more cigar- 
ettes are consumed every year. And we sell 
our share, you may be sure. Why, I don’t 
mind telling you that we sel! more than haif 
of all the cigarettes sold in Chicago today. 

‘*‘ Daying aside ail 123 interest, I am 
unable to understand all this antagonism to 
the cigarette. Instead of being made of the 
poorest tobacco it is made of the best—that 
is, the cleanest and mildest, which are the 
top leaves of the tobacco plant. All the adul- 
teration is alittle glycerine to make rm to- 
bacco stick together while it is being st¥dved 
up. Ihave been around a tobacco factory a 
good deal, and I never saw anything else put 
in. The idea that opium is used is absurd. 

NO RICE PAPER CIGARETTES. 

“There is, however, no such thing as rice 
paper used. Ordinary linen paper is. wet 
with a solution of rice water. The trouble 
with the cigarette is that itis so mild that 
the smoker oversmokes himself before he 
reaiizes it. Then many people don’t care to 
smoke cigarettes unless they inhale the 
smoke. That's always bad. There is a law 
against selling them to boys under 16 years 
old, but 1 have never seen the boy yet, 
even if he couldn’t reach up to the counter, 
who wasn’t willing to swear he was 16. 
They soon caught on to that. Dealers in- 
variably protest against the cigarette because 
tne margin of profitis so much smaller than 
on cigars. Itis almostlikea druggist sell- 
ing postage stamps.“ 

Another agent, with headquarters near 
Madison and Dearborn streets, was seen. 

m pretty busy this morning,’ he said. 
„% Most any one would be who sold halt the 
cigarettes smoked in Chicago, as I do. I have 
sixteen men here and they are all on the 
jump. Do you know our firm supplies the 
Sultan of Turkey! It’s afact. Seems like 
shipping coais te Newcastle, doesn’t it? 
When Abram S. Hewitt was over there the 
Sultan once offered hima box of cigarettes, 
That’s quite a condescension for a Sultan, 
you know. Mr. Hewitt remarked that they 
were American cigarettes, and the Sultan 
said he wouldn't have any other kind. 1 hat's 
the kind of an oid Sultan he is.” 

One other agent was seen. He was on the 
point of leaving his office, however, and only 
paused a momentto remark that now, asin 
the past, his firm was supplying Chicago 
with 50 per cent of its cigarettes.

It is certainly not the fault of this 
useful department that no owners can be 
found for nearly half the articles deposited 
with it. Every publicity is given by adver- 
tising them in the daily papers, and notices 
of properties found are sent to occupiers of 
houses, Managers of hotels and theatres, in 
all cases in which the driver gives the num- 
ber of the house, hotel, etc., whence he was 
hired. Weekly advices are now sent to the 
Lost Luggage Department of the Railway 
Clearing-House in Drummoud street, Euston 
Square, of articles found in cabs when wey 
have taken up or set down their “fares” at 
railway stations. These advices are very 
useful aids to the recovery of lost property, 
as Claims are frequenily made on the raiiway 
companies for articles which are subsequently 
found to have been left in cabs. 


OUR NEIGHBOR IN THE WEST. 


The Rapid Evolution of National Life 
Among the Japanese. 

New York Herald: Progress in the arts, 
sciences, education, and commerce of the 
Empire bas been phenomenal. Prior to the 
visit of Commodore Perry, in 1853, for ex- 
ample, Japan had no vessels, steam or sail, 
of any account. She was hardly abreast of 
China in this regaad, and ber merchunt ma- 
rine presented a pitiable spectacle. Today 
she has a well-equipped navy and dock yards. 
Her resources huve so developed that she can 
design, construct, equip, aud officer a fleet of 
war ships. 

She has 138 National banks, with a capital 
Of $44,000,000; 4.500 postai stauons; telegraph 
stations in 112 towns and ¢ities; eight lines 
of telegraph communication and 5.000 miles 
of wire. 

All this shows progress. But by her edu- 
cational system Japan excites our astonishb- 
ment. Her kindergarten schools are tar 
ahead of those in this country, as is amply 
proved by the exhibit at Paris. In the matter 
of elementary education she leads the world. 
Scattered throughout the Empire are 30,000 
schools of different grades, in which 
60,000 teachers give instruction to 
well nigh 4,000,000 pupils. She sup 
ports 173 colleges, six schools for the 
higher education of women, seventy-eight 
normal schools, and two universities. In the 
law school at Tokio are more than a thousand 
students, nearly half of whom study in En- 
giish. She has also thirty-one medical 
schools, in one of which are 900 students. and 
(69 Lospitals where patients are sheltered. 

The exports and imports of Japan amount 
to about 390,000,000, The United States buys 
817.000, 000 worth of products and sells ner 


‘something less than 83,000,000 worth in re- 


turn.

AN OLD-TIME GEORGIA DUEL. 


The Tragic Fate of All Parties Concerned in 
the Bloody Affair. 

Atlanta Journal; A duel was fouvht be- 
tween Maj. Joseph T. Camp and Col. Wool- 
folk in the year 1830 at Fort Mitchell, ten 
miles below Columbus, Ga. At sunrise they 
stood with pistols at thirty puces, and at the 
first fire Col. Woolfolk fell with a bullet 
through his heart. 

Maj. Camp was wounded in the thigh. but 
no one knew it until after his return to Co- 
luumbus from the duel. It is true that the 
whole town of Columbus, at the time, was 
wild with excitement over the duel, and ai- 
vided in sympathies between the duelists, 
both of whom were high-minded and distin- 
guished members of the legal profession. 

Instead of anumber of ladies and Mrs. 
Woolfolk gathering in an up-stairs room to 
overlook the duel across the river from 
Columbus [duel was at Fort Mitchell] it is 
true that Mrs. Woolfolk did prepare a break- 
fast the morning of the duel for her hus- 
band’s second and several lady friends, pre- 
suming that Maj. Camp would. fall and her 
husband be victorious. But fate was against 
this estimable lady. Her husband was 
brought back dead. 

The morning of the I2th of August, 1833, 
Maj. Camp was walking down Broad street 
in Columbus. With him was Mr. John H. 
Broadnax. As Maj. Camp passed the store 
door ot Gen. Howard Col. Milton ap- 
peared in the door of the store with 
a double-barreled shotgun and opened 
fire on Maj. Camp. At the first 
fire Camp fell mortally wounded. Milton, for 
iear Camp would rally, shot the second load 
into Camp’s back while he was lying on the 
ground. Dr. Chipley was present and testi- 
fied that the first shot caused almost instant 
death. 

In court John Milton was found not guilty 
of murder. He moved to Florida, where he 
became the Governor of that State, He died 
a violent suicidal death by blowing out his 
brains. Tue same tates befell all of the 
twelve jurymen who tried Milton for murder 
they ali died violent deaths. Col. Wooifolk, 
who was killed in the Camp-Woolfolk duel, 
was an uncle of Tom Woolfolk, the young 
man now on trial at Perry, Ga, for murder- 
ing nine members of bis household, including 
his father, Capt. Wooifoik, a brother of Col. 
Woolfoik, who fought the duel with Maj. 
Camp in 1830. -

Musical Notes. 


The twenty-second annual concert and com- 
mencement exercises of the Chicago Musical 
College take place at Central Music Mali next 
Tuesday evening. A full orchestra will assist. 

Mr. L. A. Pheips, the well-known vocal 
teacher, has accepted the directorship of the 
vocal department of the Chicago Musical Col- 
lege and will enter upon his duties commencing 
with the college summer term, July 9. 

The sale of option tickets for the Theodore 
Thomas season of summer night concerts will 
begin tomorrow morning at the Exposition 
Building box office and continue throughout the 
week. The season opens Monday evening, July 1. 

Mr. Emil Liebling will give a pianoforte 
recital before the Ohio State Music Teachers’ 
Association at Cleveland next Thursday evening. 
His program will include, besides other impor- 
tant works, a movement from the Henselt con- 
certo, a Chopin fantasie, and a Giga con rariazi- 
oni by Raff. 

Mr. J. A. Butterfield expects to leave for 
Europe shortly and the Chicago Choral Sogiety, 
of which he is conductor, has invited him to pre 
pare & program of his own compositions for con- 
cert performance before his departure. The 
concert is to take place at Centenary Church 
July 2. A good sized chorus, with excellent solo 
talent, will participate. 


A new Italian composer who will be heard 
from is named Martucci. He was born in 1856, 
and is director of the Conservatory at Bologna. 
A trio of his, recently brought out in London by 
Sir Charles Hallé. is said to be a most remarka- 
ble work. In style it belongs entirely to the 
modern German school, and there is little in it 
to betray the composer's nationality. 

Recent experiments to ascertain within 
what limits the éar can distinguish the difference 
in the pitch of two sounds show that the 
smallest difference perceptible by untrained or 
only slightly trained ears appears to be from 
one-sixth to one-forticth of a semitone. It is 
said that a peculiarity that seems to apply alike 
to trained and untrained ears is that they detect 
upward differences more easily than downward. 

A Swedish architect has invented a new 
system of building theatres by which danger 
from fire will be greatiy lessened; his idea is to 
construct them in two separate parts, the stage 
vo be fixed and the entire auditorium to be mov- 
able and placed on wheels in such a manner that 
it can be rolled away from the stage in the event 
of a fire occurring on the latter. The idea, per- 
haps, is admirabie, but the all-important ques- 
tion is, Will it be? 

Mr. Avon D. Saxon sang recently at a con- 
cert by the Royal Amateur Orchestral Society at 
Priuce’s Hali in London, the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Edinburg, Prince George of Wales, 
and other distinguished guests being present. 
The London edition of the New York Herald 
said: Mr. Avon D. Saxon, the American bari- 
tone. was recalled for his splendid rendering of 
the Toreador from ‘Carmen.’ It is indeed most 
gratifying to note the giant strides with which this 
singer has risen to the front during his short 
residence in London.“

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THE DEAD TOWNS OF COLORADO, 


Deserted Villages That Were Once Alive 
with a Bristling Population. 

The other day a representative of the Den- 
ver Republican was on a Rio Grande train 
when the brakeman yelled out in stentorian 
tones. Cleora.“ On looking out of the win- 
dow only two houses could be seen. 

What a change time had wrought! In 
June of 1879 this same town was by far the 
largest place between Cafion City and Lead- 
ville. Almost every conceivable branch of 
business was represented, and in mostof 
them there was active competition. Houses 
were going up as if by magic, and lumber 
commanded almost a fabulous price. Saloons 
were found in almost every block, and dance 
halls were scattered about in profusion. But 
a month later the town concluded to move, 
and afew weeks later the majority of its 
residents had taken up their permanent 
abode in what is now the flourishing town of 
Salida. 

Colorado has many places with a history 
Something similar to that of Cleora, which, 
by the way, was named in honor of the belle 
of the Arkansas Valley, Miss Cleora Boyles. 

Rollinsville, near Caribou, was a booming 
place in 1871, and town lots were ata pre- 
mium. Hundreds of people were proud to 
call it their home, and it was thought to be 
founded upona rock. Today the rock is still 
there, but the population has fled to the four 


How is that town of Loma. on the Rio 
Grande River, getting on!“ said a gentleman 
yesterday who left ine State in 1874. 1 
visited it just before I left the Territory, and 
I thought it would likely make a good place.“ 


few remaining adobe buildings for years. 

Kit, Carson had a population of almost 20,000 
people in 1869, ana the peculiarity about them 
was that the great majority of them resided 
in dugovts. When the railroad pushed on to 
Denver the following year the residents of 
Kit Carson headed the procession. 

Sunshine in 1875 had a population of several 
thousand, while today there is only a hana- 
fui of people there. 

Buckskin Joe and Hall Valley in Park 
County were once flourishing places, but 
about all that is left of them is their name. 
Weston tried to put on airs in 1879, at which 
time there were about 3,000 people there. 
The post-office still remains, as do one or two 
stores. 

Along the old stage road between Leadville 
and Aspen, at what was known as Independ- 
ence in 1880 and for a few years thereafter 
not a single soul is now living.
